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A   Constitution  or   Frame  of   Government  for  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 


PREAMBLE. 

The  end  of  the  institution,  maintenance  and  administration  of 
government,  is  to  secure  the  existence  of  the  body-politic ;  to  pro-  i 
tact  it;  and  to  furnish  the  individuals  who  compose  it,  with  the 
power  of  enjoying,  in  safety  and  tranquility,  their  natural  rights,  I 
and  the  blessings  of  life :  And  whenever  these  great  objects  are  not ' 
obtained,  the  people  have  a  right  to  alter  the  government,  and  to 
take  measures  necessary  for  their  safety,  prosperity  and  happiness. 

The  body-politic  is  formed  by  a  voluntary  association  of  indi- 
viduals :  It  is  a  social  compact,  by  which  the  whole  people  cov- 
enants with  each  citizen,  and  each  citizen  with  the  whole  people, 
that  all  shall  be  governed  by  certain  laws  for  the  common  good. 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  people,  therefore,  in  framing  a  Constitution  of 
Government,  to  provide  for  an  equitable  mode  of  making  laws,  as 
well  as  for  an  impartial  interpretation,  and  a  faithful  execution  of 
them  ;  that  every  man  may,  at  all  times,  find  his  security  in  them. 

WE,  therefore,  the  people  of  Massachusetts,  acknowledging 
with  grateful  hearts,  the  goodness  of  the  Great  Legislator  of  the 
Universe,  in  affording  us,  in  the  course  of  His  Providence,  an 
opportunity,  deliberately  and  peaceably,  without  fraud,  violence 
or  surprize,  of  entering  into  an  original,  explicit,  and  solemn  com- 
pact with  each  other ;  and  of  forming  a  new  Constitution  of  Civil 
Government,  for  ourselves  and  posterity ;  and  devoutly  imploring 
His  direction  in  so  interesting  a  design,  DO  agree  upon,  ordain 
and  establish,  the  following  Declaration  of  Rights^  and  Frame 
of  Government,  as  the  CONSTITUTION  of  the  COMMON- 
WEALTH of  Massachusetts. 


PART    THE    First. 

A  DECLARATION  of  the  RIGHTS  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Art.  1.  All  men  are  born  free  and  equal,  and  have  certain 
natural,  essential  and  unalienable  rights;  among  which  may  be 
reckoned  the   right  of  enjoying   and   defending  their   lives   and 
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liberties ;  that  of  acquiring,  possessing,  and  protecting  property ; 
in  fine,  that  of  seeking  and  obtaining  their  safety  and  happiness. 

II.  It  is  the  right  as  well  as  the  duty  of  all  men  in  society, 
publicly,  and  at  stated  seasons,  to  worship  the  SUPREME  BEING, 
the  great  creator  and  preserver  of  the  universe.  And  no  subject  shall 
be  hurt,  molested,  or  restrained,  in  his  person,  liberty,  or  estate, 
for  worshipping  GOD  in  the  manner  and  season  most  agreeable  to 
the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience ;  or  for  his  religious  profession 
or  sentiments ;  provided  he  doth  not  disturb  the  public  peace,  or 
obstruct  others  in  their  religious  worship. 

III.  As  the  happiness  of  a  people,  and  the  good  order  and 
preservation  of  civil  government,  essentially  depend  upon  piety, 
religion  and  morality ;  and  as  these  cannot  be  generally  diffused 
through  a  community,  but  by  the  institution  of  the  public  worship 
of  GOD,  and  of  public  instructions  in  piety,  religion  and  morality  : 
Therefore,  to  promote  their  happiness,  and  to  secure  the  good 
order  and  preservation  of  their  government,  the  people  of  this 
Commonwealth  have  a  right  to  invest  their  Legislature  with  power 
to  authorise  and  require,  and  the  Legislature  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  authorise  and  require,  the  several  townsj  parishes,  precincts 
and  other  bodies-politic,  or  religious  societies,  to  make  suitable 
provision,  at  their  own  expence,  for  the  institution  of  the  public 
worship  of  GOD,  and  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  public 
protestant  teachers  of  piety,  religion  and  morality,  in  all  cases 
where  such  provision  shall  not  be  made  voluntarily. 

And  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth  have  also  a  right  to, 
and  do,  invest  their  Legislature  with  authority  to  enjoin  upon  all 
the  subjects  an  attendance  upon  the  instructions  of  the  public 
teachers  aforesaid,  at  stated  times  and  seasons,  if  there  be  any 
on  whose  instructions  they  can  conscienciously  and  conveniently 
attend. 

Provided  notwithstanding,  that  the  several  towns,  parishes,  pre- 
cincts, and  other  bodies-politic,  or  religious  societies,  shall,  at  all 
times,  have  the  exclusive  right  of  electing  their  public  teachers, 
and  of  contracting  with  them  for  their  support  and  maintenance.. 

And  all  monies  paid  by  the  subject  to  the  support  of  the  public 
worship,  and  of  the  public  teachers  aforesaid,  shall,  if  he  require 
it,  be  uniformly  applied  to  the  support  of  the  public  teacher  or 
teachers  of  his  own  religious  sect  or  denomination,  provided  there 
be  any  on  whose  instructions  he  attends ;  otherwise  it  may  be  paid 
towards  the  support  of  the  teacher  or  teachers  of  the  parish  or  pre- 
cinct in  which  the  said  monies  are  raised. 

And  every  denomination  of  christians,  demeaning  themselves 
peaceably,  and  as  good  subjects  of  the  Commonwealth,  shall  be 
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equally  under  the  protection  of  the  law  :  And  no  subordination  of 
any  one  sect  or  denomination  to  another  shall  ever  be  established 
by  law. 

rV.  The  people  of  this  Commonwealth  have  the  sole  and  exclu- 
sive right  of  governing  themselves  as  a  free,  sovereign,  and  inde- 
pendent state;  and  do,  and  forever  hereafter  shall,  exercise  and 
enjoy  every  power,  jurisdiction,  and  right,  which  is  not,  or  may 
not  hereafter  be  by  them  expresly  delegated  to  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled. 

V.  All  power  residing  originally  in  the  people,  and  being 
derived  fr6m  them,  the  several  magistrates  and  officers  of  govern- 
ment, vested  with  authority,  whether  legislative,  executive,  or 
judicial,  are  their  substitutes  and  agents,  and  are  at  all  times 
accountable  to  them. 

VI.  No  man,  nor  corporation,  or  association  of  men,  have  any 
other  title  to  obtain  advantages,  or  particular  and  exclusive  privi- 
leges distinct  from  those  of  the  community,  than  what  arises  from 
the  consideration  of  services  rendered  to  the  public ;  and  this  tide 
being  in  nature  neither  hereditary  nor  transmissible  to  children,  or 
descendants,  or  relations  by  blood,  the  idea  of  a  man  bom  a  magis- 
trate, law-giver,  or  judge,  is  absurd  and  unnatural. 

VII.  Government  is  instituted  for  the  common  good ;  for  the 
protection,  safety,  prosperity  and  happiness  of  the  people^;  and  not 
for  the  profit,  honor,  or  private  interest  of  any  one  man,  family  or 
class  of  men :  Therefore  the  people  alone  have  an  incontestible, 
unalienable,  and  indefeasible  right  to  institute  government ;  and 
to  reform,  alter,  or  totally  change  the  same,  when  their  protection, 
safety,  prosperity  and  happiness  require  it. 

VIII.  In  order  to  prevent  those,  who  are  vested  with  authority, 
from  becoming  oppressors,  the  people  have  a  right,  at  such  periods 
and  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  establish  by  their  frame  of  gov- 
ernment, to  cause  their  public  officers  to  return  to  private  life ; 
and  to  fill  up  vacant  places  by  certain  and  regular  elections  and 
appointments.  ^ 

IX.  All  elections  ought  to  be  free,  and  all  the  inhabitants  of 
this  Commonwealth,  having  such  qualifications  as  they  shall  estab- 
lish by  their  frame  of  government,  have  an  equal  right  to  elect 
officers,  and  to  be  elected,  for  public  employments. 

X.  Each  individual  of  the  society,  has  a  right  to  be  protected 
by  it  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  life,  liberty  and  property,  according 
to  standing  laws.  He  is  obliged,  consequently,  to  contribute  his 
share  to  the  expence  of  this  protection  ;  to  give  his  personal  service, 
or  an  equivalent,  when  necessary  :  But  no  part  of  the  property  of 
any  individual,  can,  with  justice,  be  taken  from  him,  or  applied  to

public  uses,  without  his  own  consent,  or  that  of  the  representative 
body  of  the  people  :  In  fine,  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth,  are 
not  controulable  by  any  other  laws,  than  those  to  which  their  con- 
stitutional representative  body  have  given  their  consent.  And 
whenever  the  public  exigencies  require,  that  the  property  of  any 
individual  should  be  appropriated  to  public  uses,  he  shall  receive 
a  reasonable  compensation  therefor. 

XI.  Every  subject  of  the  Commonwealth  ought  to  find  a  certain 
remedy,  by  having  recourse  to  the  laws  for  all  injuries  or  wrongs 
which  he  may  receive  in  his  person,  property,  or  character.  He 
ought  to  obtain  right  and  justice  freely,  and  without  being  obliged 
to  purchase  it ;  compleatly,  and  without  any  denial ;  promptly,  and 
without  delay  ;  conformably  to  the  laws. 

XII.  No  subject  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  any  crime  or 
offence,  until  the  same  is  fully  and  plainly,  substantially  and 
formally,  described  to  him  ;  or  be  compelled  to  accuse,  or  furnish 
evidence  against  himself.  And  every  subject  shall  have  a  right 
to  produce  all  proofs,  that  may  be  favourable  to  him  ;  to  meet  the 
witnesses  against  him  face  to  face,  and  to  be  fully  heard  in  ^his 
defence  by  himself,  or  his  council,  at  his  election.  And  no  subject 
shall  be  arrested,  imprisoned,  despoiled,  or  deprived  of  his  prop- 
erty, immunities,  or  privileges,  put  out  of  the  protection  of  the 
law,  exiled,  or  deprived  of  his  life,  liberty,  or  estate,  but  by  the 
judgment  of  his  peers,  or  the  law  of  the  land. 

And  the  Legislature  shall  not  make  any  law,  that  shall  subject 
any  person  to  a  capital  or  infamous  punishment,  excepting  for  the 
government  of  the'army  and  navy,  without  trial  by  jury. 

XIII.  In  criminal  prosecutions,  the  verification  of  facts  in  the 
vicinity  where  they  happen,  is  one  of  the  greatest  securities  of  the 
life,  liberty  and  property  of  the  citizen. 

XIV.  Every  subject  has  a  right  to  be  secure  from  all  unreason- 
able searches,  and  seizures,  of  his  person,  his  houses,  his  papers, 
and  all  his  possessions.  All  warrants,  therefore,  are  contrary  to 
this  right,  if  the  cause  or  founc^tion  of  them  be  not  previously 
supported  by  oath  or  affirmation ;  and  if  the  order  in  the  warrant 
to  a  civil  officer,  to  make  search  in  suspected  places,  or  to  arrest 
one  or  more  suspected  persons,  or  to  seize  their  property,  be  not 
accompanied  with  a  special  designation  of  the  persons  or  objects 
of  search,  arrest,  or  seizure:  And  no  warrant  ought  to  be  issued 
but  in  cases,  and  with  the  formalities,  prescribed  by  the  laws. 

XV.  In  all  controversies  concerning  property,  and  in  all  suits 
between  two  or  more  persons,  except  in  cases  in  which  it  has 
heretofore  been  otherways  used  and  practiced,  the  parties  have  a 
right  to  a  trial  by  jury ;  and  this  method  of  procedure  shall  be 
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held  sacred,  unless,  in  causes  arising  on  the  high  seas,  and  such 
as  relate  to  mariners  wages,  the  legislature  shall  hereafter  find  it 
necessary  to  alter  it. 

XVI.  The  liberty  of  the  press  is  essential  to  the  security  of 
freedom  in  a  State,  it  ought  not,  therefore,  to  be  restrained  in  this 
Commonwealth . 

XVII.  The  people  have  a  right  to  keep  and  to  bear  arms  for 
the  common  defence.  And  as  m  time  of  peace  armies  are  dan- 
gerous to  liberty,  they  ought  not  to  be  maintained  without  the 
consent  of  the  legislature ;  and  the  military  power  shall  always 
be  held  in  an  exact  subordination  to  the  civil  authority,  and  be 
governed  by  it. 

XVIII.  A  frequent  recurrence  to  the  fundamental  principles  of 
the  constitution,  and  a  constant  adherence  to  those  of  piety,  justice, 
moderation,  temperance,  industry,  and  frugality,  are  absolutely 
necessary  to  preserve  the  advantages  of  liberty,  and  to  maintain 
a  free  government.  The  people  ought,  consequently,  to  have  a 
particular  attention  to  all  those  principles,  in  the  choice  of  their 
oflScers  and  representatives :  And  they  have  a  right  to  require  of 
their  law-givers  and  magistrates,  an  exact  and  constant  observance 
of  them,  in  the  formation  and  execution  of  the  laws  necessary  for 
the  good  administration  of  the  Commonwealth. 

XIX.  The  people  have  a  right,  in  an  orderly  and  peaceable 
manner,  to  assemble  to  consult  upon  the  common  good :  give 
instructions  to  their  representatives ;  and  to  request  of  the  legis- 
lative body,  by  the  way  of  addresses,  petitions,  or  remonstrances, 
redress  of  the  wrongs  done  them,  and  of  the  grievances  they 
suffer. 

XX.  The  power  of  suspending  the  laws,  or  the  execution  of  the 
laws,  ought  never  to  be  exercised  but  by  the  legislature,  or  by 
authority  derived  from  it,  to  be  exercised  in  such  particular  cases 
only  as  the  legislature  shall  expresly  provide  for. 

XXI.  The  freedom  of  deliberation,  speech  and  debate,  in  either 
house  of  the  legislature,  is  so  essential  to  the  rights  of  the  people, 
that  it  cannot  be  the  foundation  of  any  accusation  or  prosecution, 
action,  or  complaint,  in  any  other  court  or  place  whatsoever. 

XXII.  The  legislature  ought  frequently  to  assemble  for  the 
redress  of  grievances,  for  correcting,  strengthening,  and  confirm- 
ing the  laws,  and  for  making  new  laws,  as  the  common  good  may 
require. 

XXIII.  No  subsidy,  charge,  tax,  impost,  or  duties,  ought  to  be 
established,  fixed,  laid,  or  levied,  under  any  pretext  whatsoever, 
without  the  consent  of  the  people,  or  their  representatives  in  the 
legislature. 
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XXIV.  Laws  made  to  punish  for  actions  done  before  the  exist- 
ence of  such  laws,  and  which  have  not  been  declared  crimes  by 
preceeding  laws,*  are  unjust,  oppressive,  and  inconsistent  with  the 
fundamental  principles  of  a  free  government. 

XXV.  No  subject  ought,  in  any  case,  or  in  any  time  to  be 
declared  guilty  of  treason  or  felony  by  the  legislature. 

XXVI.  No  magistrate  or  court  of  law,  shall  demand  excessive 
bail  or  sureties,  impose  excessive  fines,  or  inflict  cruel  or  unusual 
punishments. 

XXVII.  In  time  of  peace  no  soldier  ought  to  be  quartered  in 
any  house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner ;  and  in  time  of  war 
such  quarters  ought  not  to  be  made  but  by  the  civil  magistrate,  in 
a  manner  ordained  by  the  legislature. 

XXVIII.  No  person  can  in  any  case  be  subjected  to  law-mar- 
tial, or  to  any  penalties  or  pains,  by  virtue  of  that  law,  except  those 
employed  in  the  army  or  navy,  and  except  the  militia  in  actual 
service,  but  by  authority  of  the  legislature. 

XXIX.  It  is  essential  to  the  preservation  of  the  rights  of  every 
individual,  his  life,  liberty,  property  and  character,  that  there  be 
an  impartial  interpretation  of  the  laws,  and  administration  of 
justice.  It  is  the  right  of  every  citizen  to  be  tried  by  judges  as 
free,  impartial  and  independent  as  the  lot  of  humanity  will  admit* 
It  is  therefore  not  only  the  best  policy,  but  for  the  security  of  the 
rights  of  the  people,  and  of  every  citizen,  that  the  judges  of  the 
supreme  judicial  court  should  hold  their  offices  as  long  as  they 
behave  themselves  well ;  and  that  they  should  have  honorable 
salaries  ascertained  and  established  by  standing  laws. 

XXX.y  In  the  government  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  legisla- 
tive department  shall  never  exercise  the  executive  and  judicial 
powers,  or  either  of  them  :  The  executive  shall  never  exercise  the 
legislative  and  judicial  powers,  or  either  of  them :  The  judicial 
shall  never  exercise  the  legislative  and  executive  powers,  or  either 
of  them :  to  the  end  it  may  be  a  government  of  laws  and  not  of 
men.^ 

PART    THE    Second. 

The   Frame   of  Government. 

The  people  inhabiting  the  territory  formerly  called  the  Province 
of  Massachusetts-Bay,  do  hereby  solemnly  and  mutually  agree  with 
each  other,  to  form  themselves  into  a  free,  sovereign,  and  indepen- 
dent body-politic,  or  State,  by  the  name  of  THE  COMMON- 
WEALTH  OF   MASSACHUSETTS.

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CHAPTER    I. 

The  Legislative  Power. 

SECTION    I. 

The  General  Court. 

Art.  I.  The  department  of  legislation  shall  be  formed  by  two 
branches,  a  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives :  each  of  which 
shall  have  a  negative  on  the  other. 

The  legislative  body  shall  assemble  every  year  on  the  last  Wed- 
nesday in  May^  and  at  such  other  times  as  they  shall  judge  neces- 
sary ;  and  shall  dissolve  and  be  dissolved  on  the  day'next  preceeding 
the  said  last  Wednesday  in  May;  and  shall  be  stiled,  The  Gen- 
eral. Court  ^t/"  Massachusetts. 

n.  No  bill  or  resolve  of  the  Senate  or  House  of  Representa- 
tives shall  become  a  law,  and  have  force  as  such,  until  it  shall 
have  been  laid  before  the  Governor  for  his  revisal :  And  if  he, 
upon  such  revision,  approve  thereof,  he  shall  signify  his  approba- 
tion by  signing  the  same.  But  if  he  have  any  objection  to  the 
passing  of  such  bill  or  resolve,  he  shall  return  the  same,  together 
with  his  objections  thereto,  in  writing,  to  the  Senate  or  House  of 
Representatives,  in  which  soever  the  same  shall  have  originated  ; 
who  shall  enter  the  objections  sent  down  by  the  Governor,  at  large, 
on  their  records,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  the  said  bill  or  resolve  : 
But  if  after  such  reconsideration,  two  thirds  of  the  said  Senate  or 
House  of  Representatives,  shall,  notwithstanding  the  said  objec- 
tions, agree  to  pass  the  same,  it  shall,  together  with  the  objections, 
be  sent  to  the  other  branch  of  the  legislature,  where  it  shall  also 
be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two  thirds  of  the  members 
present,  it  shall  have  the  force  of  a  law :  But  in  all  such  cases, 
the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays ; 
and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for,  or  against,  the  said  bill 
or  resolve,  shall  be  entered  upon  the  public  records  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

And  in  order  to  prevent  unnecessary  delays,  if  any  bill  or 
resolve  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  Governor  within  five  days 
after  it  shall  have  been  presented,  the  same  shall  have  the  force 
of  a  law. 

in.  The  General  Court  shall  forever  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  erect  and  constitute  judicatories  and  courts  of  record, 
or  other  courts,  to  be  held  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth, 
for  the  hearing,  trying,  and  determining  of  all  manner  of  crimes, 
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offences,  pleas,  processes,  plaints,  actions,  matters,  causes  and 
things,  whatsoever,  arising  or  happening  within  the  Common- 
wealth, or  between  or  concerning  persons  inhabiting,  or  resid- 
ing, or  brought  within  the  same ;  whether  the  same  be  criminal 
or  civil,  or  whether  the  said  crimes  be  capital  or  not  capital,  and 
whether  the  said  pleas  be  real,  personal,  or  mixt;  and  for  the 
awarding  and  making  out  of  execution  thereupon :  To  which 
courts  and  judicatories  are  hereby  given  and  granted  full  power 
and  authority,  from  time  to  time,  to  administer  oaths  or  affirma- 
tions, for  the  better  discovery  of  truth  in  any  matter  in  contro- 
versy or  depending  before  them. 

IV.  And  further,  full  power  and  authority  are  hereby  given  and 
granted  to  the  said  General  Court,  from  time  to  time,  to  make,  ordain, 
and  establish,  all  manner  of  wholesome  and  reasonable  orders,  laws, 
statutes,  and  ordinances,  directions  and  instructions,  either  with 
penalties  or  without ;  so  as  the  same  be  not  repugnant  or  contrary 
to  this  Constitution,  as  they  shall  judge  to  be  for  the  good  and 
welfare  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  for  the  government  and  order- 
ing thereof,  and  of  the  subjects  of  the  same,  and  for  the  necessary 
support  and  defence  of  the  government  thereof;  and  to  name  and 
settle  annually,  or  provide  by  fixed  laws,  for  the  naming  and  set- 
tling all  civil  officers  within  the  said  Commonwealth ;  the  election 
and  constitution  of  whom  are  not  hereafter  in  this  Form  of  Govern- . 
ment  otherwise  provided  for ;  and  to  set  forth  the  several  duties, 
powers  and  limits,  of  the  several  civil  and  military  officers  of  this 
Commonwealth,  and  the  forms  of  such  oaths  or  affirmations  as 
shall  be  respectively  administered  unto  them  for  the  execution  of 
their  several  offices  and  places,  so  as  the  same  be  not  repugnant 
"or  contrary  to  this  Constitution ;  and  to  impose  and  levy  propor- 
tional and  reasonable  assessments,  rates  and  taxes,  upon  all  the 
inhabitants  of,  and  persons  resident,  and  estates  lying,  within  the 
said  Commonwealth ;  and  also  to  impose,  and  levy,  reasonable 
duties  and  excises,  upon  any  produce,  goods,  wares,  merchandize, 
and  commodities  whatsoever,  brought  into,  produced,  manufact- 
ured, or  being  within  the  same ;  to  be  issued  and  disposed  of  by 
warrant,  under  the  hand  of  the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth 
for  the  time  being,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  for 
the  public  service,  in  the  necessary  defence  and  support  of  the 
government  of  the  said  Commonwealth,  and  the  protection  and 
preservation  of  the  subjects  thereof,  according  to  such  acts  as  are 
or  shall  be  in  force  within  the  same. 

Arid  while  the  public  charges  of  government,  or  any  part  thereof, 
shall  be  assessed  on  polls  and  estates  in  the  manner  that  has  hith- 
erto been  practiced ;  in  order  that  such  assessments  may  be  made 
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with  equality,  there  shall  be  a  valuation  of  estates  within  the  Com- 
monwealth taken  anew  once  in  every  ten  years  at  the  least,  and  as 
much  oftener  as  the  General  Court  shall  order. 


CHAPTER    I. 
SECTION    IL 

SENATE. 

Art.  I-  There  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the  freeholders  and 
other  inhabitants  of  this  Commonwealth,  qualified  as  in  this  Consti- 
tution is  provided,  forty  persons  to  be  Counsellors  and  Senators  for 
the  year  ensuing  their  election ;  to  be  chosen  by  the  inhabitants  of 
the  districts,  into  which  the  Commonwealth  may  from  time  to  time 
be  divided  by  the  General  Court  for  that  purpose :  And  the  General 
Court,  in  assigning  the  numbers  to  be  elected  by  the  respective 
districts,  shall  govern  themselves  by  the  proportion  of  the  public 
taxes  paid  by  the  said  districts ;  and  timely  make  known  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  limits  of  each  district,  and 
the  number  of  Counsellors  and  Senators  to  be  chosen  therein  ;  pro- 
vided that  the  number  of  such  districts  shall  never  be  less  than 
thirteen  ;  and  that  no  district  be  so  large  as  to  entitle  the  same  to 
choose  more  than  six  Senators. 

And  the  several  counties  in  this  Commonwealth  shall,  until  the 
General  Court  shall  determine  it  necessary  to  alter  the  said  dis- 
tricts, be  districts  for  the  choice  of  Counsellors  and  Senators 
(except  that  the  counties  of  Dukes-County  and  Nantucket  shall 
form  one  district  for  that  purpose)  and  shall  elect  the  following 
number  for  Counsellors  and  Senators,  viz.

II.  The  Senate  shall  be  tlie  first  branch  of  the  legislature ;  and 
the  Senators  shall  be  chosen  in  the  following  manner,  viz.  There 
shall  be  a  meeting  on  the  first  Monday  in  April  annually,  forever, 
of  the  inhabitants  of  each  town  in  the  several  counties  of  this  Com- 
monwealth ;  to  be  called  by  the  Selectmen,  and  warned  in  due 
course  of  law,  at  least  seven  days  before  the  first  Monday  in  Aprils 
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for  the  purpose  of  electing  persons  to  be  Senators  and  Counsellors ; 
And  at  such  meetings  every  male  inhabitant  of  twenty-one  years 
of  age  and  upwards,  having  a  freehold  estate  within  the  Common- 
wealth, of  the  annual  income  of  three  pounds,  or  any  estate  of  the 
value  of  sixty  pounds,  shall  haVe  a  right  to  give  in  his  vote  for  the 
Senators  for  the  district  of  which  he  is  an  inhabitant.  And  to 
remove  all  doubts  concerning  the  meaning  of  the  word  ''Inhabi- 
tant,'* in  this  Constitution,  every  person  shall  be  considered  as  an 
inhabitant,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  and  being  elected  into  any 
office  or  place  within  this  State,  in  that  town,  district  or  plantation, 
where  he  dwelleth,  or  hath  his  home. 

The  Selectmen  of  the  several  towns  shall  preside  at  such  meet- 
ings impartially,  and  shall  receive  the  votes  of  all  the  inhabitants 
of  such  towns  present  and  qualified  to  vote  for  Senators,  and  shall 
sort  and  count  them  in  open  town-meeting,  and  in  presence  of  the 
Town-Clerk,  who  shall  make  a  fair  record,  in  presence  of  the 
Selectmen,  and  in  open  town-meeting,  of  the  name  of  every  per- 
son voted  for,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  against  his  name  ;  and  a 
fair  copy  of  this  record  shall  be  attested  by  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Town-Clerk,  and  shall  be  sealed  up,  directed  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Commonwealth  for  the  time  being,  with  a  superscription, 
expressing  the  purport  of  the  contents  thereof,  and  delivered  by 
the  Town-Clerk  of  such  towns,  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  county  in 
which  such  town  lies,  thirty  days  at  least  before  the  last  Wednes- 
day in  May  annually ;  or  it  shall  be  delivered  into  the  Secretary's 
office  seventeen  days  at  least  before  the  said  last  Wednesday  in 
May ;  and  the  Sheriff  of  each  county  shall  deliver  all  such  certifi- 
cates by  him  received  into  the  Secretary's  office  seventeen  days 
before  the  said  last  Wednesday  in  May. 

And  the  inhabitants  of  plantations  unincorporated,  qualified  as 
this  Constitution  provides,  who  are  or  shall  be  empowered  and 
required  to  assess  taxes  upon  themselves  toward  the  support  of 
government,  shall  have  the  same  privilege  of  voting  for  Counsellors 
and  Senators  in  the  plantations  where  they  reside,  as  town  inhabi- 
tants have  in  their  respective  towns ;  and  the  plantation-meetings 
for  that  purpose  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  same  first  Monday 
in  Aprils  at  such  place  in  the  plantations  respectively,  as  the 
Assessors  thereof  shall  direct;  which  Assessors  shall  have  like 
authority  for  notifying  the  electors,  collecting  and  returning  the 
votes,  as  the  Selectmen  and  Town-Clerks  have  in  their  several 
towns,  by  this  Constitution.  And  all  other  persons  living  in  places 
unincorporated,  (qualified  as  aforesaid)  who  shall  be  assessed  to 
the  support  of  government  by  the  Assessors  of  an  adjacent  town, 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  giving  in  their  votes  for  Counsellors  and 
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Senators,  in  the  town  where  they  shall  be  assessed,  and  be  notified 
of  the  place  of  meeting  by  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  where  they 
shall  be  assessed,  for  that  purpose  accordingly. 

III.  And  that  there  may  be  a  due  convention  of  Senators  on  the 
last  Wednesday  in  May  annually,  the  Governor,  with  five  of  the 
Council,  for  the  time  being,  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  examine 
the  returned  copies  of  such  records ;  and  fourteen  days  before  the 
said  day  he  shall  issue  his  summons  to  such  persons  as  shall  appear 
to  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  voters,  to  attend  on  that  day,  and 
take  their  seats  accordingly :  Provided  nevertheless,  that  for  the 
first  year  the  said  returned  copies  shall  be  examined  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  five  of  the  Council  of  the  former  Constitution  of  Gov- 
ernment; and  the  said  President  shall,  in  like  manner  issue  his 
summons  to  the  persons  so  elected,  that  they  may  take  their  seats 
as  aforesaid. 

IV.  The  Senate  shall  be  the  final  judge  of  the  elections,  returns 
and  qualifications  of  their  own  members,  as  pointed  out  in  the  Con- 
stitution ;  and  shall,  on  the  said  last  Wednesday  in  May  annually, 
determine  and  declare  who  are  elected  by  each  district,  to  be  Sen- 
ators by  a  majority  of  votes  :  And  in  case  there  shall  not  appear  to 
be  the  full  number  of  Senators  returned  elected  by  a  majority  of 
votes  for  any  district,  the  deficiency  shall  be  supplied  in  the  follow- 
ing manner,  viz.  The  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
and  such  Senators  as  shall  be  declared  elected,  shall  take  the 
names  of  such  persons  as  shall  be  found  to  have  the  highest  num- 
ber of  votes  in  such  district,  and  not  elected,  amounting  to  twice 
the  number  of  Senators  wanting,  if  there  be  so  many  voted  for ; 
and  out  of  these,  shall  elect  by  ballot  a  number  of  Senators  suffi- 
cient to  fill  up  the  vacancies  in  such  district ;  and  in  this  manner 
all  such  vacancies  shall  be  filled  up  in  every  district  of  the  Com- 
monwealth ;  and  in  like  manner  all  vacancies  in  the  Senate,  arising 
by  death,  removal  out  of  the  State,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied 
as  soon  as  may  be,  after  such  vacancies  shall  happen. 

V.  Provided  nevertheless,  that  no  person  shall  be  capable  of 
being  elected  as  a  Senator,  who  is  not  seized  in  his  own  right  of  a 
freehold  within  this  Commonwealth,  of  the  value  of  three  hundred 
pounds  at  least,  or  possessed  of  personal  estate  to  the  value  of  six 
hundred  pounds  at  least,  or  of  both  to  the  amount  of  the  same  sum, 
and  who  has  not  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  Commonwealth  for  the 
space  of  five  years  immediately  preceeding  his  election,  and  at  the 
time  of  his  election,  he  shall  be  an  inhabitant  in  the  district  for 
which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

VI.  The  Senate  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  themselves,  pro- 
vided such  adjournments  do  not  exceed  two  days  at  a  time. 
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VII.  The  Senate  shall  choose  its  own  President,  appoint  its 
own  officers,  and  determine  its  own  rules  of  proceedings. 

VIII.  The  Senate  shall  be  a  court  with  full  authority  to  hear 
and  determine  all  impeachments  made  by  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, against  any  officer  or  officers  of  the  Commonwealth,  for 
misconduct  and  mal-administration  in  their  offices.  But  previous 
to  the  trial  of  every  impeachment,  the  members  of  the  Senate  shall 
respectively  be  sworn,  truly  and  impartially  to  try  and  determine  the 
charge  in  question,  according  to  evidence.  Their  judgment,  how- 
ever,  shall  not  extend  further  than  to  removal  from  office,  and 
disqualification  to  hold  or  enjoy  any  place  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit, 
under  this  Commonwealth :  But  the  party  so  convicted,  shall  be 
nevertheless,  liable  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment,  and  punishment, 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  land. 

IX.  Not  less  than  gixteen  members  of  the  Senate  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  for  doing  business. 


CHAPTER    I. 
SECTION    III. 

House  of  Representatives. 

Art.  I.  There  shall  be  in  the  Legislature  of  this  Common- 
wealth, a  representation  of  the  people,  annually  elected,  and 
founded  upon  the  principle  of  equality. 

II.  And  in  order  to  provide  for  a  representation  of  the  citizens 
of  this  Commonwealth,  founded  upon  the  principle  of  equality, 
every  corporate  town  containing  one  hundred  and  fifty  rateable 
polls,  may  elect  one  Representative :  every  corporate  town,  con- 
taining three  hundred  and  seventy-five  rateable  polls,  may  elect 
two  Representatives :  every  corporate  town,  containing  six  hundred 
rateable  polls,  may  elect  three  Representatives ;  and  proceeding 
in  that  manner,  making  two  hundred  and  twent}'^-five  rateable  polls 
the  mean  increasing  number  for  every  additional  Representative. 

Provided  nevertheless,  that  each  town  How  incorporated,  not 
having  one  hundred  and  fifty  rateable  polls,  may  elect  one  Repre- 
sentative :  But  no  place  shall  hereafter  be  incorporated  with  the 
privilege  of  electing  a  Representative,  unless  there  are  within  the 
same  one  hundred  and  fifty  rateable  polls. 

And  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  power  from  time 
to  time  to  impose  fines  upon  such  towns  as  shall  neglect  to  choose 
and  return  members  to  the  same,  agreeably  to  this  Constitution.

The  expences  of  travelling  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  return- 
ing home,  once  in  every  session  and  no  more,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
government,  out  of  the  public  treasury,  to  every  member  who  shall 
attend  as  seasonably  as  he  can,  in  the  judgment  of  the  House,  and 
does  not  depart  without  leave. 

III.  Every  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be 
chosen  by  written  votes ;  and  for  one  year  at  least  next  preceeding 
his  election,  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of,  and  have  been  seized 
in  his  own  right  of  a  freehold  of  the  value  of  one  hundred  pounds 
within  the  town  he  shall  be  chosen  to  represent,  or  any  rateable 
estate  to  the  value  of  two  hundred  pounds ;  and  he  shall  cease  to 
represent  the  said  town  immediately  on  his  ceasing  to  be  qualified 
as  aforesaid. 

IV.  Every  male  person,  being  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and 
resident  in  any  particular  town  in  this  Commonwealth  for  the 
space  of  one  year  next  preceeding,  having  a  freehold  estate  within 
the  same  town,  of  the  annual  income  of  three  pounds,  or  any  estate 
of  the  value  of  sixty  pounds,  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  in  the 
choice  of  a  Representative,  or  Representatives  for  the  said  town. 

V.  The  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be 
chosen  annually  in  the  month  of  May^  ten  days  at  least  before  the 
last  Wednesday  of  that  month. 

VI.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  the  Grand  Inquest 
of  this  Commonwealth  ;  and  all  impeachments  made  by  them,  shall 
be  heard  and  tried  by  the  Senate. 

VII.  All  money-bills  shall  originate  in  the  Housfe  of  Represent- 
atives ;  but  the  Senate  may  propose  or  concur  with  amendments, 
as  on  other  bills. 

VIII.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  power  to 
adjourn  themselves ;  provided  such  adjournment  shall  not  exceed 
two  days  at  a  time. 

IX.  Not  less  than  sixty  members  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  doinjg  business. 

X.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  the  judge  of  the 
returns,  elections,  and  qualifications  of  its  own  members  as  pointed 
out  in  the  Constitution ;  shall  chuse  their  own  Speaker ;  appoint 
their  own  oflScers,  and  settle  the  rules  and  orders  of  proceeding  in 
their  own  House :  They  shall  have  authority  to  punish  by  impris- 
onment, every  person,  not  a  member,  who  shall  be  guilty  of  disre- 
spect to  the  House,  by  any  disorderly,  or  contemptuous  behaviour 
in  its  presence ;  or  who,  in  the  town  where  the  General  Court  is 
sitting,  and  during  the  time  of  its  sitting,  shall  threaten  harm  to 
the  body  or  estate  of  any  of  its  members,  for  any  thing  said  or 
done  in  the  House ;  or  who  shall  assault  any  of  them  therefor ;  or 
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who  shall  assault,  or  arrest  any  witness,  or  other  person,  ordered 
to  attend  the  House,  in  his  way  in  going,  or  returning ;  or  who 
shall  rescue  any  person  arrested  by  the  order  of  the  House. 

And  no  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be 
arrested,  or  held  to  bail  on  mean  process,  during  his  going  unto, 
returning  from,  or  his  attending  the  General  Assembly. 

XI.  The  Senate  shall  have  the  same  powers  in  the  like  cases ; 
and  the  Governor  and  Council  shall  have  the  same  authority  to 
punish  in  like  cases.  Provided  that  no  imprisonment  on  the  war- 
rant or  order  of  the  Governor,  Council,  Senate,  or  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, for  either  of  the  above-described  offences  be  for  a  term 
exceeding  thirty  days. 

And  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  may  try,  and 
determine,  all  cases  where  their  rights  and  privileges  are  concerned, 
and  which,  by  the  Constitution,  they  have  authority  to  try  and 
determine,  by  committees  of  their  own  members,  or  in  such  other 
way  as  they  may  respectively  think  best. 


CHAPTER    II. 

Executive  Power. 

SECTION.    I. 

GOVERNOR- 

Art.  I.  There  shall  be  a  supreme  executive  Magistrate,  who 
shall  be  stiled,  THE  GOVERNOR  OF  THE  COMMON- 
WEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS ;  an^  whose  title  shall  be 
—  HIS  EXCELLENCY. 

II.  The  Governor  shall  be  chosen  annually:  And  no  person 
shall  be  eligible  to  this  office,  unless  at  the  time  of  his  election, 
he  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  Commonwealth  for  seven 
years  next  preceeding ;  and  unless  he  shall,  at  the  same  time,  be 
seized  in  his  own  right,  of  a  freehold  within  the  Commonwealth,  of 
the  value  of  one  thousand  pounds ;  and  unless  he  shall  declare 
himself  to  be  of  the  christian  religion. 

III.  Those  persons  who  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  for  Senators 
and  Representatives,  within  the  several  towns  of  this  Common- 
wealth, shall,  at  a  meeting  to  be  called  for  that  purpose,  on  the 
first  Monday  of  April  annually,  give  in  their  votes  for  a  Governor, 
to  the  Selectmen,  who  shall  preside  at  such  meetings ;  and  the 
Town-Clerk,  in  the  presence  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  Select- 
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men,  shall,  in  open  town-meeting,  sort  and  count  the  votes,  and 
form  a  list  of  the  persons  voted  for,  with  the  number  of  votes  for 
each  person  against  his  name ;  and  shall  make  a  fair  record  of  the 
same  in  the  town  books,  and  a  public  declaration  thereof  in  the 
said  meeting  ;  and  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  inhabitants,  seal  up 
copies  of  the  said  list,  attested  by  him  and  the  Selectmen,  and 
transmit  th^  same  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  county,  thirty  days  at  least 
before  the  last  Wednesday  in  May;  and  the  Sheriff  shall  transmit 
the  same  to  the  Secretary's  office,  seventeen  days  at  least  before 
the  said  last  Wednesday  in  May;  or  the  Selectmen  may  cause 
returns  of  the  same  to  be  made  to  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth,  seventeen  days  at  least 'before  the  said  day  ;  and 
the  Secretary  shall  lay  the  same  before  the  Senate  and  the  House 
of  Representatives,  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  May,  to  be  by  them 
examined :  And  in  case  of  an  election  by  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  returned,  the  choice  shall  be  by  them  declared  and  pub- 
lished :  But  if  no  person  shall  have  a  majority  of  votes,  the  House 
of  Representatives  shall,  by  ballot,  elect  two  out  of  four  persons 
who  had  the  highest  numbers  of  votes,  if  so  many  shall  have  been 
voted  for ;  but,  if  otherwise,  out  of  the  number  voted  for ;  and 
make  return  to  the  Senate  of  the  two  persons  so  elected ;  on  which, 
the  Senate  shall  proceed,  by  ballot,  to  elect  one,  who  shall  be 
declared  Governor. 

IV.  The  Governor  shall  have  authority,  from  time  to  time,  at 
his  discretion,  to  assemble  and  call  together  the  Counsellors  of 
this  Commonwealth  for  the  time  being ;  and  the  Governor,  with 
the  said  Counsellors,  or  five  of  them  at  least,  shall,  and  may,  from 
time  to  time,  hold  and  keep  a  Council,  for  the  ordering  and  direct- 
ing the  affairs  of  the  Commonwealth,  agreeably  to  the  Constitution 
and  the  laws  of  the  land. 

V.  The  Governor,  with  advice  of  Council,  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority,  during  the  session  of  the  General  Court,  to 
adjourn  or  prorogue  the  same  to  any  time  the  two  Houses  shall 
desire ;  and  to  dissolve  the  same  on  the  day  next  preceeding  the 
last  Wednesday  in  May;  and,  in  the  recess  of  the  said  Court,  to 
prorogue  the  same  from  time  to  time,  not  exceeding  ninety  days  in 
any  one  recess ;  and  to  call  it  together  sooner  than  the  time  to 
which  it  may  be  adjourned  or  prorogued,  if  the  welfare  of  the 
Commonwealth  shall  require  the  same :  And  in  case  of  any  infec- 
tious distemper  prevailing  in  the  place  where  ,the  said  Court  is 
next  at  any  time  to  convene,  or  any  other  cause  happening  where- 
by danger  may  arise  to  the  health  or  lives  of  the  members  from 
their  attendance,  he  may  direct  the  session  to  be  held  at  some  other 
the  most  convenient  place  within  the  State. 
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And  the  Governor  shall  dissolve  the  said  General  Court  on  the 
day  next  preceeding  the  last  Wednesday  in  May. 

VI.  In  cases  of  disagreement  between  the  two  Houses,  with 
regard  to  the  necessity,  expediency  or  time  of  adjournment,  or 
prorogation,  the  Governor,  with  advice  of  the  Council,  shall  have 
a  right  to  adjourn  or  prorogue  the  General  Court,  not  exceeding 
ninety  days,  as  he  shall  determine  the  public  good  shall  require. 

VII.  The  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth  for  the  time  being, 
shall  be  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  army  and  navy,  and  of  all 
the  military  forces  of  the  State,  by  sea  and  land ;  and  shall  have 
full  power  by  himself,  or  by  any  commander,  or  other  officer  or 
officers,  from  time  to  time,' to  train,  instruct,  exercise  and  govern 
the  militia  and  navy ;  and  for  the  special  defence  and  safety  of 
the  Commonwealth,  to  assemble  in  martial  array,  and  put  in  war- 
like posture,  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  to  lead  and  conduct  them, 
and  with  them,  to  encounter,  repel,  resist,  expel  and  pursue,  by 
force  of  arms,  as  well  by  sea  as  by  land,  within  or  without  the 
limits  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  also  to  kill,  slay  and  destroy,  if 
necessary,  and  conquer  by  all  fitting  ways,  enterprizes  and  means 
whatsoever,  all  and  every  such  person  and  persons  as  shall,  at 
any  time  hereafter,  in  a  hostile  manner,  attempt  or  enterprize 
the  destruction,  invasion,  detriment,  or  annoyance  of  this  Com- 
monwealth ;  and  to  use  and  exercise,  over  the  army  and  navy, 
and  over  the  militia  in  actual  service,  the  law-martial,  in  time 
of  war  or  invasion,  and  also  in  time  of  rebellion,  declared  by 
the  legislature  to  exist,  as  occasion  shall  necessarily  require ; 
and  to  .take  and  surprize  by  all  ways  and  means  whatsoever, 
all  and  every  such  person  or  persons,  with  their  ships,  arms, 
ammunition  and  other  goods,  as  shall,  in  a  hostile  manner, 
invade  or  attempt  the  invading,  conquering,  or  annoying  this 
Commonwealth ;  and  that  the  Governor  be  intrusted  with  all 
these  and  other  powers,  incident  to  the  offices  of  Captain-General 
and  Commander  in  Chief,  and  Admiral,  to  be  exercised  agreeably 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Constitution,  and  the  laws  of 
the  land,  and  not  otherwise. 

Provided,  that  the  said  Governor  shall  not,  at  any  time  here- 
after, by  virtue  of  any  power  by  this  Constitution  granted,  or  here- 
after to  be  granted  to  him  by  the  legislature,  transport  any  of  the 
inhabitants  of  this  Commonwealth,  of  oblige  them  to  march  out  of 
the  limits  of  the  sa^ie,  without  their  free  and  voluntary  consent,  or 
the  consent  of  the  General  Court ;  except  so  far  as  ma}'-  be  neces- 
sary to  march  or  transport  them  by  land  or  water  for  the  defence 
of  such  part  of  the  State,  to  which  they  cannot  otherwise  conven- 
iently have  access. 
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VIII.  The  power  of  pardoning  offences,  except  such  as  persons 
may  be  convicted  of  before  the  Senate  by  an  impeachment  of  the 
House,  shall  be  in  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Coun- 
cil :  But  no  charter  of  pardon,  granted  by  the  Governor,  with 
advice  of  the  Council,  before  conviction,  shall  avail  the  party 
pleadmg  the  same,  notwithstanding  any  general  or  particular 
expressions  contained  therein,  descriptive  of  the  offence  or  offences 
intended  to  be  pardoned. 

IX.  All  judicial  officers,  the  Attorney-General,  the  Solicitor- 
General,  all  Sheriffs,  Coroners,  and  Registers  of  Probate,  shall  be 
nominated  and  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and'~cbnsent  of  the  Council ;  and  every  such  nomination  shall  be 
made  by  the  Governor,  and  made  at  least  seven  days  prior  to  such 
appointment. 

X.  The  Captains  and  Subalterns  of  the  militia,  shall  be  elected 
by  the  written  votes  of  the  train-band  and  alarm-list  of  their 
respective  companies,  of  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  upwards : 
The  Field-Officers  of  regiments  shall  be  elected  by  the  written 
votes  of  the  Captains  and  Subalterns  of  their  respective  regiments  : 
The  Brigadiers  shall  be  elected  in  like  manner,  by  the  Field-Officers 
of  their  respective  brigades :  And  such  officers,  so  elected,  shall  be 
commissioned  by  the  Governor,  who  shall  determine  their  rank. 

The  legislature  shall,  by  standing  laws,  direct  the  time  and 
manner  of  convening  the  electors,  and  of  collecting  votes,  and  of 
certifying  to  the  Governor  the  officers  elected. 

The  Major-Generals  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives,  each  having  a  negative  upon  the  other ;  and 
be  commissioned  by  the  Governor. 

And  if  the  electors  of  Brigadiers,  Field-Officers,  Captains  or 
Subalterns,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  such  elections,  after 
being  duly  notified,  according  to  the  laws  for  the  time  being, 
then  the  Governor,  with  advice  of  Council,  shall  appoint  suitable 
persons  to  fill  such  offices. 

And  no  officer  duly  commissioned  to  command  in  the  militia, 
shall  be  removed  from  his  office,  but  by  the  address  of  both  Houses 
to  the  Governor,  or  by  fair  trial  in  court-martial,  pursuant  to  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the  time  being. 

The  commanding  officers  of  regiments  shall  appoint  their  Adju- 
tants and  Quarter-Masters  ;  the  Brigadiers  their  Brigade  Majors  ; 
and  the  Major-Generals  their  Aids;  and  the  Governor  shall  ap- 
point the  Adjutant-General. 

The  Governor  with  advice  of  Council,  shall  appoint  all  officers 
of  the  continental  army,  whom'  by  the  confederation  of  the  United 
States  it  is  provided  that  this  Commonwealth  shall  appoint, — as 
also  all  officers  of  forts  and  garrisons. 
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The  divisions  of  the  militia  into  brigades,  regiments  and  com- 
panies, made  in  pursuance  of  the  militia  laws  now  in  force,  shall 
be  considered  as  the  proper  divisions  of  the  militia  of  this  Common- 
wealth, until  the  same  shall  be  altered  in  pursuance  of  some  future 
law. 

XI.  No  monies  shall  be  issued  out  of  the  treasury  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  disposed  of  (except  such  sums  as  may  be  appro- 
priated for  the  redemption  of  bills  of  credit  or  Treasurer's  notes,  or 
for  the  payment  of  interest  arising  thereon)  but  by  warrant  under 
the  hand  of  the  Governor  for  the  time  being,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Council,  for  the  necessary  defence  and  support  of 
the  Commonwealth ;  and  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of 
the  inhabitants  thereof,  agreeably  to  the  acts  and  resolves  of  the 
General  Court. 

XII.  All  public  boards,  the  Commissary-General,  all  superin- 
tending officers  of  public  magazines  and  stores,  belonging  to  this 
Commonwealth,  and  all  commanding  officers  of  forts  and  garrisons 
within  the  same,  shall  once  in  every  three  months,  officially,  and 
without  requisition,  and  at  other  times,  when  required  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, deliver  to  him  an  account  of  all  goods,  stores,  provisions, 
ammunition,  cannon  with  their  appendages,  and  small  arms  with 
their  accoutrements,  and  of  all  other  public  property  whatever 
under  their  care  respectively ;  distinguishing  the  quantity,  number, 
quality  and  kind  of  each,  as  particularly  as  may  be ;  together  with 
the  condition  of  such  forts  and  garrisons :  And  the  said  command- 
ing officer  shall  exhibit  to  the  Governor,  when  required  by  him, 
true  and  exact  plans  of  such  forts,  and  of  the  land  and  sea,  or 
harbour  or  harbours  adjacent. 

And  the  said  boards,  and  all  public  officers,  shall  communicate 
to  the  Governor,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  receiving  the  same,  all 
letters,  dispatches,  and  intelligences  of  a  public  nature,  which 
shall  be  directed  to  them  respectively. 

XIII.  As  the  public  good  requires  that  the  Governor  should 
not  be  under  the  undue  mfluence  of  any  of  the  members  of  the 
General  Court,  by  a  dependence  on  them  for  his  support — that  he 
should  in  all  cases,  act  with  freedom  for  the  benefit  of  the  public — 
that  he  should  not  have  his  attention  necessarily  diverted  from  that 
object  to  his  private  concerns — and  that  he  should  maintain  the 
dignity  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  character  of  its  chief  magis- 
trate— it  is  necessary  that  he  should  have  an  honorable  stated 
salary,  of  a  fixed  and  permanent  value,  amply  sufficient  for  those 
purposes,  and  established  by  standing  laws  :  And  it  shall  be  among 
the  first  acts  of  the  General  Court,  after  the  commencement  of  this 
Constitution,  to  establish  such  salary  by  law  accordingly. 
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Permanent  and  honorable  salaries  shall  also  be  established  by 
law  for  the  Justices  of  the  supreme  judicial  court. 

And  if  it  shall  be  found  tfiat  any  of  the  salaries  aforesaid,  so 
established,  are  insufficient,  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be 
enlarged  as  the  General  Court  shall  judge  proper. 


CHAPTER    II. 

SECTION    II. 

Lieutenant-Governor. 

Art.  I.  There  shall  be  annually  elected  a  Lieutenant-Governor 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts ^  whose  title  shall  be  — 
HIS  HONOR — and  who  shall  be  qualified,  in  point  of  religion, 
property,  and  residence  in  the  Commonwealth,  in  the  same  manner 
with  the  Governor :  And  the  day  and  manner  of  his  election,  and 
the  qualifications  of  the  electors  shall  be  the  same  as  are  required 
in  the  election  of  a  Governor.  The  return  of  the  votes  for  this  offi- 
cer, and  the  declaration  of  his  election,  shall  be  in  the  same  man- 
ner :  And  if  no  one  person  shall  be  found  to  have  a  majority  of  all 
the  votes  returned,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Governor  is 
to  be  elected,  in  case  no  one  person  shall  have  a  majority  of  the 
votes  of  the  people  to  be  Governor. 

II.  The  Governor,  and  in  his  absence  the  Lieutenant-Governor, 
shall  be  President  of  the  Council,  but  shall  have  no  vote  in  Coun- 
cil :  And  the  Lieutenant-Governor  shall  always  be  a  member  of  the 
Council,  except  when  the  chair  of  the  Governor  shall  be  vacant. 

III.  Whenever  the  chair  of  the  Governor  shall  be  vacant,  by  rea- 
son of  his  death,  or  absence  from  the  Commonwealth,  or  otherwise, 
the  Lieutenant-Governor,  for  the  time  being,  shall,  during  such 
vacancy,  perform  all  the  duties  incumbent  upon  the  Governor,  and 
shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  and  authorities  which  by  this 
Constitution  the  Governor  is  vested  with,  when  personally  present. 


CHAPTER    II. 

SECTION    III. 

Council,  and  the  Manner  of  settiing  Elections  by  the  Legislature. 

Art.  I.  There  shall  be  a  Council  for  advising  the  Governor  in 
the  executive  part  of  government,  to  consist  of  nine  persons  besides 
the  Lieutenant-Governor,  whom  the  Governor  for  the  time  being, 
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shall  have  full  power  and  authority  from  time  to  time,  at  his  dis- 
cretion, to  assemble  and  call  together.  And  the  Governor,  with 
the  said  Counsellors,  or  five  of  them  at  least,  shall  and  may,  from 
time  to  time,  hold  and  keep  a  Council,  for  the  ordering  and  direct- 
ing the  affairs  of  the  Commonwealth,  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
land. 

II.  Nine  Counsellors  shall  be  annually  chosen  from  among  the 
persons  returned  for  Counsellors  and  Senators,  on  the  last  Wednes- 
day'' in  May^  by  the  joint  ballot  of  the  Senators  and  Representa- 
tives assembled  in  one  room  :  And  in  case  there  shall  not  be  found 
upon  the  first  choice,  the  whole  number  of  nine  persons  who  will 
accept  a  seat  in  the  Council,  the  deficiency  shall  be  made  up  by 
the  electors  aforesaid  from  among  the  people  at  large ;  and  the 
number  of  Senators  left  shall  constitute  the  Senate  for  the  year. 
The  seats  of  the  persons  thus  elected  from  the  Senate,  and  accept- 
ing the  trust,  shall  be  vacated  in  the  Senate. 

III.  The  Counsellors,  in  the  civil  arrangements  of  the  Common- 
wealth, shall  have  rank  next  after  the  Lieutenant-Governor. 

IV.  Not  more  than  two  Counsellors  shall  be  chosen  out  of  any 
one  district  of  this  Commonwealth. 

V.  The  resolutions  and  advice  of  the  Council  shall  be  recorded 
in  a  register,  and  signed  by  the  members  present ;  and  this  record 
may  be  called  for  at  any  time  by  either  House  of  the  Legislature ; 
and  any  member  of  the  Council  may  insert  his  opinion  contrary  to 
the  resolution  of  the  majority. 

VI.  Whenever  the  office  of  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor shall  be  vacant,  by  reason  of  death,  absence,  or  otherwise, 
then  the  Council,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall,  during  such 
vacancy,  have  full  power  and  authority,  to  do,  and  execute,  all 
and  every  such  acts,  matters  and  things,  as  the  Governor  or 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  might  or  could,  by  virtue  of  this  Consti- 
tution, do  or  execute,  if  they,  or  either  of  them,  were  personally 
present. 

VII.  And  whereas  the  elections  appointed  to  be  made  by  this 
Constitution,  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  May  annually,  by  the  two 
Houses  of  the  Legislature,  may  not  be  compleated  on  that  day,  the 
said  elections  may  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day  until  the  same 
shall  be  compleated.  And  the  order  of  elections  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows :  The  vacancies  in  the  Senate,  if  any,  shall  first  be  filled 
up  ;  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor  shall  then  be  elected, 
pro\'ided  there  should  be  no  choice  of  them  by  the  people  :  And 
afterwards  the  two  Houses  shall  proceed  to  the  election  of  the 
Council. 
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CHAPTER    II. 
SECTION    IV. 

Secretary,   Treasurer,   Commissary,   &c. 

Art.  I.  The  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Receiver-General,  and  the 
Commissary-General,  Notaries-Public,  and  Naval-Officers,  shall  be 
chosen  annually,  by  joint  ballot  of  the  Senators  and  Representa- 
tives in  one  room.  And  that  the  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth 
may  be  assured,  from  time  to  time,  that  the  monies  remaining  in 
the  public  treasurer,  upon  the  settlement  and  liquidation  of  the 
public  accounts,  are  their  property,  no  man  shall  be  eligible  as 
Treasurer  and  Receiver-General  more  than  five  years  successively. 

II.  The  records  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  be  kept  in  the 
ofllice  of  the  Secretary,  who  may  appoint  his  Deputies,  for  whose 
conduct  he  shall  be  accountable,  and  he  shall  attend  the  Governor 
and  Council,  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  person, 
or  by  his  Deputies,  as  they  shall  respectively  require. 


CHAPTER    III. 

Judiciary   Power. 

Art.  I.  The  tenure,  that  all  commission  officers  shall  by  law 
have  in  their  offices,  shall  be  expressed  in  their  respective  commis- 
sions. All  judicial  officers,  duly  appointed,  commissioned  and 
sworn,  shall  hold  their  offices  during  good  behavior,  excepting 
such  concerning  whom  there  is  different  provision  made  in  this 
Constitution :  Provided  nevertheless,  the  Governor,  with  consent 
of  the  Council,  may  remove  them  upon  the  address  of  both  Houses 
of  the  Legislature. 

II.  Each  branch  of  the  Legislature,  as  well  as  the  Governor 
and  Council,  shall  haye  authority  to  require  the  opinions  of  the 
Justices  of  the  supreme  judicial  court,  upon  important  questions  of 
law,  and  upon  solemn  occasions. 

III.  In  order  that  the  people  may  not  suffer  from  the  long 
continuance  in  place  of  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  who  shall  fail 
of  discharging  the  important  duties  of  his  office  with  ability  or 
fidelity,  all  commissions  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  shall  expire  and 
become  void,  in  the  term  of  seven  years  from  their  respective 
dates ;  and  upon  the  expiration  of  any  commission,  the  same  may, 
if  necessary,  be  renewed,  or  another  person  appointed,  as  shall 
most  conduce  to  the  well-being  of  the  Commonwealth. 
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IV.  The  Judges  of  Probate  of  Wills,  and  for  granting  letters  of 
administration,  shall  hold  their  courts  at  such  place  or  places,  on 
fixed  days,  as  the  convenience  of  the  people  shall  require.  And 
the  Legislature  shall,  from  time  to  time,  hereafter  appoint  such 
times  and  places ;  until  which  appointments,  the  said  courts  shall 
be  holden  at  the  times  and  places  which  the  respective  Judges 
shall  direct. 

V.  All  causes  of  marriage,  divorce  and  alimony,  and  all 
appeals  from  the  Judges  of  Probate,  shall  be  heard  and  determined 
by  the  Governor  and  Council  until  the  Legislature  shall,  by  law, 
make  other  provision. 


CHAPTER.  IV. 

Delegates  to   Congress. 

The  Delegates  of  this  Commonwealth  to  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  shall,  sometime  in  the  month  of  yune  annually,  be 
elected  by  the  joint  ballot  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives, assembled  together  in  one  room ;  to  serve  in  Congress  for 
one  year,  to  commence  on  the  first  Monday  in  November  then 
next  ensuing.  They  shall  have  commissions  under  the  hand  of 
the  Governor,  and  the  great  seal  of  the  Commonwealth ;  but  may 
be  recalled  at  any  time  within  the  year,  and  others  chosen  and 
commissioned,  in  the  same  manner,  in  their  stead. 


CHAPTER    V. 

The   University   at    Cambridge^  and   Encouragement  of  Litera- 
ture,  &c. 

SECTION.  I. 

The   University. 

Art.  I.  Whereas  our  wise  and  pious  ancestors,  so  early  as  the 
year  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-six,  laid  the  foundation 
of  Harvard-College,  in  which  university  many  persons  of  great 
eminence  have,  by  the  blessing  of  GOD,  been  initiated  in  those 
arts  and  sciences,  which  qualified  them  for  public  employments 
both  in  Church  and  State :  And  whereas  the  encouragement  of 
arts  and  sciences,  and  all  good  literature,  tends  to  the  honor  of 
GOD,  the  advantage  of  the  christian  religion,  and  the  great  bene- 
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fit  of  this  and  the  other  United  States  o{  America — It  is  declared, 
That  the  PRESIDENT  and  FELLOWS  of  HARVARD-COL- 
LEGE, in  their  corporate  capacity,  and  their  successors  in  that 
capacity,  their  officers  and  servants,  shall  have,  hold,  use,  exer- 
cise and  enjoy,  all  the  powers,  authorities,  rights,  liberties,  privi- 
leges, immunides  and  franchises,  which  they  now  have,  or  are 
intitled  to  have,  hold,  use,  exercise  and  enjoy :  And  the  same  are 
hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  unto  them,  the  said  President  and 
Fellows  of  Harvard-College,  and  to  their  successors,  and  to  their 
officers  and  servants,  respectively,  forever. 

II.  And  whereas  there  have  been  at  sundry  times,  by  divers 
persons,  gifts,  grants,  devises  of  houses,  lands,  tenements,  goods, 
chatties,  legacies  and  conveyances,  heretofore  made,  either  to 
Harvard-College  in  Cambridge^  in  New-England^  or  to  the  Presi- 
dent and  Fellows  of  Harvard-College,  or  to  the  said  College,  by 
some  other  discription,  under  several  charters  successively  :  IT  lo 
DECLARED,  That  all  the  said  gifts,  grants,  devises,  legacies 
and  conveyances,  are  hereby  forever  confirmed  unto  the  President 
and  Fellows  of  Harvard-College,  and  to  their  successors,  in  the 
capacity  aforesaid,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the 
donor  or  donors,  grantor  or  grantors,  devisor  or  devisors. 

III.  And  whereas  by  an  act  of  the  General  Court  of  the  Colony 
oi  Massachusetts-Bay^  passed  in  the  year  one  thousand  six  hundred 
and  forty-two,  the  Governor  and  Deputy-Governor,  for  the  time 
being,  and  all  the  magistrates  of  that  jurisdiction,  were,  with  the 
President,  and  a  number  of  the  clergy  in  the  said  act  described, 
constituted  the  Overseers  of  Harvard-College  :  And  it  being  neces- 
sary, in  this  new  Constitution  of  Government,  to  ascertain  who 
shall  be  deemed  successors  to  the  said  Governor,  Deputy-Gov- 
ernor and  Magistrates  :  IT  IS  DECLARED,  That  the  Governor, 
Lieutenant-Governor,  Council  and  Senate  of  this  Commonwealth, 
are,  and  shall  be  deemed,  their  successors ;  who,  with  the  Presi- 
dent of  Harvard-College,  for  the  time  being,  together  with  the 
Ministers  of  the  congregational  churches  in  the  towns  of  Cam- 
bridge^ Water  town  ^  Charlestown^  Boston^  Roxbury^  and  Dor- 
chester^ mentioned  in  the  said  act,  shall  be,  and  hereby  are,  vested 
with  all  the  powers  and  authority  belonging,  or  in  any  way  ap- 
pertaining to  the  Overseers  of  Harvard-College ;  provided,  thgt 
nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  Legislature  of  this 
Commonwealth  from  making  such  alterations  in  the  government 
of  the  said  University,  as  shall  be  conducive  to  its  advantage,  and 
the  interest  of  the  republic  of  letters,  in  as  full  a  manner  as  might 
have  been  done  by  the  Legislature  of  the  late  Province  of  Massa- 
chusettS'Bay. 
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CHAPTER    V. 
SECTION    II. 

The  Encouragement  of  Literature,  &c. 

Wisdom,  and  knowledge,  as  well  as  virtue,  diffused  generally 
among  the  body  of  the  people,  being  necessary  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  their  rights  and  liberties ;  and  as  these  depend  on  spreading 
the  opportunities  and  advantages  of  education  in  the  various  parts 
of  the  country,  and  among  the  different  orders  of  the  people,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  Legislatures  and  Magistrates,  in  all  future 
periods  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  cherish  the  interests  of  litera- 
ture and  the  sciences,  and  all  seminaries  of  them ;  especially  the 
University  at  Cambridge^  public  schools,  and  grammar  schools  in 
the  towns ;  to  encourage  private  societies  and  public  institutions, 
rewards  and  immunities,  for  the  promotion  of  agriculture,  arts, 
sciences,  commerce,  trades,  manufactures,  and  a  natural  history 
of  the  country ;  to  countenance  and  inculcate  the  principles  of 
humanity  and  general  benevolence,  public  and  private  charity, 
industry  and  frugality,  honesty  and  punctuality  in  their  dealings ; 
sincerity,  good-humour,  and  all  social  affections,  and  generous 
sentiments  among  the  people. 


CHAPTER.  VI. 

Oaths  and  Subscriptions ;  Incompatibility  of  and  Exclusion  from 
Offices  ;  Pecuniary  Qualifications ;  Commissions  ;  Writs ;  Con- 
firmation of  Laws ;  Habeas  Corpus ;  The  Enacting  Stile ;  Con- 
tinuance of  Officers ;  Provision  for  a  future  Revisal  of  the 
Constitution,  &c. 

Art.  I.  Any  person  chosen  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor, 
Counsellor,  Senator,  or  Representative,  and  accepting  the  trust, 
shall,  before  he  proceed  to  execute  the  duties  of  his  place  or  office, 

make  and  subscribe  the  following  declaration,  viz. 

^  I,  A.  B.  do  declare,  that  I  believe  the  christian  religion,  and 
have  a  firm  persuasion  of  its  truth ;  and  that  I  am  seized  and  pos- 
sessed, in  my  own  right,  of  the  property  required  by  the  Constitu- 
tion as  one  qualification  for  the  office  or  place  to  which  I  am 
elected. 

And  the  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor  and  Counsellors,  shall 
make  and  subscribe  the  said  declaration,  in  the  presence  of  the  two 
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Houses  of  Assembly ;  and  the  Senators  and  Representatives  first 
elected  under  this  Constitution,  before  the  President  and  five  of  the 
Council  of  the  former  Constitution,  and  forever  afterwards  before 
the  Governor  and  Council  for  the  time  being. 

And  every  person  chosen  to  either  of  the  places  or  offices  afore- 
said, as  also  any  person  appointed  or  commissioned  to  any  judicial, 
executive,  military,  or  other  office  under  the  government,  shall, 
before  he  enters  on  the  discharge  of  the  business  of  his  place  or 
office,  take  and  subscribe  the  following  declaration,  and  oaths  or 
affirmations,  viz. 

'*  I,  A.  B.  do  truly  and  sincerely  acknowledge,  profess,  testify 
and  declare,  that  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is,  and  of 
right  ought  to  be,  a  free,  sovereign  and  independent  State  ;  and  I 
do  swear,  that  I  will  bear  true  faith  and  allegiance  to  the  said 
Commonwealth,  and  that  I  will  defend  the  same  against  traiterous 
conspiracies  and  all  hostile  attempts  whatsoever :  And  that  I  do 
renounce  and  abjure  all  allegiance,  subjection  and  obedience  to  the 
King,  Oueen,  or  Government  of  Great-Britain^  (as  the  case  may 
be)  and  every  other  foreign  power  whatsoever :  And  that  no  for- 
eign Prince,  Person,  Prelate,  State  or  Potentate,  hath,  or  ought  to 
have,  any  jurisdiction,  superiority,  pre-eminence,  authority,  dis- 
pensing or  other  power,  in  any  matter,  civil,  ecclesiastical  or  spir- 
itual, within  this  Commonwealth  ;  except  the  authority  and  power 
which  is  or  may  be  vested  by  their  constituents  in  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States :  And  I  do  further  testify  and  declare,  that  no 
man  or  body  of  men,  hath  or  can  have  any  right  to  absolve  or 
discharge  me  from  the  obligation  of  this  oath,  declaration  or  affir- 
mation; and  that  I  do  make  this  acknowledgement,  profession, 
testimony,  declaration,  denial,  renunciation  and  abjuration,  heartily 
and  truly,  according  to  the  common  meaning  and  acceptation  of 
the  foregoing  words,  without  any  equivocation,  mental  evasion,  or 
'secret  reservation  whatsoever.     So  help  you  GOD." 

"  I,  A.  B.  do  solemnly  swear  and  affirm,  that  I  will  faithfully 
and  impartially  discharge  and  perform  all  the  duties  incumbent  on 
me  as  according  to  the  best  of  my  abilities  and  understand- 

ing, agreeably  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Constitution,  and 
the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth.     So  help  me  GOD." 

Provided  always,  that  when  any  person  chosen  or  appointed 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  of  the  denomination  of  the  people  called 
Quakers,  and  shall  decline  taking  the  said  oaths,  he  shall  make 
his  affirmation  in  the  foregoing  form,  and  subscribe  the  same,  omit- 
ting the  words  **/  do  swear ^'  ^^  and  abjure^^  ^^  oath  or^^^  *^  and 
abjuration 9*^  in  the  first  oath ;  and  in  the  second  oath,  the  words 
*^ swear  and;^^    and  in  each  of  them  the  words  ^^  So    help  me 
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GOD;"  subjoining  instead  thereof,  '*  This  I  do  under  the  fains 
and  'penalties  of  perjury,'^ 

And  the  said  oaths  or  affirmations  shall  be  taken  and  subscribed 
by  the  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  Counsellors,  before 
the  President  of  the  Senate,  in  the  presence  of  the  two  Houses  of 
Assembly ;  and  by  the  Senators  and  Representatives  first  elected 
under  this  Constitution,  before  the  President  and  five  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  former  Constitution ;  and  forever  afterwards  before  the 
Governor  and  Council  for  the  time  being  ;  And  by  the  residue  of 
the  oflScers  aforesaid,  before  such  persons  and  in  such  manner  aa 
from  time  to  time  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Legislature. 

II.  No  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  or  Judge  of  the  su- 
preme judicial  court,  shall  hold  any  other  office  or  place,  under  the 
authority  of  this  Commonwealth,  except  such  as  by  this  Constitu- 
tion they  are  admitted  to  hold,  saving  that  the  Judges  of  the  said 
court  may  hold  the  offices  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  through  the 
State  ;  nor  shall  they  hold  any  other  place  or  office,  or  receive  any 
pension  or  salary  from  any  other  State  or  Government  or  Power 
whatever. 

No  person  shall  be  capable  of  holding  or  exercising  at  the  same 
time,  within  this  State,  more  than  one  of  the  following  offices  viz. 
— Judge  of  Probate  —  Sheriff —  Register  of  Probate  —  or  Register 
of  Deeds  —  and  never  more  than  any  two  offices  which  are  to  be 
held  by  appointment  of  the  Governor,  or  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil, or  the  Senate,  or  the  House  of  Representatives,  or  by  the  elec- 
tion of  the  people  of  the  State  at  large,  or  of  the  people  of  any 
county,  military  offices  and  the  offices  of  Justices  of  the  Peace 
excepted,  shall  be  held  by  one  person. 

No  person  holding  the  office  of  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court — Secretary — Attorney-General — Solicitor-General — Treas- 
urer or  Receiver-General — Judge  of  Probate — Commissary-Gen- 
eral—  President,  Professor,  or  Instructor  of  Harvard-College  — 
Sheriff —  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  —  Register  of  Pro- 
bate —  Register  of  Deeds  —  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  — 
Clerk  of  the  Inferior  Court  of  Common  Pleas  —  or  Officer  of  the 
Customs,  including  in  this  discription  Naval-Officers  —  shall  at  the 
same  time  have  a  seat  in  the  Senate  or  House  of  Representatives  ; 
but  their  being  chosen  or  appointed  to,  and  accepting  the  same, 
shall  operate  as  a  resignation  of  their  seat  in  the  Senate  or  House 
of  Representatives ;  and  the  place  so  vacated  shall  be  filled  up. 

And  the  same  rule  shall  take  place  in  case  any  Judge  of  the  said 
Supreme  Judicial  Court,  or  Judge  of  Probate,  shall  accept  a  seat  in 
Council ;  or  any  Counsellor  shall  accept  of  either  of  those  offices 
or  places. 
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And  no  person  shall  ever  be  admitted  to  hold  a  seat  in  the  Legis- 
lature, or  any  office  of  trust  or  importance  under  the  government 
of  this  Commonwealth,  who  shall,  in  the  due  course  of  law,  have 
been  convicted  of  bribery  or  corruption  in  obtaining  an  election  or 
appointment. 

in.  In  all  cases  where  sums  of  money  are  mentioned  in  this 
Constitution,  the  value  thereof  shall  be  computed  in  silver  at  six 
shillings  and  eight  -pence  per  ounce  :  And  it  shall  be  in  the  power 
of  the  Legislature  from  time  to  time  to  increase  such  qualifications, 
as  to  property,  of  the  persons  to  be  elected  to  offices,  as  the  circum- 
stances of  the  Commonwealth  shall  require. 

IV.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
oi  Massachusetts y  signed  by  the  Governor,  and  attested  by  the  Sec- 
retary or  his  Deputy,  and  have  the  great  seal  of  the  Commonwealth 
affixed  thereto. 

V.  All  writs  issuing  out  of  the  Clerk's  office  in  any  of  the 
courts  of  law,  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts:  They  shall  be  under  the  seal  of  the  court  from 
whence  they  issue :  They  shall  bear  test  of  the  first  Justice  of  the 
court  to  which  they  shall  be  returnable,  who  is  not  a  party,  and  be 
signed  by  the  Clerk  of  such  court. 

VI.  All  the  laws  which  have  heretofore  been  adopted,  used  and 
approved,  in  the  Province,  Colony  or  State  of  Massachusetts-Bay^ 
and  usually  practiced  on  in  the  courts  of  law,  shall  still  remain  and 
be  in  full  force,  until  altered  or  repealed  by  the  Legislature ;  such 
parts  only  excepted  as  are  repugnant  to  the  rights  and  liberties  con- 
tained in  this  Constitution. 

VII.  The  privilege  and  benefit  of  the  writ  of  habeas-corpus 
shall  be  enjoyed  in  this  Commonwealth  in  the  most  free,  easy, 
cheap,  expeditious  and  ample  manner ;  and  shall  not  be  suspended 
by  the  Legislature,  except  upon  the  most  urgent  and  pressing 
occasions,  and  for  a  limited  time  not  exceeding  twelve  months. 

VIII.  The  enacting  stile,  in  making  and  passing  all  acts,  stat- 
utes and  laws,  shall  be  —  **  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same." 

IX.  To  the  end  there  may  be  no  failure  of  justice  or  danger 
arise  to  the  Commonwealth  from  a  change  of  the  Form  of  Govern- 
ment—  all  officers,  civil  and  military,  holding  commissions  under 
the  government  and  people  of  Massachusetts-Bay ^  in  New^Eng- 
land^  and  all  other  officers  of  the  said  government  and  people,  at 
the  time  this  Constitution  shall  take  effect,  shall  have,  hold,  use, 
exercise  and  enjoy,  all  the  powers  and  authority  to  them  granted 
or  committed,  until  other  persons  shall  be  appointed  in  their  stead : 
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And  all  courts  of  law  shall  proceed  in  the  execution  of  the  busi- 
ness of  their  respective  departments;  and  all  the  executive  and 
legislative  officers,  bodies  and  powers  shall  continue  in  full  force, 
in  the  enjoyment  and  exercise  of  all  their  trusts,  employments  and 
authority ;  until  the  General  Court  and  the  supreme  and  executive 
officers  under  this  Constitution  are  designated  and  invested  with 
their  respective  trusts,  powers  and  authority. 

X.  In  order  the  more  effectually  to  adhere  to  the  principles  of 
the  Constitution,  and  to  correct  those  violations  which  by  any 
means  may  be  made  therein,  as  well  as  to  form  such  alterations  as 
from  experience  shall  be  found  necessary  —  the  General  Court 
which  shall  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  ninety-five,  shall  issue  precepts  to  the  Selectmen  of  the  several 
towns,  and  to  the  Assessors  of  the  unincorporated  plantations,  direct- 
ing them  to  convene  the  qualified  voters  of  their  respective  towns 
and  plantations  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  their  sentiments  on  the 
necessity  or  expediency  of  revising  the  Constitution,  in  order  to 
amendments. 

And  if  it  shall  appear  by  the  returns  made,  that  two-thirds  of  the 
qualified  voters  throughout  the  State,  who  shall  assemble  and  vote 
in  consequence  of  the  said  precepts,  are  in  favour  of  such  revision 
or  amendment,  the  General  Court  shall  issue  precepts,  or  direct 
them  to  be  issued  from  the  Secretary's  office  to  the  several  towns 
to  elect  delegates  to  meet  in  Convention  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

The  said  delegates  to  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner  and  pro- 
portion as  their  Representatives  in  the  second  branch  of  the  Legis- 
lature are  by  this  Constitution  to  be  chosen. 

XI.  This  Form  of  Government  shall  be  enrolled  on  parchment 
and  deposited  in  the  Secretary's  office,. and  be  a  part  of  the  laws  of 
the  land  —  and  printed  copies  thereof  shall  be  prefixed  to  the  book 
containing  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  in  all  future  editions 
of  the  said  laws.

Whereas  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Northerly  Part  o/*  Prenmbie. 
Westfield,  called  the  New-Addition,  on  the  East  Side 
q/^Westfield  River y  and  the  Southiresterly  Part  of  South- 
ampton, viz.  The  fifth  Mile  Square^  sixth  Mile  Square^ 
and  the  half  Square  Mile  adjoining  the  said  Six  Mile 
Square^  and  the  Southerly  Corner  of  Norwich,  beginning 
at  Moose  Meadow  Comer ^  eight  Hundred  Rod  on  South-

it  is  expedient  to  make  Provision  in  such  Cases : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Jiepresenta fives  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the 
Authority  of  the  same,   That  whenever  any  Soldier  or  The  selectmen

Preamble.  Wlierctts  in  and  by  certain  Clauses  of  an  Act  made  and 

passed  by  the  late  Government  of  the  State,  now  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  entitled,  ^^An  Act  making  Pro- 
vision for  calling  in  to  be  destroyed  this  State's  Quota 
according  to  the  pre^^ent  Apportionment  of  all  the  public 
Bills  of  Credit,  which  have  been  emitted  by  Congress,  and 
for  making  and  emitting  on  the  Credit  of  this  State,  othei' 
Bills  of  Credit,  not  to  exceed  the  Sum  of  Four  Hundred 
and  sixty  Thousand  Pounds,  and  for  establishing  Funds 
sufficient  to  secure  the  Redemption  of  the  Bills  so  emitted 
by  the  last  Day  of  December,  one  Thousand  seven  Hun- 
dred and  Eighty-six,  as  recommended  by  a  Resolution  of 
Congress  of  the  Eighteenth  o/"  March  in  the  present  Year^ 
and  in  Conformity  thereto:  Also  for  paying  Annually  in 
Specie  the  Interest  arising  on  JS'otes  which  have  been  issued

And  whereas  in  and  by  another  Clause  of  the  same  Act  ^  be"eii5S*in^ 
it  is  enacted y  "  That  the  Bills  of  Credit  to  be  emitted  as  aii  Paymenta, 
aforesaid,  shall  be  received  in  all  Payments  within  this  ®*®*p'* 
State,  except  for  the  annual  Tax  of  Seventy  two  Thousand 
Pounds  abovementioned,  and  a  Tender  of  the  same  may 
be  pleaded  to  any  Action  brought  for  the  Recovery  of 
any  Money  or  other  Demand,  and  shall  avail  as  though 
the  Tender  had  been  made  of  Gold  and  Silver,  except  for 
Money  due  on  special  Contract,  expressly  promising  the 
Payment  of  Gold  or  Silver,  made  since  the  Twentieth 
Day  of  May  Anno  Domini  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred 
and  Seventy-five,  or  that  shall  hereafter  be  made,  or  for

Whereas  by  an  Act  made  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  One 
Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Sixty  two^  the  then  Society 
and  Parish  of  Natick,  and  the  Inhabitants  thereof  were 
vested  with  all  the  Privileges^  Powers  and  Immunities  that 
Districts  are  veMedwith^  save  only  the  Exception  contained 
in  the  following  Clause^  viz.  '*  Provided y  that  the  present 
Meeting  House  shall  not  be  removed^  nor  any  new  Meeting 
House  erected  within  the  saine^  ivithout  the  special  License 
of  this  Court, ^^  And  wherea^s  by  one  other  Act  made  in 
the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and 
Seventy-five^  among  other  things  it  is  enacted  and  declared^ 
that  each  District  within  the  then  Colony^  now  Common-

Whereas  it  is  necessary  for  the  Preservation  of  the  Fish 
called  Aleioives^  in  their  passage  up  the  Rivers  and  Streams 
in  the  Toions  of  Salem  and  Dan  vers,  into  the  Ponds  at 
the  Head  of  those  Streams^  thai  the  Committees^  hereafter 
to  be  appointed  in  those  Towns^  to  see  that  the  Passage- 
Ways  for  said  Fish  be  not  obstructed^  shoidd  have  their 
respective  Jurisdictions  enlarged^  and  farther  Authority 
given  them  for  the  Purposes  aforesaid. 

Be  it  therefore  enax^ted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives  in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the 
Authority  of  the  same;  That  the  Towns  of  Salem  and 
Danvers  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  respectively  impow- 
ered  and  directed  at  their  Meetings  in  March  Annually, 
each  Town  to  chuse  three  or  more  Persons,  to  see  that 
the  Laws  respecting  the  Passage-ways  for  said  Fish  be 
observed  :  And  each  Person  so  chosen,  shall  take  an  Oath 
faithfully  to  discharge  the  Duties  required  of  him  by  Law.

before  high  Water  in  each  Tide,  from  the  said  Tenth  Day 
of  April  to  the  Tenth  Day  of  June  annually,  on  Penalty 
of  forfeiting  for  each  Tide  it  shall  not  be  hoisted  or  the 
Y2LSQSLge'WB,y  opened,  a  Sum  not  exceeding  Three  Pounds 
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nor  less  than  Five  Shillings — And  the  bottom  of  the 
Passage-way  so  opened,  shall  be  as  low  as  the  said  Com- 
mittees or  the  major  Part  as  aforesaid  shall  judge 
necessary. 

And  be  it  furifier  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid^ 
That  if  any  Person  or  Persons  shall  take  any  of  said  Fish 
on  any  Day,  or  in  any  Place,  or  in  any  Manner,  or  in 
greater  Numbers  than  shall  be  allowed  by  said  Conmiittees 
as  aforesaid,  each  Person  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  a  Sum  not  exceeding  forty  Shillings^  nor  less  than 
five  Shillings.  — And  no  Seins  shall  at  any  Time  be  made 
Use  of  to  take  said  Fish,  nor  shall  they  be  taken  in  any 
Manner  more  than  three  Days  in  any  one  Week. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid. 
That  if  the  Committees  aforesaid,  or  either  of  them,  or 
any  Member  thereof,  shall  detect  any  Person  or  Persons 
attempting  to  take  any  of  said  Fish  on  any  Day,  at  any 
Place,  in  any  Manner,  or  in  a  greater  Number,  otherwise 
than  is  allowed  by  said  Committees,  and  shall  find  Fish 
with  such  Person  or  Persons,  such  Person  or  Persons  shall 
be  doomed  to  have  taken  said  Fish,  and  be  subject  to  the 
Penalties  of  this  Act  accordingly.  • 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authtrity  aforesaid. 
That  all  the  Penalties  incuiTed  by  the  Breach  of  this  Act, 
may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  any  Court  of  Record  in 
the  County  of  Essex  proper  to  try  the  same.  And  all 
Sums  as  recovered  as  forfeited  by  this  Act  shall  be  ap- 
propriated, one  Moiety  thereof  to  the  Prosecutors  and  the 
other  Moiety  equally  divided  between  the  said  Towns  of 
Salem  and  Danvers,  And  no  Person,  by  Reason  of  his 
being  one  of  either  of  the  Committees  aforesaid,  shall  be 
thereby  disqualified  from  being  a  Witness  in  any  Prosecu- 
tion for  Breach  of  this  Act.

Whe7*ea^  by  the  Laws  heretofore  made  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  late  Province^  Colony  and  State  of  Mas- 
sachusetts-Bay, a  Superior  Court  of  Judicature^  Coiirt  of 
Assize  and  General  Gaol  Delivery  was  constitutedj  and 
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mndry  Powers  and  Authorities  are  given  to  the  same 
Court  by  particular  Laws.  And  whereas  by  the  Consti- 
tution and  Frame  of  Government  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachaselts,  the  Stile  and  Title  of  the  same  Court  is 
now  the  Suprje^ne  Judicial  Court  of  the  Commonvj/Balth  of 
Massachusetts.  And  the  Constitution  aforesaid  having 
provided  that  the  Laws  hei-etofore  made  and  adopted^ 
shoidd  continue  and  be  in  Force  until  they  shall  be  altered

01    AN  ACT  FOR  FORMING  AND  REGULATING  THE   MILITIA  WITHIN 
•  THE    COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS,    AND    FOR   RE- 

PEALING   ALL   THE    LAWS    HERETOFORE     MADE   FOR  THAT 
PURPOSE. 

Wliereas  in  and  by  the  Gonstitution  of  Government^ 
ratified  and  established  by  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Gomnwn- 
wealthy  it  is  declared  that  the  Legislature  shall  by  standi 
ing  Laivs^  direct  the  Time  and  Manner  of  convening  the 
Electors  of  Militia  Officers ^  and  collecting  Votes ^  and  of 
certifying  to  the  Governor  the  Officers  elected :  And  whereas 
by  the  Establishment  of  said  Constitntion  of  Government^ 
it  hath  become  necessary  that  Elections  should  be  made  and 
Comynissions  given  out  agreeably  thereto :  And  whereas  it 
is  not  only  the  Interest^  but  the  Duty  of  all  Nations  to 
defend  their  LiveSy  Liberties  and  Properties^  in  that  Land 
which  the  Supretne  Ruler  of  the  Universe  has  bestowed  on 
them^  against  the  unlauful  Attacks  and  Depredations  of  all 
Enemies  whatever;  especially  those  who  are  moved  by  a 
8])irit  of  Avarice  or  Despotism:  And  wJiereas  the  Laws 
now  in  Force  rejecting  the  regulating  the  Militia ^  have 
been  found  insufficient  for  the  Purposes  aforesaid: 

It  is  therefore  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives  in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  Au- 
thority  of  the  samCy  That  the  several  Laws,  and  the  several 
Paragraphs  and  Clauses  of  all  and  every  the  Laws  of  this 
Commonwealth,  enforcing  or  any  Ways  relating  to  the 
Regulation  of  the  Militia,  be,  and  hereby  are  repealed 
and  declared  null  and  void. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid^ 
That  that  Part  of  the    Militia  of  this   Commonwealth

of  all  the  able  bodied  Male  Persons  therein,  from  Sixteen  JJ^^fJ^p^^nJ** 
Years  old  to  Fifty,  excepting  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  fromsuieeo 
Members  of  the  Council  and  Senate,  and  House  of  Rep-  Fm"Sce^t. 
resentatives,  for  the  Time  being.  Members  of  the  American  *"*•  ^*'' 
Congress,  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  Jus- 
tices of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  and  the  Justices  of 
the  Inferior  Courts,  Judges  of  Probate,  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  and  Sheriffs  of  the  County,  Officers  and  Students 
of  flaryard-College,  Ministers  of  the  Gospel,  Elders  and

tia  of  each  County  into  Regiments,  and  alter  and  divide  gjJJJ^^nu? 
such  Regiments  from  Time  to  Time,  as  they  shall  judge 
expedient. 

Provided^  That  no  Soldier  shall  be  obliged  without  his  Provieo. 
Consent,  to  join  a  Company  belonging  to  any  Town  in 
which  he  has  not  his  usual  Place  of  Abode,  unless  where 
there  shall  not  be  Privates  enough  to  make  a  Company  of 
Thirty  Soldiers  including  Officers  ;  in  which  Case,  as  also 
where  there  are  any  Persons  belonging  to  a  Place  not 
incorporated  they  shall  be  joined  to  such  Company  as  the 
Field  Officers  of  the  Regiment  within  which  they  are. 
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shall  see  fit.  And  the  Inhabitants  of  every  Town  now  in 
or  that  shall  be  in  the  Continental  Army,  shall  be  deemed 
to  belong  to  and  be  a  Part  of  the  Companies  in  their 
respective  Towns,  and  excused  from  Duty  in  the  Militia 
whilst  they  continue  Part  of  the  Army  aforesaid. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid ^ 
That  Three  Major-Generals  shall  be  appointed  within  this 
Commonwealth,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives, each  having  a  Negative  upon  the  other,  and  be 
commissioned  by  the  Governor  as  the  Constitution  directs  :

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaidy 
That  all  the  Male  Persons  from  Sixteen  Years  of  Age  to 
Sixty-five,  not  included  in  that  Part  of  the  Militia  called 
the  Training  Band,  and  exempted  by  the  first  Section  of

an  Alarm  may  be  made  by  firing  three  Guns,  one  after 
another,  or  by  firing  a  Beacon,  by  the  Direction  of  any 
Commissioned  Officer  of  the  Militia ;  the  Drums  Beating 
an  Alarm  ;  the  Training-Band  being  called  upon  to  aim  ; 
upon  which  all  the  Train-Band  and  Alarm-List  who  are 
then  resident  in  any  Town,  shall  forthwith  appear  com- 
pleat  with  their  Arms  and  Ammunition,  at  the  usual 
Place  of  Rendezvous,  or  where  the  Chief  Officer  shall 
appoint ;  there  to  attend  such  Command  as  shall  be  given 
for  the  common  Defence,  agreeable  to  this  Act.

And  be  it  further  enactedy  That  there  shall  be  a  Stock 
of  Powder  and  Ammanition  in  each  Town  provided,  and 
constantly  kept ;  which  shall  be  one  Barrel  of  good  Grun- 
Powder,  containing  one  Hundred  Pounds,  three  Hundred 
Weight  of  Leaden  Balls  (of  different  Sizes)  and  three 
Hundred  Flints  for  every  Sixty  Soldiers  of  the  Training-

longing to  the  Training-Band  or  to  the  Alarm-List,  shall 
be  detached  for  any  Purpose,  the  Person  or  Persons  so  PereooBde.

THIS  COMMONWEALTH,  WHOM  THE  FORTUNE  OF  WAR  HAS 
OB  MAY   PUT  INTO  THEIR  POWER. 

Wkerecis   the    British  Commanders   now   in  America,  preamble, 
regardless  of  the  Practice  of  civilized  Nations  ^  and  un- 
mindful of  the  Tenderness  exercised  toward  their  People 
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meet  with  from 
the  Enemy  in 
order  that  Brit- 
ish Prisoners 
may  receive 
similar  Treat- 
ment. 
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to  be  retained

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returned. 


Prisoners  in  our  Hands  ^  still  persist  in  treating  the  Subjects 
of  this  and  the  other  States  in  the  Union^  who  have  been 
captivated  by  them^  with  every  Species  of  Insult y  Outrage 
and  Cruelty y  notwithstanding  that  every  lenient  Measure 
has  in  vain  been  tried  to  prevent  it. 

And  whereas  Experience  clearly  evinces  the  JiTecessity  of 
an  immediate  Exercise  of  the  Law  of  Retaliation  ^  how^ 
ever  reluctantly  adopted^  in  order  to  compel  the  enemy  to 
use  their  Pi*isoners  in  a  Manner  conformable  to  the  Dictates 
of  Humanity  and  the  Law  of  Nations  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the 
Authority  of  the  same^  That  the  Governor  of  this  Com- 
monwealth be,  and  he  hereby  is  requested  to  make  strict 
Enquiiy  from  Time  to  Time  into  the  Manner  in  which  the 
Subjects  of  the  United  States,  who  now  are,  or  that  may 
at  any  Time  hereafter,  be  Prisoners  in  the  Hands  of  the 
Enemy,  are  treated  by  them ;  and  that  he,  according  to 
the  Information  he  may  receive,  issue  his  Orders  from 
Time  to  Time  to  the  sevei-al  OflScers,  Civil  and  Military, 
within  this  Commonwealth,  who,  by  any  Law  now  in 
being,  or  that  may  hereafter  exist,  are  to  have  the  Custody 
of  Prisoners  within  said  Commonwealth,  and  who  are  or 
may  be  officially  amenable  to  the  Authority  of  the  same, 
in  order  that  all  British  Prisoners  who  now  are,  or  that 
may  hereafter  be  committed  to  their  Custody,  respectively, 
receive  the  same  Allowance  and  Treatment,  in  every 
respect,  as  the  Subjects  of  the  United  States  who  are  or 
may  hereafter  be  Prisoners  with  the  Enemy,  receive  of 
them. 

And  whereas  it  has  become  the  Practice  of  the  said* 
British  Commanders  to  transport  Masters  and  Gommxind" 
erSy  and  other  officers  of  American  Vessels  to  Great-Britain, 
and  Parts  beyond  Sea^  in  order  to  prevent  their  being 
exchanged: 

Be  it  therefore  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  afore-- 
saidy  That  a  Number  of  Commanders,  Masters  and  other 
Officers  of  British  Vessels  taken,  or  that  may  hereafter  be 
taken  and  brought  into  said  Commonwealth,  by  Vessels 
belonging  to  the  same,  or  to  a  Subject  or  Subjects  there- 
of, shall  be  kept  in  close  Custody,  not  to  be  exchanged  or 
admitted  to  Parole,  until  an  equal  Number  of  Command- 
ers, Masters  and  other  Officers,  Prisoners  in  their  Hands, 
of  the  same  Rank,  who  have  been  li^  them  transported 
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beyond  Sea,  shall  be  returned  in  order  to  their  being 
exchanged. 

And  in  order  to  carry  the  preceeding  Clause  of  this  Act  Beiectmenofthe 
effectually  into  Execution,  the  Selectmen  of  the  several  JSJSJed  uT"

BSSPONDENCE  WrTH  f  HE  ENEMIES  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES   ^"'^F' 
OP  AMERICA. 

Whereas  there  is  great  Reason  to  suspect  that  some  of  P"«™»»i«- 
the  Subjects  of  this  Commonwealth^  prompted  hy  self-inter^ 
ested  Views  or  Motives  of  Disaffection,  and  regardless  of 
the  Duty  and  Allegiance  which  they  owe  their  Count ry, 
have  carried  on  an  illicit  Trade,  and  maintained  a  Cor- 
respondence  with  the  Enemy  dangerous  to  this  Common-- 
wealth. 
For  the  Prevention  whereof  in  future. 
Be  it  enacted  by  t?ie  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  Authority 
of  the  same,   That  from  and  after  the  First  Day  of  March  Je^r^d/JiSSd^" 
Anno  Domini  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Eighty-  ^'^,•^^^7'^. 
one,  every  Vessel  carrying  a  Flag,  and  bound  from  any  a  Flag  J%JLu{ 
Port  within  this  Commonwealth  to  any  Port  in  Possession  ***  ***'  ""^n^- 
of  the  Enemy,  shall  be  searched  immediately  before  she  • 

sails,  by  the  Naval-Officer  for  the  District  from  which 
such  Vessel  may  sail ;  and  in  Case  any  Goods,  Wares  or  And  in  case. 
Merchandize,  shall  be  found  shipped  on  board  such  Vessel 
(unless  by  Permission  from  the  General  Court)  the  same 
shall  be  seized  by  the  said  Naval-Officer,  forfeited  to  the 
Use  of  said  Commonwealth ;  and  the  Person  or  Persons 
who  shall  ship,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  shipped  as  afore-

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid j 
That  from  and  after  the  Tenth  Day  *  of  March  Anno 
Domini  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Eighty-one, 
eveiy  Vessel  cariying  a  Flag,  immediately  on  her  Arrival 
at  any  Port  within  this  Commonwealth,  from  any  Port  in 
Possession  of  the  Enemy,  and  before  any  Goods,  Wares 
or  Merchandize,  or  any  Letters  or  Packets  of  a  private 
Nature  shall  be  taken  from  on  board  any  such  Vessel, 
she  shall  be  searched  by  the  Naval-Officer  of  the  District 
where  said  Vessel  may  arrive ;  and  if  any  Goods,  Wares 
or  Merchandize  shall  be  found  on  board  any  such  Vessel, 
without  Permission  specially  obtained  from  the  General 
Court,  the  same  shall  be  seized  by  the  said  Naval-Officer, 
and  forfeited  to  the  Use  of  said  Commonwealth  :  And  all 
Persons  who  may  arrive  in  any  such  Vessel  as  aforesaid, 
shall,  if  required,  deliver  on  Oath  to  the  said  Naval- 
Officer,  all  Letters  and  Packets  as  aforesaid,  to  be  by 
him  examined,  and  detained  if  he  shall  think  proper.

firom  any  Port  or  Place  in  Possession  of  the  Enemy,  with- 
out special  Permission  obtained  from  the  General  Court, 
he  or  they  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  all  such  Goods,  &c.  so 
imported,  to  the  Use  of  said  Commonwealth,  and  also  a 
Sam  not  exceeding  double  the  Value  of  such  Goods,  &c. 
nor  less  than  the  Value  of  the  same ;  one  Moiety  thereof 
to  the  Use  of  the  Informer  or  Informers,  and  the  other 
Moiety  to  the  Use  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  be  recov- 
ered as  aforesaid. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforemid, 
That  if  any  Person  or  Persons  shall  export  from  this  Com-  Per«on«  export- 
monwealth  after  the  First  Day  of  March  Anno  Domini  iny?u5fe*i? 
One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and   Eighty-one,  to  any  fie'KitmvAo 
Port  or  Place  in  Possession  of  the  Enemy,  any  Goods,  vii5ei?»lid*** 
Wares,  Merchandize  or  Provisions,  unless  by  Permission  Good*.  &o. 
specially  obtained  from  the  General  Court  for  that  Pur- 
pose, he  or  they  so  offending,  shall  respectively  forfeit  a 
Sum  not  exceeding  treble  the  Value  of  such  Goods,  &c. 
so  exported.    Two-Thirds  of  which  shall  be  to  the  Use  of 
this  Commonwealth,  and  One-Third  thereof  to  the  Use  of 
the  Informer  or  Informers,  to  be  recovered  in  Manner  as 
is  before  provided. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid^ 
That  all  Naval-Officei-s  within  this  Commonwealth  be,  and  f^J^^^fJS'S 
they  are  hereby  authorised  and  impowered  to  prosecute  Prcecute. 
for  the  Forfeiture  of  all  Goods,  &c.  seized  by  them  within 
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their  several  Districts,  in  Pursuance  of  this  Act,  in  the 
Maritime  Court  of  such  District  wherein  such  Goods,  &c. 
shall  be  seized  as  aforesaid,  by  filing  a  Libel  in  said  Court, 
the  Justice  of  which  shall  be  tried  in  like  Manner  as  Mari- 
time Causes  are  or  may  be  triable  in  the  same ;  said  Libel 
to  be  filed  at  least  Twenty  Days  before  the  Trial ;  and 
Appeals  allowed  to  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  as  is  pro- 
vided in  Maritime  Causes. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid^ 
That  all  Naval-OfBcers  within  this  Commonwealth  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered  to  command 
the  Aid  of  such  and  so  many  of  the  Subjects  of  this  Com- 
monwealth within  their  Districts  respectively,  as  they  shall 
judge  necessary  (by  Night  or  by  Day)  to  assist  them  in 
doing  the  Duties  assigned  them  by  this  Act ;  and  if  any 
Person  or  Persons  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  aid  or  assist

Whereas  in  many  Instances  it  may  be  difficulty  if  not 
impracticable,  to  determine  the  Value  of  Goods,  Wares  or 
Merchandize,  which  may^  contrary  to  this  Act,  be  exported 
to  any  Port  or  Place  belonging  to  the  Enemy :  Therefore, 

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid.  That 
in  all  such  Cases  the  Person  or  Persons  concerned  in  such 
Exportation,  shall,  in  Lieu  of  all  other  Forfeitures  in  this 
Act  beforementioned,  severally  forfeit  a  Sum  not  exceed- 
ing Ten  Thousand  Pounds,  nor  less  than  Three  Hundred 
Pounds,  to  be  recovered  and  disposed  of  in  Manner 
aforesaid. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid, 
That  the  several  Naval-Officers  within  this  Commonwealth 
be,  and  hereby  are  authorised  to  appoint  one  or  more 
Deputies,  for  the  Purpose  of  searching  such  Vessels  as 
are  referred  to  in  this  Act,  who  shall  be  severally  sworn

AN  ACT  TO  REGULATE  THE  SALE  OF  GOODS  AT  PUBLIC  VENDUE,    ChaV    25 
AND  TO  LIMrr  THE  NUMBER  OF  AUCTI(5nEERS.  ^' 

Whereas  the  Number  of  Auctioneers  or  Vendue-Masters^  Preamble. 
has  grea&y  increased  in  the  Town  of  Boston  and  other 
principal  Towns  in  this  Commonwealth  ^  and  great  Incon- 
veniences^ Losses  and  Damages  have  arisen  to  the  Public 
far  Want  of  suitable  Persons  licenced  under  proper  Me- 
strictionSj  to  sell  Groods  at  Vendue:  And  as  the  selling 
them  in  the  Evening  has  a  great  Tendency  to  corrupt  the 
Morals  of  Youths  and  affords  Opportunities  for  many 
Frauds:  And  whereas  a  Revenue  might  arise  to  the 
Commonwealth  from  Vendues  properly  regulated : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  Authority 
of  the  same^  That  no  Person  or  Persons,  from  and  after  Peraom  unieM 
the  Tenth  Day  of  March  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  sSSS^en^to*"* 
and  Eighty-one,  unless  they  be  licenced  by  the  Selectmen  auciiot"*'"^ 
or  the  major  Part  of  them,  of  the  Town  to  which  they 
belong,  shall  sell  at  Public  Vendue,  Auction  or  Outcry, 
any  Goods,  Chattels,  Wares,  Merchandizes   or  EflFects 
whatsoever,  upon  the  Penalty  of  Two  Hundred  Pounds  penalty, 
for  each  Offence  :  And  that  the  Selectmen,  or  the  major  selectmen  em. 
Part  of  them,  at  a  Meeting  called  for  that  Purpose,  be,  RcMioifroitabie 
and  they  are  hereby  impowered  from  Time  to  Time,  by  Pe"«"'- 
Writing  under  their  Hands,   to   licence  some   suitable 
Person  or  Persons  for  that  Purpose,  not  exceeding  the 
Number  of  Six  in  the  Town  of  Boston,  and  Four  in  any  Number 
other  Town  within  this  Commonwealth,  nor  for  any  Term  lllj?l^  towSi.

the  Penalty  of  Fifty  Pounds  for  each  Offence.  And  that 
every  Person  thus  licenced,  shall  keep  a  fair  and  par- 
ticular Account  of  all  the  Goods  sold,  of  whom  received, 
and  of  the  Names  of  the  Persons  to  whom  said  Goods 
shall  be  sold.

Chatties  or  Lands,  by  Vendue. 

Provided  alsoy  and  be  it  further  enacted^  That  no 
Licence  granted  by  any  Selectmen  for  the  Purpose  afore- 
said, shall  "be  of  any  Effect  to  exempt  or  excuse  any 
Person  from  the  Penalty  of  this  Act  <'for  selling  at 
Vendue  without  Licence,"  unless  such  Licence  shall  have 
been  made  and  granted  within  one  Year  next  preceeding 
such  Sale. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  every  Selectman  who 
shall  sign  or  consent  to  the  granting  any  such  Licence 
for  any  greater  or  longer  Time  than  tne  Time  prescribed 
by  this  Act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  oi  Fifty  Pounds 
to  any  Person  who  shall  sue  for  the  same.

them  respectively,  viz.  in  the  schedule  hereto  annexed. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authoHty  aforesaid^ 
That  the  Treasurer  of  this.  Common  wealth  do  forthwith 
send  his  warrants  directed  to  the  Selectmen  or  Assessors 
of  each  town  or  other  place  within  this  Commonwealth  that 
are  taxed,  requiring  them  respectively  to  assess  the  sum 
hereby  set  upon  such  town  or  other  place  in  manner  foU 
lowing.  That  is  to  say,  To  assess  all  the  male  polls 
above  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  within  their  respective 
towns  or  other  places  next  adjoining  to  them,  belonging 
to  no  other  town  or  place,  including  negroes  and  molat- 
toes ;  and  such  of  them  as  are  under  the  government  of  a 
master  or  mistress,  to  be  taxed  to  said  master  or  mis- 
tress respectively,  in  the  same  manner  as  minors  and 
apprentices  are  taxed,  at  twenty-five  fthillings  each  on  the 
sum  contained  in  the  first  column  in  the  schedule  of  the 
tax,  and  so  to  add  or  abate  the  sums  set  on  the  polls  in 
due  proportion  as  the  said  first  column  bears  to  the  balance 
or  sum  which  is  assessed  in  the  last  column.  And  the 
remainder  of  the  sum  set  to  each  town  or  other  place 
(after  deducting  the  amount  of  the  sums  assessed  to  the 
polls  as  aforesaid)  on  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  or 
other  place  as  aforesaid,  according  to  the  just  value  of 
the  whole  real  estate,  by  each  inhabitant  of  such  town  or 
place  respectively  possessed,  in  his  own  right  or  in  the 
right  of  others,  lying  within  said  town  or  place,  improved 
or  not  improved ;  and  on  the  non-resident  possessors  of 
real  estate  lying  within  said  town  or  place,  in  their  own 
right  or  right  of  others,  improved  or  not  improved,  saving 
all  agreements  between  landlords  and  tenants,  and  where 
no  agreement  is,  the  landlord  to  reimburse  one  half  of 
the  lax.  And  also  on  the  inhabitants  of  such  town  or 
place,  according  to  the  proportion  of  the  amount  and  just 
value  of  their  whole  personal  estate,  including  monfey  at 
interest  more  than  they  pay  interest  for  (excej)ting  such 
monies  as  are  lent  to  government,  and  by  any  act  of  gov- 
ernment exempted  from  taxation)  monies  of  all  kinds  in 
hand,  and  also  the  amount  of  the  just  value  of  all  goods, 
wares  and  merchandize,-  stock  in  trade,  vessels  of  all  sorts, 
with  their  stores,  appurtenances  and  appendages,  plate, 
horses,  oxen  and  cattle  of  all  soil.s  and  ages,  shee|),  swine 
and  grain  of  all  sorts,  and  all  kind  of  produce  of  the

£!374,796a».2<i.  l«*ind,  and  all  other  property  whatsoever,  excepting  house- 
hold furniture,  wearing  a|)pttrel,  farming  utensils,  and  the 
tools  of  mechanicks,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  May  instant ; 
and  the  current  price  of  the  real  and  personal  estate,  on 
the  said  thirtieth  day  of  May  beforementioned,  in  gold 
or  silver,  or  in  bills  of  credit  equivalent  current  within 
this  Commonwealth,  shall  be  considered  as  the  just  value 
of  the  same.  And  on  the  amount  of  their  income  from 
Hny  profession,  faculty,  handicraft,  trade  or  employment; 
and  also  on  the  amount  of  all  incomes  and  profits  gained 
by  trading  by  sea  and  on  shore.  And  the  Treasurer,  in 
his  said  warnint,  shall  likewise  require  the  Assessors  to 
make  a  fair  list  of  said  assessments,  setting  forth  in  dis- 
tinct columns  against  such  person's  name,  how  much  he 
or  she  is  assessed  at  for  polls,  and  how  much  for  real 
estate,  and  how  much  for  personal  estate  as  aforesaid; 
and  if  as  guardian,  or  for  estate  in  his  or  her  improve- 
ment in  trust,  to  be  distinctly  expressed ;  and  shall  also 
insert  upon  their  rate  bills  the  number  of  acres  of  unim- 
proved land  which  they  have  taxed  to  each  of  the  non- 
resident proprietors  of  land  within  their  respective  towns ; 
and  also  the  value  at  which  they  have  estimated  the  same ; 
and  the  list  or  lists  so  perfected  and  signed  by  them  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  to  commit  to  the  Collector  or 
Collectors,  Constable  or  Constables  of  any  such  town 
or  place,  and  to  return  a  certificate  of  the  name  or  names 
of  such  Collector  or  Collectors,  Constable  or  Constables, 
with  the  sum  total  to  each  of  them  committed,  unto  him- 
self, sometime  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  next.  And 
on  failure  thereof,  each  Assessor  so  refusing  or  neglecting 
his  duty  herein,  shall  be  subject  to  pay  a  fine  of  ten 
pounds,  to  be  recovered  by  execution  from  the  Treasurer 
of  this  Commonwealth,  for  the  time  being,  which  fine 
shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  this  Commonwealth  for 
defmying  the  public  charges.

The  President,  Fellows,  Professors,  Tutors,  Librarian  and 
Students  of  Harvard-College,  who  have  their  usual  resi- 
dence there ;  and  settled  Ministers  of  the  Gospel,  Gram- 
mar School-Masters,  are  not  to  be  assessed  for  their  polls 
or  their  estates,  unless  their  real  estate  be  not  under  their 
actual  management  and  improvement,  or  not  in  the  par- 
ishes where  they  are  settled ;  and  also  all  persons  who 
have  the  management  and  improvement  of  the  estate  of 
Harvard-College  are  not  to  be  assessed  for  the  same  ;  and 
if  there  are  any  other  persons  who  through  age,  infirmity 
or  poverty  are  unable  to  pay,  as  others,  towards  the  public 
charges,  or  any  widows  or  orphans  who,  depending  on 
the  intei'est  of  their  money  for  subsistence,  have,  by  the 
state  of  the  currency,  been  so  reduced  as  that,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Assessors,  they  ought  to  be  relieved  in 
their  taxes,  in  any  such  case,  the  Assessors  may  exempt 
their  polls  or  estates,  or  abate  any  part  of  what  they  are 
set  at,  as  they  on  their  oaths  shall  think  just  and  equi- 
table.   And  the  Justices  in  their  sessions,  in  their  respec- 
tive counties   assembled,  in  granting  a  county  tax   or 
as:sessment,  are  hereby  ordered  and  directed,  to  apportion 
the  same  on  the  several  towns  and  other  places  in  such 
county  in  proportion  to  their  tax.

And  where  no  person 
appears  to  discharge  the  taxes  on  non-resident  propri- 
etors of  unimproved   lands  to  the  Collectors,   he  shall 
publish  it  in  one  of  the  Boston  news-papers,  viz.  Willis's 
Independent    Chronicle^   three    weeks    successively,    the 
names  of  all  such  proprietors,  where  they  are  known, 
with  the  sum  of  the  taxes  assessed  on  their  lands  respec- 
tively, and  also  the  time  and  place  of  sale ;  and  where 
they  are  not  known,  he  shall  in  the  same  manner  publish 
the  sum  of  the  taxes  on  the  several  rights  or  divisions ; 
and  ID  each  case,  shall  post  the  same  in  some  convenient 
and  public  place  in  the  town  where  the  said  lands  lay,  for 
the  term  of  one  month ;   and  if  no  person  shall  appear 
thereupon  to  discharge  said  taxes,  then  the  Constable  or 
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£*!^74,795  8«.2J.  Collcctoi*  sliall  proceed  to  sell  at  public  sale  to  the  highest 
bidder  (after  having  waited  two  hours  from  the  time  ap- 
pointed for  said  sale)  so  much  only  of  said  unimproved 
lands  as  will  be  sufficient  to  discharge  said  taxes  and 
necessary  intervening  charges,  having  first  given  notice 
of  the  intended  sale  thereof,  and  the  time  and  place  where 
it  will  be  made,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  day 
to  day,  if  necessary  to  compleat  the  sale,  not  to  exceed 
three  days  (waiting  as  aforesaid)  and  shall  give  and 
execute  a  deed  to  the  purchaser,  expressing  therein  the 
cause  of  such  sale,  and  saving  to  the  aforesaid  proprietor 
or  proprietors  the  right  of  redemption  of  any  lands  so 
sold,  at  any  time  within  three  years  from  the  time  of  sale, 
and  the  same  shall  be  conveyed  to  him  or  them  on  paying, 
within  three  years  as  aforesaid,  the  sum  such  land  sold 
for,  and  twelve  per  cent,  interest  on  said  sum,  together 
with  all  necessary  intervening  charges  thereon. 

Provided  nevertheless ^  That  the  purchaser  or  purchasers 
shall  not  make  any  strip  or  waste  on  the  premises  until 
the  time  of  redemption  has  expired ;  and  if  the  said  [>ur- 
chaser  or  purchasers  shall  make  any  strip  or  waste  on  said 
premises  as  aforesaid,  he  or  they  shall  be  liable  to  pay  all 
damages  to  the  original  owner  or  owners,  in  as  ample  a 
manner  as  though  he  or  they  had  not  purchased  the  same. 

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That 
the  Assessors  of  each  town  or  other  place  respectively, 
in  convenient  time  before  the  assessment,  shall  give  sea- 
sonable warning  to  the  inhabitants  in  any  town-meeting, 
or  by  posting  up  notifications  in  some  phice  or  places  in 
such  town  or  other  place,  or  notify  the  inhabitants  some 
other  way,  to  make  and  bring  in  to  the  Assessors  true 
and  perfect  lists  of  polls,  and  of  all  their  real  and  personal 
estate  thej^  are  possessed  of  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  3fay, 
agreeable  to  the  description  of  real  and  personal  estate, 
and  incomes  from  professions,  faculty,  handicraft,  trade 
or  employment  as  aforesaid.  And  if  any  pereon  or  per- 
sons shall  not  bring  in  a  list  of  their  estates  as  aforesaid, 
to  the  Assessors,  he,  she  or  they  so  neglecting  or  refusing, 
shall  not  be  admitted  to  make  application  to  the  Court  of 
General  Sessions  for  any  abatement  of  the  assessment  laid 
on  him,  her  or  them.  And  if  the  Assessors  suspect  any 
falsehood  in  the  list  to  them  presented  of  polls  and  real 
and  personal  estate,  then  the  Assessors  shall  require  the 
person  presenting  such  list,  to  give  solemn  oath  respect- 
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ing  the  same,  which  oath  may  be  administered  by  the  J**®Ig5g  ^g 
Asv^iessors;  such  list  being  exhibited  on  oath,  shall  be  a 
rule  of  that  person's  proportion  to  the  tax  who  presented 
the  same,  which  the  Assessors  may  not  exceed. 

Be  it  further  enacted^  The  officers  and  soldiers  of  the 
Massachusetts  line  of  the  army,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of 
May^  shall  be  considered  as  resident  in  the  several  towns 
and  places  to  which  they  belonged  at  the  time  of  their 
engaging  in  the  army,  their  absence  notwithstanding,  and 
the  Assessors  shajl  tax  them  accordingly  ;  and  said  officers 
(excepting  those  officers  on  half  pay)  and  soldiers  who  are 
engaged  for  three  years  or  during  the  war,  are  hereby 
exempted  from  their  poll  tax  : 

Provided  nevertheless^  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  to  extend  so  as  to  require  any  Assessors  to 
assess  any  person  for  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  in  his 
possession,  (absentees  estates  excepted)  that  is  the  prop- 
erty of  the  United  States,  or  either  of  them. 

Be  it  further  enacted^  That  where  it  shall  appear  by 
the  new  valuation  now  preparing,  that  any  town  or  plan- 
tation, or  other  place,  shall  be  taxed  in  this  bill  more  than 
their  just  proportion,  the  sum  so  found  by  a  committee  to 
be  appointed  by  the  General  Court  for  that  purpose,  who 
shall  lodge  in  the  Treasurer's  office  as  soon  as  may  be, 
who  is  hereby  impowered  and  directed  to  receipt  to  the 
Collector  or  CoUectoi-s,  Constable  or  Constables  of  such 
town,  plantation  or  other  place,  for  the  sum  or  sums

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authointy  aforesaid.  That 
where  any  towns  have  been  incorporated,  or  divided,  or 
families  ^ken  from  one  town  and  annexed  to  another, 
since  the  valuation  of  1778,  and  are  not  particularly 
assessed  their  proportion  in  this  tax  bill,  that  they  shall 
be  considered  as  belonging  to  the  town  or  towns  from 
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Tax  of  whence  they  were  taken,  and  the  Assessors  of  such  towns 

'  are  hereby  directed  to  govern  themselves  accordingly : 

Provided  nevertheless^  That  where  any  town  has  been 
divided  and  made  into  two  distinct  towns,  the  Selectmen 
and  Assessors  of  both  such  towns  may  agree  and  make  a 
division  of  the  sum  set  upon  such  town,  and  assess  the 
same  accordingly  upon  their  respective  towns,  and  make

the  business  transacted  by  them^  as  the  Assessors  of  the 
towns  where  the  same  is  done: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  all  per- 
sons within  the  description  aforesaid,  shall  be  assessed 
and  pay  taxes  for  such  of  their  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
chandizes, stock  in  trade,  ships  and  vessels  which  are 
sold,  used  or  improved  in  the  town  where  they  hire 
,  (stores,  ships  or  wharves,  and  transact  the  principal  part 
of  their  business,  and  for  their  faculties  exercised  there, 
'  and  not  in  the  towns  where  they  live,  and  shall  accord- 
ingly give  in  on  oath,  if  required,  a  list  of  their  whole 
estate  to  the  Assessors  of  the  respective  towns,  distin- 
guishing what  part  thereof  is  rateable  in  each  town,  and 
in  default  thereof,  shall  be  doomed  by  the  said  Assessors 
respectively ;  provided  that  this  clause  be  not  in  any  case 
so  construed,  as  to  enable  any  town  to  tax  any  inhabitant 
of  any  other  town,  for  any  estate  for  which  such  other 
town  has  been  charged  in  the  last  valuation.

HIS  DEPUTIES   WITHIN  THIS  COMMONWEALTH  TO  IMPRESS  ^  * 

SUCH  TEAMS    AS    MAY   BE    FOUND    NECESSARY   TO    TRANS- 
PORT SUPPLIES  TO  THE  ARMY. 

Whereas  it  frequently  happenff^  that  the  Quarter  Master  Preamble. 
General  meets  with  great  Jjijicultles  in  procuring  such 
Teams  as  are  necessary  to  transport  such  Stores  and 
Supplies  as  he  has  Occasion  to  send  forward  to  the 
Continental  Army^  by  Means  whereof  many  and  great 
Inconveniences  may  arise: 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the 
Authority  of  the  same.  That  when  the  Quarter-Master  Quarter  tfAMer 
General,  or  any  of  his  Deputies  shall  find  it  necessary  to  DepSifes^'tV* 
transport  any  Kind  of  Stores  or  Supplies  to  the  Conti-  Kimen'^/*'* 
nental  Army,  they,  or  any  of  them,  shall  represent  to  ^hoT^TSam^ 
the  Selectmen  of  any  Town  where  Teams  may  be  had,  Jf"ih?xumbir 
the  Number  of  Teams  necessary  to  transport  such  Stores  wanted, 
and   Supplies,  and    the    Time    they  may    probably    be 
employed;    and   said    Selectmen,  or  the  major  Part  of 
them,  shall,  upon  such  Application,  by   Writing  under 
their  Hands,  designate  the  Teams  and  Drivers  proper  to

the  selectmen  ot  any   lown  havmg  been  appued  to  by  men  for 
the  Quarter-Master  General,  or  any  of  his  Deputies  for  refwed?*^ *" 
Assistance   in  procuring  Teams   and  Drivers    and    shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  assist  said  Quarter-Masters,  or  their 
Deputies;   every  Selectman  so  neglecting  and  refusing?, 
shall,  for  each  Neglect  or  Refusal,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Pennity. 
Use  of  such  Person  or  Persons  as  may  sue  for  the  same, 
the  Sum  of  Three  Pounds^  to  be  recovered  by  Action  of 
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Debt  in  any  Court  of  Record  proper  to  try  the  same. 
And  the  Selectmen  of  the  several  Towns,  who  may  be

if  thereto  required,  on  Penalty  of  the  same  Fine  as  is 
provided  in  the  preceeding  Clause  in  Case  of  Neglect, 
and  to  be  recovered  and  appropriated  in  the  same  Man- 
ner. And  every  Teamster  shall  procure  a  Certificate  from 
the  Quarter-Master  or  Conductor,  specifying  the  length 
of  Way  and  Quantity  of  Loading  by  him  transported,  and 
in  what  Part  of  the  State ;  and  also  keep  an  Account  of 
his  own  Time  and  Expences  in  said  SeiTice,  and  lay  the 
same  before  the  General  Court  for  Allowance  and  Settle- 
ment, which  Accounts,  when  allowed,  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  next  State  Tax.

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Judicial  Courts  held  in  the  County  of  Berkshire,  as  often

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  Authority 
of  the  same.   That    there  shall   be  held  at   Great- Bar- x%x\vrem% 
ringfon,  in  and  for  the  County  of  Berkshire,  upon  the  uTbeheidat'^

Resolved,  That  the  Commissary-General  be,  and  hereby 
is  directed  to  make  provision  for  the  accommodation  and 
sabsistance  of  the  person  whom  the  French  Consul  has 
recommended,  on  his  way  to  join  the  Penobscot  tribe,  in 
order  to  reside  with  them  as  an  instructor,  and  to  pro- 
cure and  deliver  to  Col.  Josiah  Brewer,  for  the  use  of  the 
Indian  chiefs,  now  in  the  town  of  Boston,  the  following 
articles,  viz.  —  One  regimental  coat,  six  fire-arms,  six 
pounds  of  powder,  twenty-four  pounds  of  ball  and  ^shot 
for  their  defence  on  their  return  home :  —  And  the  fol- 
lowing articles  for  the  use  of  the  families  of  those  who 
fell  in  battle  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  viz,  — 
Twenty-four  yards  stronds  or  duffell,  thirty-six  yards  of 
dowlass  or  coarse  linnens,  one  barrel  of  pork,  two  bar- 
rels of  flour  :  —  And  the  following  articles  for  presents  to 
the  tribe,  to  be  as  equally  as  possible  divided  among 
thera,  under  the  direction  of  Col.  Bre^ver,  viz.  —  One 
hundred  pounds  weight  of  powder,  with  four  hundred 
pounds  weight  of  shot  and  ball,  one  hundred  jack-knives, 
and  fifty  hatchets.  —  And  that  the  Commissary-General

Whei'eas  great  expence  has  been  incurred,  and  many 
consequences  injurious  to  the  public  interest  have  arisen, 
by  su}tplying  the  quota  of  men  af^signed  to  this  Common- 
wealth as  their  proportion  of  the  Continental  army,  by 
drafts  of  men  for  short  periods ;  and  whereas  that  quota 
may  be  obtained  for  three  years  or  during  the  ivar,  if  the 
business  is  seasonably  undertaken,  and  a  reasonable  bounty 
given  in  silver  and  gold;  and  there  is  every  reason  to 
expect,  from  the  patriotism  and  public  virtue  of  gentlemen 
of  fortune  and  abilities^  as  well  as  from  some  particular 
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encouragement  given^  that  from  •  the  importance  of  the 
measure^  and  the  necessity  of  carrying  it  without  delay 
into  execution^  a  sufficient  sum  may  be  obtained^  provided 
proper  encouragement  and  security  be  given^  that  the  sums 
lent  by  any  persons  shall  be  punctually  repaid  in  like 
money ^  at  the  periods  agreed  on^  with  interest  in  like

And  the  Clerk  of  the  Court 
of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  for  said  county  of 
Hampshire  is  hereby  impowered  to  issue  his  order  to  the 
selectmen  or  assessors  of  the  several  towns  and  planta- 
tions in  the  said  county,  to  assess  such  towns  or  planta- 
tions proportion  of  the  same,  in  the  manner  pointed  out 
by  the  law  of  this  State,  directing  how  county  charges 
are  to  be  defrayed.

tvould  expire  with  the  expiration  of  our  army  ;  and  though 
disappointed  in  this  expectation,  have  promised  themselves 
that  a  system  which  ha^  so  embarrassed  our  measures,  and 
afforded  the  opportunity  for  most  of  their  successes,  which 
has  been  found    destructive    by   every  nation  who   has 
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attempted  tY,  must^  if  persisted  in,  prove  ultimately  ruin* 
oustous;^  and  as  we  have  the  fullest  confidence  in  the 
readiness  of  all  the  good  people  (whose  professions  of 
attachment  to  their  country  have  been  honest)  to  any  exer* 
tmis  needful  to  accomplish  this  great  purpose,  to  which  we 
are  called  by  every  consideration  of  honor,  interest,  safety 
and  happiness,  as  well  as  the  requisitions  of  Congress, 
and  the  solicitations  of  our  illustrious  General : 

It  is  therefore  Resolved,  That  there   be   immediately 
raised  within  this  Commonwealth,  to  serve  for  three  years 
or  during  the  continuance  of  the  present  war  with  Great- 
Britain,  four  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty  men.    And 
for  this  purpose  his  Excellency  the  commander  in  chief 
of  the  militia  is  hereby  requested   to   issue   his   orders 
without  delay,  requiring  that  the  several  companies  of 
militia,  under  his  command  be  forthwith  mustered,  and 
that  such  number  of  men  be  raised  by  each  of  them  as 
is  their  respective  proportion  of  the  number  hereinafter 
apportioned  on  the  towns  whereof  they  are  inhabitants. 
Which  men  are  to  be  raised  by  voluntary  inlistment,  and 
to  be  mustered  by  their  respective  county  Muster-Masters  ; 
and  the  commanding  oflScer  of  every  company  of  militia 
within  this  Commonwealth  is  hereby  required  to  cause  his 
proportion  of  the  aforesaid  number  of  men  to  be  delivered 
to  the  Superintendant  of  the  county  to  which  he  belongs, 
together  with  a  descriptive  list  of  the  persons,  age,  stature 
and  place  of  abode  of  every  soldier,  together  with  the 
regiment,  company   and   town   or  plantation   for  which 
he  is  raised,  on  or  before   the  thirty-first  day  of  Jan* 
nary  next ;  and  every  Superintendant  is  hereby  required 
to  cause   the   men   so   delivered   to  him   to  be   immedi- 
ately marched   to   Springfield,  or   such  other  place   as 
the  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  American  forces   shall 
appoint  as  the  place  of  rendezvous,  under   the  care  of 
such  person   as  he   shall  appoint  for  the   service  (who 
shall  be  reasonably  paid  for  his   time   and   expence   in 
performing  this  business,  on  exhibiting  an  account  thereof, 
with  proper  vouchers,  to  the  committee  on  accounts)  and 
the  Superintendents    are   further   severally   directed    to 
make  a  descriptive  list  as  aforesaid  of  all  the  men  they 
shall  send   to  the  place  of  rendezvous,    and   to   take   a 
receipt  on  each  list  for  the  men  named  therein  from  the 
person  appointed  to  conduct  the  same  as  above-mentioned, 
and  also  to  forward  copies  of  such  lists  and  receipts. 
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together  with  the  men  borne  thereon,  to  the  Secretary's 
office,  and  to  the  person  herein  after  named  as  a  Commis- 
sioner to  receive  the  troops. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  Mr.  Luke  Bliss  be, 
and  he  hereby  is  appointed  a  commissioner  to  repair  to 
the  place  of  rendezvous,  and  there  reside  for  the  purpose 
of  his  appointment ;  he  shall  receive  and  give  receipts  for 
such  men  as  shall  be  delivered  to  him,  agreeably  to  this 
resolve,  and  shall  deliver  them  to  such  continental  officer 
as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  the 
army  to  receive  them,  to  be  incorporated  into  the  battal- 
ions raised  by  this  Commonwealth,  making  descriptive 
lists  of  them  as  aforesaid,  and  taking  receipts  thereon 
from  such  officer ;  copies  of  which  lists  and  receipts  he 
shall  transmit  to  the  said  Commander  in  Chief  and  to  the 
Secretary's  office  in  this  Commonwealth. 

Resolved^  That  the  men  who  shall  be  raised  pursuant 
to  these  resolves  be  reckoned  to  the  credit  of  the  town 
or  plantation  wherein  they  resided  last  for  the  term  of 
three  months  before  their  inlistment,  unless  such  town  or 
plantation  shall  have  raised  the  proportion  of  men  herein 
assigned  to  them,  in  which  case,  on  a  certificate  of  the 
same  being  given  by  the  superintendant  of  the  same 
county,  any  man  procured  from  such  town  or  plantation 
shall  be  reckoned  to  the  credit  of  the  town  or  planta- 
tion by  whom  he  is  procured. 

And  whereas  the  charge  of  procuring  the  men  herein 
required  may  operate  as  an  unequal  tax  upon  the  com- 
munity: 

Resolved^  That  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  and 
committees  of  the  several  plantations  hereinafter  named, 
shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March  1781,  make  a 
true  return,  under  oath,  of  all  the  hire  or  bounty  which 
shall  have  been  advanced  by  their  respective  towns  and 
plantations,  or  by  any  inhabitants  thereof,  for  the  purpose 
of  procuring  the  men  hereby  required,  which  return  shall 
be  accompanied  with  receipts  or  certificates  from  the 
soldiers  so  hired,  specifying  the  sums  they  respectively 
received ;  and  the  whole  amount  of  the  sums  which  shall 
be  returned  with  proper  vouchers  as  aforesaid,  that  shall 
appear  to  have  been  advanced  for  men,  who  have  been 
raised  and  marched  agreeably  to  these  resolves,  shall  be 
gi-anted  in  a  tax,  immediately  after  the  returns  are  made, 
as  required  by  this  resolve ;  which  whole  amount  afore-

said  shall  be  divided  by  the  whole  number  of  men  raised 
in  all  the  counties  as  aforesaid,  and  the  quotient  (being 
the  average  cost  of  the  men)  shall  be  the  sum  which  each 
town  and  plantation  shall  be  credited  in  the  said  tax,  for 
each  man  it  shall  appear'  was  raised  in  it  and  accepted  by 
the  muster-master,  and  marched  agreeable  to  the  direction 
of  these  resolves. 

And  for  the  encouragement  of  the  soldiers^  it  is  further 
Bewhedy  That  no  deduction  be  made  from  the  bounties 
and  rewards  of  land,  wages,  cloathing  and  refreshments, 
engaged  by  Congress  to  such  soldiers  as  may  inlist  as 
aforesaid,  on  account  of  any  bounties  or  encouragements 
given  to  such  soldiers  either  by  particular  towns  or  indi- 
viduals; and  every  soldier  shall  be  exempted  from  all 
taxes  on  his  poll,  during  his  continuance  in  the  public 
service,  and  also  from  all  taxes  on  his  personal  estate 
as  well  as  on  his  poll  for  the  purpose  of  raising  men  for 
the  army. 

It  is  further  Resolved^  That  the  selectmen  of  the  several 
towns  and  committees  of  the  several  plantations  be  and 
they  hereby  are  required,  upon  application  therefor  from 
the  commanding-officer  of  any  company  of  militia  within 
the  same,  or  from  any  other  persons  of  repute,  being 
inhabitants  thereof,  to  cause  the  freeholders  and  other 
qualified  voters  within  the  same  to  meet  at  some  con- 
venient place,  to  advise  and  determine  on  such  measures 
as  shall  appear  to  them  best  calculated  to  carry  into  exe- 
cution these  resolves,  and  if  any  town  or  plantation  shall 
neglect  to  deliver  to  the  supcrintendant  in  the  same  county 
the  number  of  men  by  these  resolves  required  of  them, 
by  the  said  Slst  day  of  Junuary  next,  for  every  man  thev 
shall  be  deficient,  such  town  or  plantation  shall  forfeit 
such  sum  as  shall  appear  to  have  been  the  average  sum 
given  to  the  men  who  shall  have  been  raised  in  compliance 
with  these  resolves,  together  with  an  addition  of  25  per 
cent  on  the  same ;  which  sunis  shall  be  added  to  such 
town  or  plantation's  proportion  of  the  tax  which  shall  be 
granted  for  the  payment  of  the  bounties  of  the  men. 

Resolved,  That  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  and 
committees  of  the  several  plantations  be  and  they  hereby 
are  required  to  pay  to  each  man  by  them  raised  six 
shiUingSy  old  currency,  per  mile,  to  the  place  of  ren- 
dezvous at  Springfield,  for  his  support  and  carrying  his 
pack,  and  to  exhibit  their  accounts  to  the  committee  on

accounts  for  an  allowance  and  payment ;  and  every  soldier 
hereby  required  from  the  several  towns  and  plantations 
shall  receive  a  blanket  from  the  superintendant  of  the 
county  where  they  are  raised. 

Resolved^  That  the  agents  of  the  counties  of  Suffolk, 
JSsseXy  Middlesex,  Hampshire,  Plymouth,  Bristol,  Wor- 
cesier,  Berkshire,  Lincoln,  York,  Cumberland,  and  Barn- 
stable, that  were  appointed  to  receive  shirts,  shoes, 
stockings  and  blankets  from  the  several  towns  in  this 
Commonwealth,  be  directed  to  supply  the  superintend- 
ants  of  the  several  counties  with  a  suflScient  number  of 
blankets  to  enable  them  to  furnish  one  to  each  soldier 
delivered  to  their  care,  agreeable  to  these  resolves. 

It  is  further  Resolved,  That  if  the  superintendants  of 
the  counties  of  Lincoln,  York  and  Cumberland  should 
not  be  able  to  furnish  each  man  with  a  blanket,  agreeable 
to  the  above  resolve,  that  Ebenczer  Wales  and  A.masa 
Davis,  a  committee  of  supplies,  be  and  they  hereby  are 
directed  to  furnish  what  may  be  deficient  by  orders  from 
the  superintendants  of  said  counties,  certifying  the  num- 
bers of  men  and  their  names. 

The  muster-masters  for  the  several  counties  are  hereby 
directed  to  muster  the  men  who  shall  be  raised  within 
their  respective  counties,  who  shall  be  offered  to  them  for 
this  purpose ;  and  for  this  end  shall  attend  at  such  place 
or  places  as  the  Brigadier  or  commanding  officer  of  the 
brigade  shall  direct.  They  are  strictly  enjoined  to  ap- 
prove none  but  such  as  are  able  bodied  effective  men, 
and  in  all  respects  equal  to  the  service  for  which  they 
are  engaged ;  and  previous  to  executing  their  office  they 
shall,  before  some  Justice  of  the  Peace,  take  the  following 
oath,  a  certificate  of  which  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
Secretary. 

^'You  A.  B.  being  appointed  a  Muster-Master  for  the 
county  ofC.do  solemnly  swear,  that  you  will  approve  and 
muster  such  only  as  in  your  opinion  are  able  bodied  and 
effective  men,  and  in  all  respects  equal  to  the  service  for 
which  they  are  engaged.     So  help  you  GOD.'^ 

Resolved,  That  no  prisoner  or  deserter,  who  shall  be 
inlisted,  shall  be  reckoned  to  the  credit  of  any  town  or 
plantation  whatever. 

Resolved,  That  every  Brigadier  or  commanding  officer 
of  a  brigade,  who  shall  neglect  an  immediate  compliance 
with  the  orders  which  shall  be  given  him  in  pursuance  of 
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these  resolves,  shall  be  immediately  dismissed  from  his 
office,  and  every  commanding  officer  of  a  regiment  who 
shall  be  guilty  of  the  like  neglect,  shall  be  reported  by 
his  superior  officer  to  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  the 
militia;  and  every  commanding  officer  of  a  company, 
who  shall  neglect  to  muster  his  company,  or  to  deliver 
the  men  that  shall  be  raised  therein,  with  a  descriptive 
list  as  aforesaid  to  the  Superintendent,  by  the  said  thirty- 
tii-st  day  of  January  next,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum 
of  thirty  pounds  in  the  new  emission  of  money,  to  be 
sued  for  and  recovered  by  the  Superintendent  for  the 
county  where  the  same  is  incurred,  who  shall  pay  two 
thirds  of  the  same  into  the  public  treasury,  and  one  third 
shall  enure  to  himself;  and  where  there  shall  be  no 
officers  to  discharge  the  duty  required  by  these  resolves, 
the  selectmen  and  committee  of  correspondence,  &c.  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  or  where  there  is  but  one  of  these 
orders,  the  major  part  of  such  of  them  as  may  be  there 
subsisting,  shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority  of  the 
commissioned  officers  of  any  company,  and  are  hereby 
enjoined  to  perform  the  same  duties. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  the  several  towns  and 
plantations  within  this  Commonwealth  be,  and  hereby  are 
authorized  to  agree  (if  they  think  fit)  upon  classing  the 
inhabitants  thereof  at  a  legal  town-meeting  called  for  that 
purpose,  in  order  to  procure  their  proportion  of  soldiers 
to  serve  in  the  Continental  army,  for  three  years  or 
during  the  war :  And  in  all  towns  and  plantations  where 
the  mode  of  classing  shall  be  adopted,  the  selectmen  of 
buch  towns,  and  the  assessors  of  such  plantations,  or  such 
committee  as  the  town  or  plantation  shall  appoint  for  that 
purpose,  shall  divide  all  the  inhabitants  thereof,  with 
others  who  were  assessed  in  .the  hard-money-tax,  infe 
as  many  classes  as  accordino;  to  the  annexed  schedule, 
there  are  men  required  of  such  town  or  plantation,  in  pro- 
portion to  their  several  taxes,  intermixing  the  poor  with 
the  rich,  so  as  to  make  the  several  classes  as  nearly  equal 
in  property  and  in  number  of  polls  as  may  be  with  con- 
venience; and  each  of  said  classes  shall,  on  or  before  the 
twentieth  day  of  January  next,  procure  a  good  able- 
bodied  effective  soldier  to  sei*ve  in  the  Continental  army 
three  years  or  during  the  war,  unless  such  town  or  plan- 
tation shall  in  some  other  way  procure  the  whole  number 
of  soldiers  to  be  by  them  raised :   And  that  in  case  any 
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one  or  more  of  said  classes  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
procure  the  soldiers  assigned  them,  within  the  limited 
time  aforesaid,  such  town  or  plantation  is  hereby  empow- 
ered and  directed  to  procure  such  soldier  for  each  class 
so  neglecting  of  such  town  or  plantation,  and  the  assess- 
ors shall  assess  said  classes,  or  the  several  neglecting 
individuals  thereof,  in  the  same  proportion  they  were  sev- 
erally assessed  in  the  said  hard-money-tax,  the  full  value 
of  the  sum  which  shall  be  expended  in  procuring  said 
soldier,  with  an  additional  sum  not  exceeding  double  the 
sum  advanced  to  procure  the  said  soldier,  as  the  said 
town  shall  determine ;  and  the  several  collectors  of  such 
towns  or  plantations  are  hereby  authorized  and  required ' 
to  collect  said  assessments  in  the  same  manner  as  they 
are  directed  by  law  to  collect  town  taxes,  and  pay  in  the 
same  according  to  the  direction  contained  in  the  warrant 
which  they  may  receive  from  the  selectmen  or  assessors 
of  such  towns  or  plantations  for  the  purpose  of  collecting 
said  assessments ;  and  the  said  selectmen  or  assessors 
are  hereby  authorized  to  grant  such  warrants,  agreeable 
to  the  form  by  law  prescribed  for  collecting  town  taxes, 
mutatis  mutandis. 

And  it  is  further  Resolvedy  That  those  towns  or  plan- 
tations (which  shall  class  themselves  agreeable  to  this 
resolve,  and  shall  incur  the  penalties  herein  before  made 
and  provided  in  case  of  a  deficiency  in  the  number  of 
men  assigned  them  as  their  quota)  be  and  hereby  are 
authorized  and  impowered  to  assess  upon  the  neglecting 
class  or  classes,  or  neglecting  individuals  in  said  classes 
within  their  respective  towns  or  plantations  (and  those 
only)  the  whole  cost  and  charge  that  shall  arise  by  their 
deficiency  in  the  number  of  men  respectively  assigned 
t^em. 

And  it  is  further.  Resolved^  That  such  towns  and  plan- 
tations in  this  Commonwealth  as  shall  have  procured  and 
mustered,  before  a  muster-master  in  the  county  to  which 
said  town  and  plantation  belono^s,  any  able-bodied  eflfective 
men,  engaged  to  serve  during  the  present  war,  on  or  before 
the  first-day  oi  January  next  (which  men  so  engaged  shall 
proceed  to  the  place  of  rendezvous  with  all  possible  dis- 
patch) shall  receive  a  bounty  oi  fifty  dollars  in  the  new 
emission  of  money,  for  each  man  so  engaged  and  delivered 
over  to  the  Commissioner  appointed  to  receive  the  men  at 
the  place  of  rendezvous,  within  a  reasonable  time  after 
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said  iDAQ  was  mustered.  And  in  those  towns  that  shall 
class  themselves,  or  otherwise  procure  men  to  serve 
during  the  war  as  aforesaid,  by  companies,  said  bounties 
shall  be  paid  to  those  classes  or  companies  which  shall  so 
procure  any  able-bodied  man,  on  or  before  the  said  first 
day  of  January  next,  which  bounty  shall  be  distributed 
among  the  individuals  of  any  class  or  company,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  sums  they  respectively  advanced  or  engaged 
for  the  purpose  of  procuring  said  men.  And  his  Excel- 
lency the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Council,  is 
hereby  requested  to  issue  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer 
.  in  favour  of  any  town,  plantation,  class,  company  or 
individual  person,  for  the  aforesaid  sum  oi  fifty  dollars 
for  each  man  engaged  as  aforesaid,  that  shall  produce 
sufficient  vouchers  from  the  muster-master  that  mustered 
him,  and  also  from  the  commissioner  appointed  to  receive 
the  men,  specifying  the  time  when  each  man  was  received  ; 
and  unless  it  shall  appear  to  the  Governor  and  Council 
that  the  person  arrived  at  the  place  of  rendezvous  in  a 
reasonable  time  after  he  was  mustered,  said  bounty  of 
fifty  dollars  shall  not  be  granted. 

It  is  further  liesolved^  That  one  or  more  of  the  muster- 
masters  of  the  county  where  any  dispute  shall  arise  about 
differant  towns  claiming  the  same  soldier,  shall  appoint 
the  time  and  place  for  hearing  the  parties  concerned,  and 
shall  notify,'  or  cause  to  be  notified,  the  selectmen  ot'  the 
several  towns,  and  committees  of  the  several  plantations, 
claiming  or  supposed  to  claim  a  right  to  such  soldier,  to 
appear  if  they  shall  think  proper  Teither  by  themselves 
or  such  other  person  or  persons  as  tney  shall  respectively 
appoint)  at  such  time  and  place ;  and  after  a  full  hearing 
of  the  parties  appearing,  shall  determine  to  what  town 
such  soldier  properly  belongs,  and  shall  muster  him  for 
such  town  accordingly,  if  fit  for  the  service. 

Provided  nevertheless^  That  the  said  muster-master  or 
muster-masters  may  postpone  the  determination,  as  the 
case  may  require. 

It  is  also  Provided^  That  no  muster-master  shall  pro- 
ceed to  the  determination  in  any  case  where  he  is  inter- 
ested in  the  event,  but  in  that  case  the  dispute  shall  be 
decided  by  one  of  the  next  Justices  of  the  Peace  within 
this  Commonwealth,  who  is  not  interested  in  the  event 
of  the  determination,  to  be  nominated  by  the  muster- 
master,  such  Justice  observing  the  rules  above  prescribed, 
to  be  attended  to  by  the  muster-master. 
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And  it  is  further  Provided^  That  no  town  or  plantation 
shall  suffer  by  means  of  such  determination,  whose  select- 
men or  committees  were  not  properly  notified. 

And  it  is  further  Resolvedy  That  any  town  or  planta- 
tion in  the  said  schedule  mentioned,  which  shall  appear 
upon  the  settlement  of  the  next  valuation,  to  have  raised 
more  than  their  proportion  of  men  assessed  upon  their 
towns  or  plantations  ordered  to  be  raised  by  these 
resolves,  shall  be  allowed  the  whole  expence  so  over 
paid,  in  the  next  tax  after  the  said  valuation  is  settled.

attended  that  sei^vice,  and  beg  leave  to  report  the  following . 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  January  20,  1781. 

Sir, 
The  General  Court  of  this  Commonwealth  having  on 
the  16th  instant  appointed  you  a  Commissioner  on  their 
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behalf,  to  repair  to  Providence^  in  the  State  of  Rhode- 
Island^  there  to  meet  the  delegates  from  the  States  of 
New-Yorky  Connecticut,  Rhode-Island,  and  Nem-Hamp- 
shire,  to  consult  what  measures  are  best  to  be  adopted 
for  supplying  the  French  army  and  navy  with  beef,  &c. 
It  is  our  directions,  that  you  repair  to  Providence  as  soon 
as  you  are  advised  of  the  time  fixed  for  said  meeting. 
On  your  arrival  there  you  are  to  confer  with  the  Dele- 
gates from  the  other  States  and  the  French  General  and 
Admiral,  what  steps  are  best  to  be  taken  to  prevent 
the  commissaries  who  are  purchasing  for  the  French, 
and  commissaries  who  are  purchasing  for  the  Continental 
army,  interfering  with  each  other  and  thereby  enhancing 
the  price  of  the  articles.  You  are  also  directed  to  do 
every  thing  in  your  power  that  may  tend  to  the  peace 
and  harmony  of  the  United  States,  and  promote  a  good 
understanding  with  our  good  and  worthy  Allies. 

It  is  our  opinion,  it  will  not  be  best  for  you  to  enter 
into  any  contract  for  supplying  the  French  army  and 
navy  with  provisions,  &c.  but  if  after  conferring  with  the 
other  delegates,  and  the  French  General  and  Admiral, 
and  the  most  mature  deliberation,  you  should  be  of 
opinion,  it  will  be  for  the  interest  of  this  Commonwealth, 
to  enter  into  a  contract,  it  is  our  particular  directions, 
you  do  not  engage  in  behalf  of  this  Commonwealth  in  any 
contract  for  supplying  them,  till  you  have  laid  the  same 
before  the  General  Court  of  said  Commonwealth,  for 
their  approbation. 

You  have  also  liberty  to  consult  with  the  Delegates

them  on  account  of  the  depreciation  ivhich  took  j^lace  after

It  is  therefore  Resolved,  That  the  committee  of  this 
Court  for  settling  with  the  army  be,  and  they  hereby 
are  directed  to  allow  the  Massachusetts  line  of  the  Con- 
tinental army  the  amount  of  the  depreciation  which  took 
place  on  their  wages,  from  the  several  periods  at  which 
they  became  due,  to  the  time  when  the  Pay-Masters  of 
the  respective  regiments  received  the  same.

Resolved y  That  the  committee  upon  muster-rolls  be,  and 
hereby  are  directed,  to  allow  and  make  up  the  pay  of  the 
officers  and  soldiers  which  were  raised  in  consequence  of 
a  resolve  of  the  General  Court  of  the  22d  of  June  last, 
for  the  term  of  three  months,  in  gold  or  silver,  or  cuiTent 
bills  equivalent  thereto,  agreeable  to  said  resolve.     And 
said  committee  are  further  directed  to  alter  and  make 
conformable  to  the  above  standard,  all  such  rolls  belong- 
ing to  said  corps  as  shall  appear  to  have  been  heretofore 
made  up  at  the  rate  of  forty  paper  dollars  of  the  old 
emission  for  one   of   silver.

mittee that  the  town  of  Fryburg  have  more  men  required 
of  them  than  their  proportion  y  therefore y  beg  leave  to  report 
byway  of  resolve. 

Resolved y  That  the  town  of  Fryburg  be,  and  they 
hereby  are  excused  from  raising  of  three  men  of  the 
quota  assigned  them  by  the  resolve  of  December  2d 
aforesaid.  February  26, 1 781 . 


Chapter  161. 

RESOLVE  AUTHORIZING  THE  CLASSING  OF  MEN  IN  THE 
SEVERAL  DEFICIENT  TOWNS  AND  PLANTATIONS  IN  THIS 
COMMONWEALTH,  FOR  THE  ARMY. 

Whereas  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  quota  of 
fnen  required  by  a  resolve  of  the  2d  of  December  last^  be

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speedily  compleated;  and  as  the  mode  of  classing  has  been 
more  successjul  in  procuring  the  men  than  any  other  meas- 
ure: Therefore, 

Hesolvedy  That  the  assessors  of  every  deficient  town 
and  plantation,  together  with  the  commanding-officer  of 
each  militia  company,  where  the  mode  of  classing  has 
not  been  adopted,  be,  and  they  hereby  are  authorised 
and  directed  immediately  upon  the  receipt  hereof,  to 
class  their  inhabitants  and  such  others  as  are  liable  by 
law  to  pay  taxes  within  the  same,  into  as  many  classes 
as  shall  be  equal  to  the  number  of  men  deficient  in  such 
town  or  plantation,  agreeable  to  the  rules  and  directions 
given  by  the  said  resolve  of  the  2d  of  December^  unless 
it  shall  so  happen  that  by  the  rule  established  in  said 
resolve,  it  shall  be  the  share  of  some  one  or  more  indi- 
viduals to  procure  more  than  one  man  each,  in  which  case 
the  number  of  classes  may  be  reduced  conformably  to 
such  case  or  cases  : 

Provided  nevertheless^  If  any  such  town  or  plantation, 
in  consequence  of  the  resolve  of  December  aforesaid,  any 
person  or  persons  shall  previously  have  procured  a  man 
or  men  for  three  years  or  during  the  war,  or  shall  have 
advanced  money,  &c.  for  that  purpose,  he  or  they  shall 
be  exempted  from  being  classed  so  far  as  the  money 
advanced  or  soldiers  procured  is  the  proportion  in  the 
judgment  of  the  assessors,  or  such  committee  as  the  town 
shall  appoint  for  that  purpose,  he  or  they  ought  to  furnish 
of  the  quota  required ;  and  in  case  any  such  class  as  may 
be  formed  in  consequence  of  this  resolution,  or  such  as 
have  been  heretofore  classed  agreeable  to  the  recom- 
mendation in  the  said  resolve  of  December^  shall  procure 
a  man  on  or  before  the  25th  day  of  March  next,  they 
shall  not  be  held  to  pay  any  part  of  the  penalty  incurred 
by  such  town  or  plantation  for  not  procuring  their  men 
by  the  20th  of  February  instant,  and  every  delinquent 
class  or  individual  thereof  shall  be  assessed  and  proceeded 
with  agreeable  to  the  directions  given  in  the  said  resolve 
of  December;  and  if  any  assessor  or  commanding  officer 
shall  neglect  the  duties  enjoined  upon  them  by  this  resolve, 
they  shall  individually  forfeit  to  the  use  of  this  Common- 
wealth, the  sum  oi  fifteen  pounds  for  each  and  every  man 
that  shall  be  wanting  to  compleat  the  quota  of  men 
required  of  such  town  or  plantation,  to  be  sued  for  in 
an  action  of  debt  by  the  Superintendent  in  the  same 
county,  in  any  court  proper  to  try  the  same : 
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And  whereas  it  has  happened  already  ^  and  may  here- 
after  happen,  that  some  persons  who  were  taxed  in  the  hard 
money  tax  may  be  dead,  or  out  of  the  Commonwealth  at 
the  time  of  classing  as  aforesaid,  and  other  persons  may 
haverem/xved  into  som^ofthe  towns  of  this  Commonwealth, 
so  that  the  tax  aforesaid  cannot  in  all  ca^es  be  a  rule  for 
classing  as  aforesaid. 

Resolved,  That  such  alterations  as  may  be  necessary 
from  any  of  the  causes  aforesaid,  or  any  other  unfore- 
seen accident,  may  be  made  by  the  assessors  and  militia 
officers  aforesaid.  February  26,  1781.

RESOLVE  AUTHORIZING  THE   PRESIDENT  OF  THE  SENATE  AND  QJiar)  162 
THE    SPEAKER    OF    THE    HOUSE    OF    REPRESENTATIVES    TO  -^' 

SIGN  THE  ADDRESS  TO  THE  INHABITANTS  OF  THIS  COMMON. 
WEALTH,  AND  DIRECTING  THE  MODE  OF  DISPERSING  SAID 
ADDRESS  IN  THE  SEVERAL  TOWNS. 

Whereas  an  address  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  Common- 
wealth has  been  formed,  and  it  is  expedient  that  the  same 
be  authenticated  and  made  public:  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  Senate  and  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  be,  and  they  hereby  are 
directed  to  sign  the  same  in  behalf  of  the  General  Court. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be,  and 
he  hereby  is  directed,  to  procure  printed  nine  hundred 
copies  of  said  address,  and  nine  hundred  copies  of  two 
acts  of  the  General  Court,  passed  the  present  session  — 
one  entitled  *'  An  act  for  repealing  certain  parts  of  an  act 
for  postponing  the  payment  of  the  debts  of  Government, 
&c." — the  other,  '*  An  act  for  supplying  the  treasury  with 
four  hundred  thousand  pounds."  And  that  said  copies  be 
dispersed  as  follows,  viz.  One  of  each  to  the  Governor, 
Lieutenant-Governor,  and  Council,  and  to  the  Members 
of  the  General  Court  —  one  of  each  to  the  clerks  of 
towns,  districts  and  plantations ;  the  remainder  to  the 
selectmen  of  the  several  towns,  &c.  to  be  dispersed  by 
the  Secretary  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  polls  in 
each  town,  &c.  And  the  clerks  of  said  towns,  districts 
and  plantations,  are  hereby  ordered  to  read  said  address 
and  acts  publicly,  at  the  first  meeting  that  shall  be  held 
after  their  receiving  the  same  respectively.

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Chapter  163. 

Chap.lGS  TO   THE    INHABITANTS    OF   THE    COMMONWEALTH    OF   MASSA- 

CHUSETTS. 

The  Representatives  of  this  Commonwealth  in  General 
Court  assembled,  with  the  most  sincere  and  warm  regard 
for  your  happiness,  think  it  their  duty  to  address  you  at 
the  present  important  crisis  of  public  afiairs. 

We  do  not  believe  that  you  have  lost  or  can  lose  sight 
of  the  GRAND  OBJECT  for  which  you  were  compelled, 
reluctantly,  to  draw  the  sword  ;  and  we  think  it  necessary 
to  inform  you  that  Britain,  amidst  all  her  disappointments, 
has  not  yet  intimated  an  assent  to  that  INDEPENDENCE, 
which  violated  faith  and  infringed  charters  first  rendered 
necessary,  and  which  a  just  regard  to  our  future  safety 
and  well  being  now  makes  an  indispensible  preliminaiy  of 
peace. 

The  magnanimity,  firmness  and  intrepidity  which  you 
manifested  in  opposing  at  every  hazard  the  power  exerted 
to  plunge  America  into  ruin,  conDunanded  the  applause  and 
astonishment  of  Europe  —  powerful  monarchies  became 
allied  to  you  by  interest  and  aflfection  —  The  animated 
struggle  of  six  years  successful  warfare  has  enhanced 
your  national  character,  and,  on  your  part,  done  honour 
to  human  nature,  while  it  has  covered  your  enemies  with 
disgrace  and  confusion. 

We  are  sensible  that  in  dispair  of  conquest,  having 
recourse  to  art,  they  are  using  every  possible  means  of 
deceit ;  and  that  there  are  designing  and  mischievous  men 
among  you,  who,  envious  of  that  happiness  which  must 
result  from  the  establishment  of  our  Independence,  are 
endeavouring,  under  the  guise  of  friendship,  to  prejudice 
you  against  the  measures  of  Government,  and  to  check 
your  generous  pursuits. 

The  sums  necessary  for  the  services  of  the  current  year 
(exclusive  of  raising  the  men  and  the  supply  of  beef, 
respectively  assessed  upon  the  towns)  are  as  follow.

We  doubt  not  your  most  strenuous  exertions  for  sup- 
plying the  requisition  for  beef  in  due  season,  when  you 
reflect  but  for  a  moment  on  the  cruelty  and  injustice  of 
neglecting  our  brethren  in  the  field,  while  you  are  living 
comfortably  at  home. 

The  necessity  of  a  seasonable,  full,  and  permanent  army, 
the  uncertainty  of  temporary  levies,  and  the  great  addi- 
tional expence  of  procuring  them,  with  the  necessary 
delay  and  extraordinary  charge  incident  to  the  common 
modes  of  inlistment,  fully  demonstrate  the  expediency 
of  immediately  classing  the  inhabitants  for  the  purpose 
of  compleating  our  proportion  of  the  army  —  a  measure 
which  (we  are  well  informed)  has  been  attended  with 
happy  success. 

The  money  arising  from  confiscated  estates,  together 
with  the  hard  money  tax  now  in  the  hands  of  the  col- 
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lectors,  will  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  interest  on 
government  securities,  and  of  such  depreciation  notes  as 
shall  first  become  due. 

It  will  be  enquired  how  the  sixty-six  thousand  pounds 
raised  as  a  fund  for  the  redemption  of  one-seventh  part 
of  the  bills  of  the  new  emission  can  be  disposed  of 
consistently  with  the  solemn  engagement  we  entered  into 
prior  to  their  being  issued. 

The  enquiry  we  are  sensible  is  natural^  and  evidencec; 
that  concern  for  the  support  of  the  public  faith  which 
gives  dignity  to  the  Commonwealth  and  security  to  its 
members. 

AVhen  Congress  entered  into  the  resolution  of  emitting 
those  bills,  the  common  exchange  between  the  old  Conti- 
nental money  and  hard  was  forty  of  the  former  for  one 
of  the  latter,  and  bills  of  the  new  emission  were  to  be 
received  at  the  same  rate  as  specie.  This  fixed  an  idea 
that  one  new  dollar  was  worth  forty  old  ones  and  no 
more ;  and  thus  the  latter  was  unhappily  adopted  as  a 
standard  for  the  former,  instead  of  keeping  the  new 
money  on  a  par  with  hard,  which  before  the  new  money 
could  be  thrown  into  circulation,  was  exchanged  for 
seventy-five  instead  of  forty  of  the  old. 

Some  difficulty,  you  may  remember,  attended  the  issu- 
ing the  new  money  and  giving  it  credit  among  you,  even 
at  the  rate  of  one  for  forty ;  which  was  and  now  is  but 
eight  fifteenths  of  the  value  at  which  it  must  be  redeemed, 
and  the  interest  of  five  per  cent  be  paid. 

At  this  rate  each  bill  of  the  new  emission  now  in  circu- 
lation was  issued,  and  thus  a  loss  of  seven  fifteenths  of 
each  dollar  has  been  sustained. 

From  this  view  of  the  matter  we  were  induced  to  order 
the  Treasurer  to  retain  in  his  hands  and  deface  one- 
seventh  part  of  the  new  bills  designed  to  have  been  issued 
—  A  measure  by  which  your  interest  is  evidently  pro- 
moted ;  inasmuch  as  you  are  thereby  freed  from  the  loss 
above  mentioned,  and  save  the  five  per  cent,  at  the  same 
time  that  our  public  faith  is  strictly  preserved  ;  for  if  the 
one-seventh  part  of  the  new  emission  is  never  issued,  the 
sixty-six  thousand  pounds  raised  for  its  redemption  are 
certainly  at  our  own  disposal ;  the  money  not  being 
issued,  a  fund  cannot  be  wanted  to  redeem  it. 

The  Treasurer  is  directed  to  borrow/owr  hundred  fhov- 
sand  pounds  in  monej'-,  merchandize  and  produce :  And 
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in  order  to  induce  you  to  lend  freely,  a  subscription  will 
be  opened,  and  the  money,  merchandize  and  produce,  as 
they  may  be  respectively  subscribed,  are  to  be  paid  in 
quarterly  payments;  whilst  the  whole  sum  is  to  draw 
interest  from  the  day  of  subscription.  But  notwithstand- 
ing these  peculiar  advantages,  and  that  a  bounty  of  four 
per  cent,  is  oflTered  to  the  lenders,  we  are  persuaded  that 
still  higher  motives  will  influence  you  to  supply  the  sums 
which  may  be  necessary. 

Though  you  might  suppose  that  by  putting  your 
money  into  trade  you  would  make  a  much  greater  ad- 
vancement of  your  interest,  yet  you  cannot  but  recollect 
that  if  your  army,  for  want  of  supplies,  should  quit  the 
field,  and  no  other  alternative  is  left  you  but  subjugation, 
such  gain  would  serve  only  to  enrich  the  minions  of  a 
conqueror,  and  add  pain  to  the  reflection  that  once  you 
were  rich. 

But  should  it  be  said,  that  you  have  freely  lent  your 
substance  to  Government  from  an  expectation  of  being 
supported  upon  the  interest  solemnly  promised  you,  that 
those  promises  have  not  been  complied  with,  and  that 
your  expectations  are  thereby  disappointed. 

We  answer  that  these  reflections  are  melancholly  and 
severe — but  should  the  cause  of  your  distresses  be  re- 
moved, and  you  be  persuaded  that  none  of  them,  however 
multiplied  they  may  have  been,  arose  from  the  principles 
of  injustice  on  the  onfe  hand,  or  inattention  to  the  public 
weal  on  the  other,  but  from  a  want  of  acquaintance  with 
the  operation  and  effects  of  a  paper  medium,  we  should 
be  doing  injustice  to  your  patriotism  and  virtue  to  doubt 
of  a  restoration  of  your  confidence  in  the  public  faith. 

That  right  may  be  done  to  all  the  creditors  of  Govern- 
ment, we  have  repealed  the  paragraph  of  the  law  which 
postponed  the  payment  of  their  debts  to  a  distant  period, 
and  a  clause  in  the  same  act  making  the  money  of  the  new 
emission  a  tender  at  another  rate  than  its  real  value  ;  and 
are  making  provision  for  the  just  and  punctual  payment  of 
that  interest  which  has  been  solemnly  promised. 

The  value  of  money,  which  is  but  a  representative  of 
property,  will  ever  be  regulated  by  the  common  consent 
of  the  people  at  large ;  hence  the  attempts  of  any  legisla- 
ture to  regulate  it  must  prove  abortive  :  long  experience 
has  put  the  truth  of  this  obsei-vation  beyond  dispute. 

We  have  now  made  the  paper  currency  a  tender  accord- 
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ing  to  the  value  established  by  yourselves  in  your  mutual 
commerce — the  method  in  which  this  value  is  to  be  liqui- 
dated and  ascertained  will  appear  from  the  act  making  it 
a  tender,  and  in  which  due  provision  is  made  to  defend 
poor  debtors  from  the  rigor  of  unreasonable  creditors : 
your  confidence  in  the  wisdom  and  integrity  of  the  Jus- 
tices of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  will,  we  hope,  make 
this  method  agreeable. 

As  the  late  tender  act  stood,  a  debtor  might,  under  the 
sanction  of  law,  deprive  his  creditor  of  seven  fifteenths  of 
his  property,  without  remedy — than  which  nothing  could 
be  more  iniquitous. 

Great  wrongs,  it  is  too  notorious,  have  been  done  to 
individuals  ;  and  the  burdens  of  supporting  the  war  have 
been  very  unequal.  Justice  therefore,  manifestly  dictated 
a  repeal,  which  was  also  found  necessary  on  other  consid- 
erations. For  the  circumstances  of  the  army  the  year 
past,  are  well  known  to  have  been  such,  as  demanded 
instant  and  effectual  relief.  This  could  be  effected  only 
by  taxation  and  loaning. 

The  former  has  been  of  late  practised  to  an  extent 
which  the  legislature  would  have  gladly  declined,  could 
it  have  consisted  with  the  public  safety. 

The  latter  was  utterly  impracticable,  while  the  laws  of 
the  land  denied  to  the  lender  his  right. 

If  thei'efore,  honesty  is  the  best  policy — if  righteous- 
ness exalteth  a  nation,  we  conceive  the  salutary  effects  of 
this  measure  will  be  manifest,  and  its  policy — its  justice 
— and  its  necessity,  will  be  felt  and  acknowledged  by  the 
community. 

Our  public  debt  does  not  exceed  twelve  hundred  thou- 
sand  pounds.  This  is  not  more  than  double  the  sum 
you  paid  the  last  year  in  taxes ;  and  but  one  seventh  of 
the  interest  that  arises  annually  on  the  national  debt  of 
Britain. 

We  acknowledge  our  debt  is  considerable,  but  when  we 
contemplate  the  important  object  for  which  it  was  con- 
tracted—  when  you  consider  the  constant  increase  of 
numbers,  and  that  we  are  even  now  moi'e  numerous  by 
several  thousands  than  we  were  at  the  commencement  of 
the  present  war — when  you  consider  the  extending  settle- 
ments and  copious  resources  of  the  country — and  look 
forward  to  the  free  commerce  thereof,  which  established 
by  a  peace  on  American  principles,  will  insure  a  degi'ee

of  affluence,  at  least  sufficient  to  enable  you  to  discharge 
your  debts,  and  fully  adequate  to  the  welfare  of  a  people. 
—We  cannot  but  conclude  that  you  will  consider  the 
debt  much  lighter  than  might  have  been  expected ;  and  be 
relieved  of  all  anxiety  about  your  future  circumstances. 

There  will  still  remain  a  deficiency  of  three  hundred 
and  twenty  thousand  pounds^  which  must  be  provided  for 
by  taxes  upon  polls  and  estates — but  considering  the 
amount  of  those  already  issued  and  now  collecting,  with 
the  burdens  on  our  constituents  by  reason  of  compleating 
the  army,  and  supplying  the  requisitions  for  victualling 
them,  we  have  thought  it  expedient  to  postpone  the  act 
for  levying  the  same,  until  the  next  session  of  the  General 
Court. 

Little,  if  any  thing,  need  be  said,  to  convince  you  of 
the  reasonableness,  utility,  or  necessity  of  making  season- 
able provision  for  complying  with  this  measui'e. 

This  tax  does  not  amount  to  more  than  half  the  taxes 
of  the  last  year  —  The  whole  will  not  be  called  for  at 
once,  but  in  half  yearly  payments. 

And  although  we  are  far  from  regarding  it  as  small  or 
incoDsiderable,  yet  taking  into  view  its  important  objects 
—the  defence  of  the  State  against  invasion — the  payment 
and  supplies  of  the  army  —  the  restoration  and  establish- 
ment of  the  public  credit,  and  facilitating  the  loans  —  and 
that  even  our  political  existence  may  depend  on  this  exer- 
tion ;  we  cannot  entertain  a  suspicion  that  the  free  citizens 
of  thw  Commonwealth  will  hesitate  a  moment  upon  the 
subject,  but  assure  ourselves  that  they  will  rather  antici- 
pate than  postpone  their  payments. 

In  the  mean  time,  while  the  proposed  tax  is  suspended 
for  the  relief  of  the  subject,  the  exigencies  of  government 
are  such  as  render  it  absolutely  necessary  that  the  taxes 
now  out,  should  be  immediately  collected  and  paid  in ; 
and  it  will  afford  a  miserable  consolation  to  a  friend  of 
his  country,  that  a  temporary  relief  from  one  tax  had 
taken  off  the  general  attention  to  another,  in  consequence 
whereof  the  supplies  had  ceased,  the  army  been  dis- 
banded, and  the  country  enslaved.  —  Wherefore  we  con- 
jure you,  by  all  the  ties  of  honor  and  patriotism,  to  give 
up  every  consideration  of  private  advantage  which  you 
niay  propose  to  yourselves  from  the  improvement  of  the 
money  already  assessed,  and  that  without  delay  the  same 
be  paid  into  the  treasury ;  as  it  is  impossible  to  support 
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an  army  if  the  people  withold  their  taxes.  —  Let  it  on  the 
contrary  be  evident,  that  the  freemen  of  Massachtisefts 
are  animated  by  the  same  principles  which  inspired  them 
in  the  early  stages  of  the  contest,  and  that  the  salvation  of 
their  country  absorbs  every  other  object  —  thus  shall  we 
dash  the  last  hope  of  our  enemy,  founded  as  it  is  upon  the 
inattention  and  avarice  of  any  part  of  the  community. 

Thus  have  we,  with  all  possible  simplicity,  and  in  the 
fullest  mfinner,  disclosed  to  you  the  real  situation  of  our 
public  affairs,  our  plans,  and  the  reasons  of  them. 

And  may  we  not,  on  a  review  of  them,  with  confidence 
and  pleasure  ask  you,  whether  any  consideration  of  per- 
sonal ease  or  mistaken  ideas  of  interest,  can  induce  you 
to  neglect  the  support  of  that  glorious  fabric  of  Freedom 
which  is  founded  in  the  blood  of  your  dearest  connec- 
tions, and  reared  by  unexampled  efforts  of  fortitude  and 
patriotism. 

Happy  are  we  in  fi^nding  among  the  numerous  inhabi- 
tants of  this  free  and  independent  State,  so  ven^yfew  whose 
powers  of  discernment  and  means  of  information  are  such, 
as  to  expose  them  to  fall  a  prey  to  the  artifices  of  the 
enemy,  and  entertain  an  idea  of  returning  to  a  state  of  de- 
pendance  on  Britain :  But  in  tenderness  to  those  unhappy, 
misguided  persons,  we  beg  your  indulgence  while  we  sug- 
gest a  few  considerations,  which  you  might  otherwise  justly 
resent  as  an  insult  upon  a  virtuous  and  enlightened  people. 

Great-Britain  would  receive  the  submission  of  America 
as  a  success  due  to  the  justice  of  their  cause ;  and  while 
they  triumphed  in  our  wrongs,  would  burden  us  with  the 
many  millions  hitherto  lavished  in  vain  attempts  to  sub- 
jugate us,  and  to  wrest  from  us  the  rights  of  human 
nature  —  Contempt  would  crowd  upon  misfortune,  and 
insult  be  added  to  injury — National  honor  at  an  end, 
no  foreign  power  would  aid  our  quarrel  or  relieve  our 
distress  —  And  our  latest  posterity,  miserably  expiring, 
would  execrate  our  memories,  while  they  reproached  our 
perfidy  and  baseness.  In  addition  to  this,  France  and 
Spain,  the  generous  avengers  of  our  injuries,  whose  blood 
and  treasure  have  been  profusely  expended  in  our 
defence,  thus  insulted  and  abused  by  a  breach  of  compact, 
would  be  fully  authorised  by  the  laws  of  nations  in  taking 
exemplary  vengeance  on  our  defection. 

Another  consideration  presents  itself  to  our  view  and 
demands  the  most   serious   attention.     Our   brethren  of 
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the  army,  from  a  firm  reliance  on  our  first  declarations, 
which  pledged  to  them  our  lives  and  fortunes  for  mutual 
support,  can  never  be  abandoned  —  they  have  hitherto 
borne,  with  patient  expectation  of  better  days,  the  toils 
of  military  duty.  —  Much  is  due  to  their  virtuous  firmness 
and  perseverance — rendered  as  they  are  by  their  exer- 
tions peculiarly  obnoxious,  they  can  have  no  hope  but 
what  centei-s  in  the  happy  completion  of  our  Independence. 
Let  it  be  our  care  to  second  their  generous  efibrts,  and 
pay  that  tribute  to  their  services,  which  so  much  merit 
exacts,  and  which  our  plighted  faith  requires  as  a  debt  of 
justice  from  ourselves. 

We  are  no  strangers  to  the  designing  whispers  of  our 
enemies,  which,  circulated  with  sedulous  industry  as  well 
in  Europe  as  America,  would  lead  the  world  to  believe, 
that  the  terms  of  reconciliation  oflTered  by  Britain,  were 
such  as  the  honor  and  interest  of  the  continent  would 
have  been  consulted  by  accepting. 

To  defeat  these  insinuations,  we  need  only  remark, 
that  even  the  speciousness  of  appearances  could  not  con- 
ceal the  fallacy  of  their  designs.  The  parliament  of 
Britain  reserved  to  themselves  the  controul  of  every 
engagement  which  their  commissioners  might  enter  into. 
Under  this  restriction,  had  every  proposition  which  their 
commissioners  made  been  acceeded  to  by  us,  or  proposals 
the  most  honorable  been  made  by  us  and  acceded  to  by 
them,  and  finally  disapproved  of  by  their  Parliament,  we 
should,  when  too  late  to  remedy  the  evil,  have  found  our- 
selves duped  by  the  arts  of  negociation — resting  upon 
professions  which  had  no  other  views  to  accommodation, 
but  such  as  were  founded  on  a  hope,  that,  our  army  being 
disbanded,  and  our  people  lulled  into  a  fallacious  security 
by  false  promises,  we  should  no  longer  be  able  to  make 
head  against  their  reiterated  attacks. 

Nor  was  even  this  shadowy  system  adopted,  until  our 
foreign  connections,  which  the  pride  and  obstinacy  of 
Britain  had  induced  us  to  contract,  were  entered  into  and 
folly  ratified,  and  from  which  neither  honor  as  a  nation, 
nor  honesty  as  individuals  would  sufifer  us  to  recede. 

An  honorable  peace  cannot  be  obtained  but  at  the  point 
of  the  sword ;  for  the  insolence  of  our  enemies  claims, 
and  the  measure  of  their  barbarities  have  ever  been  pro- 
portioned to  their  ideas  of  our  strength  and  resources : 
Should  we  then  basely  lay  our  swords  at  their  feet,  can 
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we  entertain  a  doubt,  but  that  after  plunging  them  into 
our  bosoms  they  would  fabricate  them  into  shackles  for 
our  sons.  This  persuasion  alone  should  rouse  up  all  that 
is  American  within  you,  and  stimulate  to  every  exertion 
of  your  abilities  (for  com  pi  eating  your  army  and  provid- 
ing amply  for  its  support)  which  the  dread  of  slavery, 
the  dictates  of  religion  and  the  sensations  of  honor  and 
humanity  can  inspire. 

If,  in  the  first  stages  of  this  glorious  contest,  the  free- 
men o{  America y  undisciplined  and  unprovided,  destitute 
of  internal  resources  or  foreign  connections,  and  having  no 
government  but  such  as  was  exercised  by  common  consent 
from  day  to  day,  could  successfully  oppose  the  armies  of 
Britain,  it  follows  by  irresistable  conclusion,  that,  taught 
by  experience  the  art  of  war,  furnished  with  every  thing 
necessary  for  its  continuance,  and  supported  by  the  energy 
of  an  excellent  political  constitution,  we  cannot  fail,  by  a 
junction  of  our  own  powers,  honorably  exerted^  with  the 
profiered  aid  of  Europe,  under  the  auspices  of  Heaven,  to 
secure  our  Independence  and  all  its  attendant  blessings. 
But  if,  with  victory,  peace  and  liberty  full  in  our  view, 
we  permit  either  averice  or  indolence  to  deprive  us  of 
them,  we  deserve  to  sufier,  beyond  the  example  of  any 
other  people,  all  the  miseries  of  slavery,  contempt  and 
insult,  which  a  merciless  conqueror  can  inflict. 

Being  your  brethren,  honored  with  your  suffrages,  in  a 
day  of  danger  and  adversity,  we  could  not  reconcile  it  to 
our  duty,  or  the  affection  we  bear  you,  to  be  silent  at  the 
present  most  important  crisis.

proceed  to  Newport  in  Rhode  Island,  the  above  men  to 
be  detached  from  the  counties  of  Plymouth  and  Bristol, 
Col,    GilVs   and   Btdlard^s  regiments,   in    Suffolk,   Col. 
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TyW8  in  Worcester  and  Col.  Perri/Sy  in  Middlesex^ 
and  not  to  exceed  those  limits,  the  men  aforesaid  to 
take  with  them  three  days  provision. 

And  it  is  further  JResolved,  That  his  Excellency  with 
jidvice  of  Council,  be  impowered,  to  order  any  number  of 
the  militia  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  hold  themselves  in 
readiness  to  march  at  a  minute's  warning,  and  when  he 
shall  judge  it  necessary,  to  march  them  to  such  part  of 
the  State  of  Rhode-Island,  as  he  shall  judge  necessary. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved,  That  his  Excellency  with

Resolved,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  with  ad- 
vice of  Council,  be  requested  to  desire  General  Lincoln, 
to  take  the  command  of  the  aforesaid  troops,  agreeable  to 
the  request  of  his  Excellency  General  Rochambeau. 

Resolved,  That  the  aforesaid  troops,  and  any  others  that 
may  be  ordered  on  as  aforesaid,  shall  receive  such  pay 
and  rations  as  the  General  Court  shall  hereafter  order.

Putnam,  Jackson  and  Brooks,  a 
committee  from  the  army^  praying  that  the  officers  and 
soldiers  of  the  Massachusetts  line  of  the  army^  may  have 
liberty  to  purchase  confiscated  estates,  and  pay  for  them  in 
their  depreciation  notes,  and  that  monies  arising  from  the 
-nle  of  confiscated  estates,  may  be  appropriated  for  the 
redemption  of  said  notes. 

Resolved,  That  if  any  officer  or  soldier  of  the  Massa-- 
chusetts  line  of  the  Continental  army,  or  his  agent,  shall 
purchase  at  public  vendue,  any  confiscated  estate  in  this 
Commonwealth,  on  his  paying  so  much  money  as  to  dis- 
charge the  debts  due  from  said  estate,  he  shall  have 
liberty  to  pay  the  remainder  in  depreciation  notes  drawn 
in  his  favor,  and  payable  the  first  of  March  instant,  and 
still  his  property,  and  if  said  notes  are  presented  by  his 
agent,  said  agent  shall  produce  a  certificate  from  a  gen- 
eral officer,  or  officer  commanding  a  regiment,  that  said 
notes  were  the  property  of  the  original  holder  at  the  time 
the  certificate  was  given,  and  said  agent  shall  make  oath 
before  some  Justice  of  the  Peace  that  he  knows  nothing 
directly  or  indirectly,  but  the  said  notes  are  still  the 
property  of  the  original  holder. 

And  it  is  fiiiliher  Resolved,  That  if  any  person  not 
belonging  to  the  army,  nor  agent  for  the  army,  shall 
purchase  any  confiscated  estate,  the  monies  resulting  to 
government  from  the  sale  thereof  after  the  just  debts  of 
the  same  are  paid,  shall  be  appropriated  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  above  described  notes. 
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And  the  comniittees  appointed  to  make  sale  of  abaen- 
tees  estates,  be,  and  hereby  are  authorised  and  directed 
to  pay  such  notes,  if  presented  by  the  original  owner  or 
his  agent,  in  manner  aforesaid,  any  law  or  resolve  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 

And  the  Treasurer  is  hei*eby  authorised  and  directed, 
to  receive  of  said  committees,  the  notes  which  they  may 
receive  as  above  directed,  at  their  value. 

And  it  is  further  Besolved,  That  the  committee  afore- 
said, be  and  they  hereby  are  directed,  for  the  term  of 
three  months  from  the  date  hereof,  not  to  require  or 
reserve  in  their  hands,  a  larger  sum  in  money,  than  is 
necessary  to  discharge  such  claims  against  any  of  the 
aforesaid  estates,  as  they  are  respectively  informed  of  at 
the  time  of  selling  the  same,  and  if  any  legal  claims 
against  such  estates  shall  be  exhibited  after  the  sale

the   measuj'es  of  government  for  maintaining  the  inde- 
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pendency  of  America,  and  for  the  support  of  this  Com-- 
monweaUk:  And  whereas  David  Field,  Esq  ;  and  a  num- 
ber of  other  inhabitants  of  said  town,  well  affected  to  the 
American  cause,  and  to  the  catise  of  liberty  and  virtue, 
have,  by  their  petition  represented  their  readiness  to  com- 
ply with  the  requisitions  of  this  Court  made  upon  the 
town  of  Deerfield,  and  the  great  difficulties  that  arise  to 
them  from  the  conduct  of  the  persons  ctforementioned,  and 
pray  for  relief:  And  similar  circumstances  may  have 
taken  place  in  other  towns. 

Resolved,  That  all  persons  now  in  any  town  or  parish 
office,  who  may  hereafter  be  elected  to  any  town  or  par- 
ish office,  as  also  grand  and  petit  jurors,  chosen  by  any 
to^vn,  and  all  persons  offering  to  vote  in  any  town  meet- 
ing, whose  allegiance,  fidelity  and  good-will  to  the 
American  cause,  may  be  suspected  and  called  in  ques- 
tion by  any  five  freeholders  of  the  town  where  such 
officer  has  been  or  may  be  elected,  or  such  person  may 
offer  his  vote,  the  oath  of  allegiance  provided  by  the

And  all  elections  of  such  officers  already  made,  or 
that  shall  hereafter  be  made  of  such  persons,  shall  be 
void,  and  any  town  or  parish  where  such  elections  shall 
become  void  by  means  of  the  refusal  as  aforesaid,  shall 
as  soon  as  may  be,  proceed  to  the  choice  of  some  others 
to  fill  such  vacant  offices,  and  if  necessary  the  Select- 
men of  towns  or  the  committee  of  plantations  for  the 
preceeding  year,  are  hereby  required  to  call  town  or 
parish  meetings  for  that  purpose,  in  the  way  and  man- 
ner prescribed  by  law.

Whereas  early  in  the  present  contest  vnth  Great  Britain^ 
it  was  found  that  some  persons^  influenced  by  avarice  or 
disaffection,  and  unrestrained  at  that  time  by  any  positive 
law,  supplied  the  fleets  of  Britain  from  time  to  thne  with 
masts,  yards  and  spars,  under  pretence  of  exporting  those 
articles  to  the  French  Islands  in  the  West-Indies,  and 
other  persons,  though  honestly  disposed^  frequently  gave 
the  enemy  opj)ortunities  of  capturing  valuable  cargoes  of 
said  articles  by  incautiously  transporting  thein  to  foreign 
markets.  The  General  Court  of  the  State  of  Massachu- 
setts-Bay were  no  sooner  apprized  of  a  practice  dangerous 
in  its  consequences,  and  evidently  tending  to  serve  our 
enemies  and  distress  our  friends,  than  they  passed  an  act, 
prohibiting  under  severe  peimlties,  the  exportation  of  any 
masts,  yards  and  spars  from  said  State,  of  fifteen  inches 
diameter  and  upwards,  unless  by  permission  specially 
obtained  for  that  purpose  from  the  General  Court,  under 
the  seal  of  the  State,  or  from  the  Governor  and  Council 
in  the  recess  of  said  Court,  which  act  has  been  revived 
and  is  still  in  force,  and  as  the  present  shattered  condition 
of  the  British  fleet  in  the  West-Indies  and  other  parts, 
must  greatly  enhance  the  value  of  those  articles  among  our 
enemies,  and  consequently  hold  up  an  additional  incite- 
ment to  the  commission  of  those  evils  ichich  the  said  act 
was  intended  to  prevent,  —  it  is  therefore  more  than  prob- 
able that  som£  individuals  in  those  States,  where  no  similar 
prohibitory  laws  are  now  in  being,  may  be  induced,  from 
lucrative  or  other  motires,  to  supply  the  said  fleets  tcith 
masts,  yards,  and  spars,  articles  of  lohicJi  they  are  in 
great  want,  and  cannot  othei'wise  obtain  but  at  an  essence 
and  delay  that  must  greatly  retard  their  operations  and 
facilitate  those  of  our  generous  ally;  hence  we  conclude, 
that  eveinf  State  that  has  not  already  made  effectual  provi- 
sion for  the  purpose,  Tvill  see  the  necessity  of  prohibiting 
the  exportation  of  said  articles,  unless  under  certain  severe 
restrictions;  but  such  is  our  confidence  in  the  wisdom  and 
patriotism  of  the  government  of  New  Hampshire,  that  we 
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are  sensible  it  is  only  necessary  to  point  out  the  probable 
existence  of  an  evil  of  the  present  magnitude^  in  order  to 
induce  the  legislature  of  that  State  to  adopt  the  most 
speedy  and  effectual  measures  to  prevtnt  or  punish  it. 

Therefore  Itesolvedy  That  the  Governor  be,  and  he 
hereby  is  requested  to  write  to  the  legislature  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire^  on  this  subject,  that  the  neces- 
sary measures  may  be  taken,  if  none  such  are  already 
adopted,  to  prevent  the  exportation  of  masts,  yards  and 
spars  from  said  State*.

A   LETTER   TO   THE    PRESIDENT   OF   CONGRESS.  CAa».249 

A  Letter  to  the  President  of  Congress. 

Sir, 
The  General  Assembly  of  this  State  ])eing  near  the 
close  of  a  tedious  session  when  your  Excellency's  letter, 
inclosing  the  resolves  of  Congress  of  the  3d  and  7th 
ultimo,  was  received,  and  doubting  greatly  whether  the 
good  i>eople  of  this  State  will  agree  to  such  a  disposition 
of  the  effects  of  an  impost  duty  as  is  proposed  (if- they 
should  think*  any  adviseable)  have  thought  it  prudent  to 
postpone  a  determination  thereof  to  the  next  session,  which 
will  be  early  in  April,  and  communicate  to  your  Excel- 
lency our  objections  thereto.  The  Massachusetts  are 
ready,  and  trust  by  their  conduct  have  given  evidence  of 
their  readiness  to  contribute  their  full  proportion  towards 
the  expences  of  the  war,  and  other  public  charges,  but 
they  have  great  reason  to  suppose,  that  by  some  accident 
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or  mistake  they  are  already  called  upon  in  an  undue  pro- 
portion to  their  abilities;  but  a  representation  on  this 
head  they  are  preparing  to  send  to  Congress  —  such  a 
duty  as  this  we  conceive  would  be  an  unequal  burthen, 
operating  very  heavily  on  some  States  and  with  little 
weight  on  others.  Every  State  must  be  supposed  able 
to  pay  taxes  in  proportion  to  their  wealth ;  but  if  one 
State  employs  its  wealth  in  raising  com  or  pork,  rice  or 
tobacco,  and  another,  from  its  local  situation,  throws  the 
same  quantity  of  wealth  into  vessels  of  war,  the  one  may 
pay  a  large  sum  upon  this  plan,  and  the  other  nothing  at 
all ;  so,  if  one  State  is  so  far  advanced  in  manufactories^ 
as  to  be  able  to  cloath  themselves,  and  another  is  obliged 
to  import  all  they  wear,  the  same  event  may  take  place : 
If  therefore,  we  should  accede  to  a  part  of  the  proposi- 
tion, there  appears  no  degree  of  probability  of  our  doing 
it  upon  any  other  plan  than  that  the  proceeds  of  the 
duties  should  be  passed  by  Congress,  to  the  credit  of  the 
State  from  which  they  rise,  and  deducted  out  of  their 
annual  proportion  of  the  public  expence  ;  but  though  we 
had  agitated  among  ourselves  the  question  of  laying 
duties  on  importation  for  our  own  internal  purposes, 
before  we  received  your  Excellency's  letter,  we  found  it 
a  question  of  such  magnitude,  that  we  have  not  yet 
decided  it.  The  mercantile  interest  in  this  Common- 
wealth seem  to  consider  it  as  a  partial  tax,  as  they  say 
the  general  maxim  of  these  burdens  being  borne  by  the 
consumer,  does  not  hold  in  the  present  state  of  our  trade, 
when  it  is  notorious  that  most  imported  commodities  are 
vended  below  their  cost.  We  are  very  sensible  of  the 
necessity  of  furnishing  Congress  with  a  permanent  fund, 
of  which  they  may  have  the  sole  distribution,  and  feel  the 
daily  embarrassments  arising  from  the  confusion  produced 
by  the  mixed  requisitions  that  ai-e  necessarily  made,  and 
the  settlements  we  are  called  upon  to  make  with  the  Con- 
tinental army,  in  which  we  find  it  impossible  to  distin- 
guish what  ought  to  be  settled  by  officers  of  Congress, 
and  what  by  us.  We  shall  therefore  very  readily  concur 
in  any  measures  for  establishing  funds,  upon  such  prin- 
ciples as  will  operate  in  proportion  to  the  abilities  of  each 
State,  and  that  such  taxes,  and  the  management  of  them, 
should  be  under  the  controul  of  Congress,  or  to  agree  to 
any  other  arrangements,  upon  equitable  principles,  that 
will  give  weight  to  the  exertions  of  Congress.

Beaches  and  Shores  adjoining  to  Nobscussett  Meadow,  in 
Yarmouth,  between  said  Meadow  and  Yarmouth  Harbour , 
whereby  the  Beach  is  much  broken  and  damnified,  and  the 
Sand  much  blown  on  said  Meadow  and  Lands  adjoiningi 
to  the  great  Damage  not  only  of  private  Persons  in  their 
Property,  but  also  of  the  said  Town  in  general,  so  faros 
relates  to  said  Meadow,  Harbour  and  the  Lands  adjoining' 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hotue  of 
Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the 
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Authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the  First  Day  J*«3^°"  ^l^^' 
of  JiUt/  next,  no  Person  or  Persons  shall  presume  to  turn  ing  cltue  of™ii 
or  drive  any  Neat  Cattle  or  Horse  Kind,  Sheep  or  Swine,  BeSchesf MeSu 
to,  or  upon  any  of  the  Beaches,  Meadows  or  Shores  at  JJ^bMUMStt, 
said  Nohscu99eUy  beginning    at   the    Westerly    Side  of  *,iy*the°i"rt 
Tobey^s  Land,  upon  the  Bank  near  the  Sea  Shore,  and  Dayofjuiy 
all  lAnds,  Beaches  and  Meadows  lying  to  the  Southward 
and  Westward  of  the  said   Tober/^s  Land,  extending  to 
Yarmouth  Harbour,  that  is  now  lying  without  Fence  to 
the  Sea  Shore,  and  so  to  the  Extent  of  the  Meadow  and 
Beached  aforesaid  in  said  Yarmouth ,  from  the  Fifteenth 
Day  of  April  to  the  Fifteenth  Day  of  November  annually, 
upon  the  Penalty  of  Ten  Shillings  a  Head  for  Neat  Cattle  Penalty. 
and  Horse  Kind,  and  One  Shilling  for  each  Sheep  and 
Swine  that  shall  be  turned  and  found  on  said  Beaches, 
Meadows  or  Shores,  within  the  Time  and  Limits  afore- 
said, which  Penalty  shall  be  recovered  by  the  Selectmen 
or  Treasurer  of  the  said  town  of  Yarmouth,  or  any  other 
Person  that  shall  inform  and  sue  for  the  same ;  the  one 
Half  of  the  said  Forfeiture  shall  enure  to  the  Benefit  of 
him  or  them  who  shall  inform  and  sue  for  the  same ;  the 
other  Half  to  the  Benefit  of  the  Poor  of  the  said  Town 
of  Yarmouth. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid, 
That  if  any  Neat  Cattle  or  Horse  Kind,  or  Sheep  or  cattie  iiabie  to 
Swine,  shall  at  any  Time  hereafter  be  found  on  the  said  *»**  *'°p^'*°**«^- 
Beaches,  Meadows  or  Shores,  Southward  or  Westward 
of  the  said  Tobey's  Land,  extending  to  Yarmouth  Har- 
bour, that  is  now  or  that  shall  be  hereafter  thrown  out  to 
common  or  lying  without  Fenc^,  it  shall  and  may  be 
Lawful  for  any  Person  to  impound  the  same,  immediately 
giving  Notice  to  the  Owners,  if  known,  otherwise  to  give 
public  Nc*ice  thereof  in  the  said  Town  of  Yarmouth,  and 
the  two  next  adjoining  Towns ;  and  the  Impounder  shall 
relieve  the  said  Creatures  with  suitable  Meat  and  Water 
while  impounded :  And  if  the  Owner  thereof  appear,  he  pees  to  be 
shall  pay  the  Sum  of  Three  Shillings  to  the  Impounder  f *pouDdS-,  &c. 
for  each  Neat  Beast  and  Horse  Kind ;  and  One  Shilling 
for  each  Sheep  and  Swine ;  and  the  reasonable  Costs  of 
relieving  them,  besides  the  Pound  Keeper's  Fees  ;  and  if 
no  Owner  appear  within  the  Space  of  Six  Days  to  redeem 
the  said  Cattle,  or  Horse  Kind,  Sheep  or  Swine  so  im- 
pounded, and  to  pay  the  Costs  and  Damage  occasioned 
by  impounding  the  same;  then,  and  in  every  such  Case,  AndinCwe. 
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Town  of  Tar- 
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ProTiso. 
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the  Person  or  Persons  impounding  such  Cattle  or  Horse 
Kind,  Sheep  or  Swine,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  sold  at 
Public  Vendue,  to  pay  the  Costs  and  Charges  arising 
alK>ut  the  same :  (public  Notice  of  the  Time  and  Place 
of  such  Sale  to  be  given  in  the  said  Town  of  Yarmouth 
Forty-eight  Hours  before  Hand,)  the  Overplus  (if  any 
there  be)  arising  by  such  Sale,  to  be  returned  to  the 
Owner  of  such  Cattle  or  Horse  Kind,  Sheep  or  Swine  at 
any  Time  within  Twelve  Months  next  after,  upon  his 
demanding  the  same ;  but  if  no  Owner  appear  within  the 
said  Twelve  Months,  then  the  said  Overplus  shall  enure 
the  one  Half  to  the  Use  and  Benefit  of  the  Party  im- 
pounding, and  the  other  Half  to  the  Use  and  Benefit  of 
the  Poor  of  the  said  Town  of  Yamuyuth. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid^ 
That  the  said  Town  of  Yarmouth  ^  at  their  Meeting  in 
March  annually,  for  the  Choice  of  Town  Ofiicers,  be,  and 
hereby  are  authorised  and  impowered  to  choose  one  or 
more  meet  Person  or  Peraons  whose  Duty  it  shall  be  to 
see  this  Act  observed,  and  to  prosecute  the  Breakers 
thereof;  and  who  shall  be  Sworn  to  the  faithful  Dis- 
charge of  their  Ofiice :  And  in  Case  any  Person  so

Preamble.  Whereas  there  has  been  for  a  long  Time^  a  Troop  of 

Horse  belonging  to  the  aforesaid  JRegiment^  and  by  the 
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MUitia  Law  now  in  ForcCy  no  Provision  is  made  for 
continuing  said  mTroop:  And  whereas  it  will  conduce 
much  to  the  strengthening  the  Itegiment  of  Militia  afore- 
saidy  that  the  said  Troop  should  be  continued: 

Be  it  therefore  enizcted  by  the  Senate  and  House    of 
Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the 
Authority  of  the  same^  That  there  shall  be  one  Company  J,^*'ivoopof  *^' 
or  Troop  of  Horse,  to  consist  of  those  formerly  belong-  uorro-and 
ing  to  the  Troop  of  Horse  in  said  Regiment,  and  others   *^^  ™ 
to  be  raised  by  voluntary  inlistments  out  of  the  Training 
Band  or  Alarm  List  indiscriminately ;  the  said  Troop  not 
to  exceed,  at  any  one  Time,  more  than  Fifty-eight  able- 
bodied  effective  Men,  exclusive  of  Commissioned  Officers  ; 
the  Commissioned  Officers  of  the  said  Company  or  Troop 
of  Horse  to  consist  of  one  Captain,  one  Lieutenant,  one 
Cornet,  and  one  Quarter-Master,  to  be  under  the  Com- 
mand of  the  Field  Officers  of  said  Regiment ;  the  Non- 
commissioned   Officers    to   consist    of   one    Clerk,    four 
Corporals  and  two  Trumpeters ;   The  same  Rules  to  be  The  Troop  to 
observed  in  chusing  and  commissioning  the  Officers  of  Sl^eiS^L 
the  said  Troop,  and  the  said  Troop  to  be  under  the  same  FSSJcompa.

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid^ 
That  each  and  every  Officer  and  private  Soldier  of  said  J^^^hS  acm^** 
Company  or  Troop  of  Horse,  shall  equip  himself  and  be  anceof  the 
constantly  provided  with  a  good  and  serviceable  Horse,  ofl^r*o?llifd 
to  the  Acceptance  of  the  Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer  ^«^"«°^- 
of  said  Regiment,  a  good  Saddle,  Bit-Bridle,   Holster, 
Breastplate  and  Cruper ;  and  shall  further  equip  himself 
with  a  good  Carbine  or  Firelock,  not  less  than  three  Feet 
long  in  Barrel,  with  a  Belt  and  Swivel,  a  Case  of  good 
Pistols,  with  a  Cutlass,  a  Flask  or  Cartouch-Box,  one 
Pound  of  Powder,  three  Pounds  of  Leaden-Ball,  One- 
Third  Part  thereof  suited  to  his  Carbine  or  Firelock,  the 
other  Two-Thirds  suited  to  his  Pistol,  eighteen  Flints, 
and  a  Pair  of  good  Boots  and  Spurs. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  said  Company  or  when  to  be 
Troop  of  Horse  shall  be  mustered  when  and  so  often  as  "»"■'«'•**• 
the  Companies  of  the  Foot  in  the  said  Regiment  are 
obliged  by  Law  to  be  mustered. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid^ 
That  each  and  every  Commissioned  Officer  of  said  Com- 
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pany,  who  shall  not,  within  one  Month  next  after  receiv- 
ing his  Commission,  provide  for,  arm  •and  equip  himself 
with  such  Horse,  Arms  and  Accoutrements,  as  is  by  this 
Act  directed,  and  keep  himself  constantly  so  equipped, 
shall  be  liable  to  be  removed  from  his  OflBce  by  a  C3ourt 
Martial,  appointed  as  by  the  aforesaid  Militia  Act  is  pro- 
vided ;  and  if  any  Non-commissioned  Officer  or  Private, 
being  duly  notified  and  warned  of  the  Time  and  Place 
appointed  for  the  Company  to  meet  on  a  Training  or 
Muster  Day,  shall  unnecessarily  neglect  .to  appear  with 
such  Horse,  Arms  and  Equipments,  he  shall  pay  a  Fine 
not  exceeding  Forty  Shillings^  nor  less  than  Ten  Shil- 
lings^ for  not  appearing  and  being  equipped  with  a  Horse 
as  aforesaid,  and  shall  pay  a  Fine  not  exceeding  Twenty 
Shillings^  nor  less  than  Five  Shillings  for  every  other 
Neglect  in  the  Premises ;  and  if  he  shall  be  disorderly 
or  disobedient  on  a  Training  or  Muster  Day,  he  shall 
pay  a  Fine  not  exceeding  Forty  Shillings^  nor  less  than 
Ten  Shillings.  And  all  Fines  and  Forfeitures  of  Money, 
arising  by  Breach  of  this  Act,  for  Disobedience  or  Failui-e 
of  Appearance  on  a  Training  Day,  shall  be  estimated  in 
Gold  or  Silver,  or  Bills  of  Credit  equivalent  thereto,  and 
shall  be  recovered  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Company,  and 
disposed  of  in  the  same  Way  and  Manner  as  is  directed 
in  the  aforesaid  Militia  Act.

AN   ACT   FOR  ALTERING   THE    DIVIDING  LINE  BETWEEN  THE 
TOWNS  OF  SOUTH  HADLET  AVD  GRANBT. 

WlierecLS  many  Difficulties  have  arisen  between  the 
Towns  of  South  Hadley  and  Granby,  by  Means  of  a 
very  crooked  and  unequal  Dividing  Line  between  the  said 
Toions;  for  preventing  whereof: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  assembled  and  by  the  Authority  of 
the  same^  That  in  future  the  Dividing  Line  between  said 
Towns  shall  be  as  follows,  viz.  Beginning  at  a  Pine  Tree 
now  a  Boundary  between  said  Towns,  standing  on  Spring- 
field  Line,  about  Half  a  Mile  West  of  Stoney  Brook ^  so 
called ;  thence  running  Northwardly,  a  direct  Course  to 
the  Parting  of  the  Roads  on  the  North  Side  of  Batchelors 
Brook  near  the  Sand  Banks,  so  called,  one  of  said  Roads 
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leading  to  Amherst^  and  the  other  to  Grariby;  and  from 
thence  to  continue  strait  forward  the  same  Point  of  Com- 
pass to  Hadley  Bounds. 

And  whereas  by  the  present  running  of  the  Dividing 
Line  between  said  Totvns^  some  Persons  or  their  Estates 
may  not  fall  into  the  Town  where  it  will  be  most  convenient 
and  agreeable  to  such  Persons: 

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  each  of  the  Persons  living  ^®JJJJ"Tow"*to 
in  said  Towns,  shall  have  their  Liberty  and  Choice  of  ha"  their 
belonging    to   either  of   said   Towns   as  will    be  most  ^^°^^' 
agreeable  to  them,  together  with  their  respective  Estates. 
Provided,  The  Person  so  chusing  to  remove  himself  or  Proyiio. 
his  Estate  from  the  Town  where  he  inhabits,  or  where 
his  Estate  lays,  to  the  other  Town,  shall  make  a  Return 
of  his  Name  or  the  Estate  so  to  be  removed,  into  the 
Secretary's  Office,  on  or  before  the  First  Day  of  January 
next,  therein  particularly  mentioning  the  Quantity  of  his 
Land,  with  the  Boundaries  of  such  Land,  and  the  Name 
of  the  Town  to  which  he  would  have  the  same  annexed,

MASSACHUSETTS  LINE  OF  THE  ARMY. 

WJiereas  it  is  necessary  to  impower  the  Treasurer  of  Pw*mbie. 
this  Commonwealth  to  pay  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  who 
now  belong  to  the  Massachusetts  Line  of  the  Army,  or 
who  have  heretofore  belonged  to  the  said  Line,  and  have 
died,  or  been  regularly  discharged  therefrom,  the  Balances 
that  shall  appear  on  Settlement  of  their  Accounts  to  have 
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been  due  to  the^n  on  the  First  Day  of  January,  one  Thou- 
sand seven  Hundred  and  Eighty-one^  agreeable  to  the 
Resolutions  of  the  Gene^^al  Court: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rq^resenia- 
tives  in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  atUhority  of 
the  same.

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid^ 
That  the  Treasurer  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorised  and 
empowered  to  give  Notes  for  all  Sums  that  shall  be 
loaned  on  this  Act  or  the  Act  aforesaid,  or  another  Act, 
intitled,  *' An  Act  to  supply  the  Treasury  with  the  Sum 
o(  Four  Hundred  Thoumnd  Pounds  Money,"  agreeable 
to  tlie  first  Form  prescribed  in  the  last  mentioned  Act 
only ;  any  Thing  in  either  of  the  aforesaid  Acts  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding.

other  Place  within  this  Commonwealth,  as  a  Majority  of 
the  Members  present  in  a  legal  Meeting,  shall  judge  most 
fit  and  convenient. 

And  whereas  it  is  clearly  of  Importance^  that  ajuM  Lis- 
crimination  should  be  made  between  such  as  are  duly  edu- 
cated and  properly  qualified  for  the  Duties  of  their 
Profession  and  those  who  may  ignorantly  and  unckedly 
administer  Medicine^  whereby  the  Health  and  Lives  of 
many  valuable  Individuals  are  endangered^  or  perhaps 
lost  to  the  Community, 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid^  That 
the  President  and  Fellows  of  said  Society,  or  other  such 
of  their  Officers  or  Fellows  as  they  shall  appoint,  shall 
have  full  Power  and  Authority  to  examine  all  Candidates 
for  the  Practice  of  Physic  and  Surgery  (who  shall  offer 
themselves  for  Examination,  respecting  their  Skill  in 
their  Profession,)  and  if  upon  such  Examination,  the 
said  Candidates  shall  be  found  skilled  in  their  Profes- 
sion, and  fitted  for  the  Practice  of  it,  they  shall  receive 
the  Approbation  of  the  Society  in  Letters  Testimonial  of 
such  Examination,  under  the  Seal  of  the  said  Society, 
signed  by  the  President,  or  such  other  Person  or  Persons 
as  shall  be  appointed  for  that  Purpose. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid. 
That  if  the  said  President,  and  such  other  Person  or 
Persons  so  elected  and  appointed  for  the  Purpose  of 
examining  Candidates  as  aforesaid,  shall  obstinately 
refuse  to  examine  any  Candidate  so  oflering  himself  for 
Examination  as  aforesaid,  each  and  every  such  Person 
so  elected  and  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  subject  to 
a  Fine  of  One  Hundred  Pounds^  to  be  recovered  by  the 
said  Candidate,  and  to  his  own  Use,  in  any  Court  within 
this  Commonwealth  proper  to  try  the  same. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid^ 
That  the  Fellows  of  said  Society  may  and  shall  forever 
be  deemed  capable  in  Law  of  having,  holding  and  taking 
in  Fee  Simple,  or  any  less  Estate  by  Gift,  Grant  or 
Devise,  or  otherwise,  any  Land,  Tenement  or  other 
Estate  Real  or  Personal ;  provided  that  the  annual 
Income  of  the  whole  Real  Estate  that  may  be  given, 
granted  or  devised  to,  or  purchased  by  the  said  Society, 
shall  not  exceed  the  Sum  of  Two  Hundred  PoundSy  and 
the  annual  Income  or  Interest  of  said  Personal  Estate, 
shall  not  exceed  the  Sum  of  Six  Hundred  Pounds  ^  all 
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the  Sums  mentioned  in  this  Act  to  be  valued  in  Silver  at 
Six  Shillings  and  Eight  Pence  per  Ounce :  And  the 
annual  Income  or  Interest  of  the  said  Real  and  Personal 
Estate,  together  with  the  Fines  and  Penalties  paid  to 
said  Society,  or  recovered  by  them,  shall  be  appropri- 
ated to  such  Purposes  as  are  consistent  with  the  End 
and  Design  of  the  Institution  of  said  Society,  and  as  the 
Fellows  thereof  shall  determine. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  first  Meeting  of  the  Edward  Angut- 
said  Medical  Society  shall  be  held   in  some   convenient  Saf  mSiior.

COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS, 

In  the  Tear  of  our  LORD  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Eighty- 
one. 

AN  ACT  FOR  APPORTIONING  AND  ASSESSING  A  TAX  OF  THREE 
HUNDRED  AND  THREE  THOUSAND  SIX  HUNDRED  AND 
THIRTY-FOUR  POUNDS  AND  SIX  PENCE. 

Whereas  it  v*  necessary  that  the  Sum  of  Two  Hundred 
and  Ninety-nine  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Eighty-two 
Pounds  Two  Shillings  and  Four  Pence, /or  defraying  the 
Public  Charges;  and  the  Sum  q/*  Three  Thousand  Six 
Hundred  Thirty-four  Pounds  and  Six  Pence, />r  the  Pay 
of  the  Members  of  the  Hou-^e  of  Representatives  for  their 
Attendance  in  the  General  Court  the  two  last  Sessions: 
Also  a  further  Sum  of  Seventeen  Pounds  Seventeen 
Shillings  and  Eight  Pence,  being  a  Bounty  allowed  to  the 
Town  of  Lincoln, /o?'  raising  Men  agreeable  to  a  B^solve 
past  the  present  Session  of  the  General  Courts  should  be 
raised  and  paid  into  the  Public  Treasury: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  assemAled^  and  by  the  Authority 
of  the  same,  That  each  Town  and  other  Place  within  this 
Commonwealth,  be  assessed,  and  pay  as  such  Towns  and 
other  Places  Proportion  of  the  Sum  of  Three  Hundred  and 
Three  Thousand  Six  Hundred  and  Thirty-four  Pounds 
and  Six  Pence,  the  following  Sums  set  against  them 
respectively,  viz.  in  the  Schedule  hereto  annexed.  —

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And  be  it  fwrther  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid^ 
That  the  Treasurer  of  this  Commonwealth  do  forthwith 
send  his  Warrants,  directed  to  the  Selectmen  or  Assessors 
of  each  Town  or  other  Place  within  this  Commonwealth, 
that  are  taxed,  requiring  them  respectively,  to  assess  the 
Sum  hereby  set  upon  such  Town  or  other  Place,  in 
Manner  following,  that  is  to  say, — To  assess  all  the 
Male  Polls  above  the  Age  of  Sixteen  Years,  within  their 
respective  Towns  or  other  Places  next  adjoining  to  them, 
belonging  to  no  other  Town  or  Place,  including  Negroes 
and  Molattoes,  and  such  of  them  as  are  under  the  Gov- 
ernment of  a  Master  or  Mistress,  to  be  taxed  to  said 
Master  or  Mistress  respectively,  in  the  same  Manner  as 
iGnors  and  Apprentices  are  taxed,  at  Twenty-five  8hiU 
lings  each,  on  the  Sum  contained  in  the  first  Column  in 
the  Schedule  of  the  Tax,  and  so  to  add  or  abate  the  Sum 
set  on  the  Polls  in  due  Proportion  as  the  said  first  Column 
bears  to  the  Balance  or  Sum  which  is  assessed  in  the  last 
Column :  And  the  Remainder  of  the  Sum  set  to  each 
Town  or  other  Place,  after  deducting  the  Sums  assessed 
to  the  Polls  as  aforesaid,  on  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Town 
or  other  Place  as  aforesaid,  according  to  the  just  Value 
of  the  whole  Real  Estate  by  each  Inhabitant  of  such  Town 
or  Place  respectively  possessed  by  them  on  the  Tenth  of 
N^ovember  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Eighty-one, 
in  his  own  Right  or  in  the  Right  of  others,  lying  within 
said  Town  or  Place,  improved  or  not  improved,  and  on 
the  non-resident  Possessors  of  Real  Estate  lying  within 
said  Town  or  Place,  in  their  own  Right  or  Right  of 
others,  improved  or  not  improved,  saving  all  Agreements 
between  Landlords  and  Tenants,  and  where  no  Agree- 
ment is,  the  Landlord  to  reimburse  one  Half  of  the  Tax  ; 
and  also  on  the  Inhabitants  of  such  Town  or  Place,  accord- 
ing to  the  Proportion  of  the  Amount  and  just  Value  of 
their  whole  Personal  Estate,  including  Money  at  Interest 
more  than  they  pay  Interest  for  (excepting  such  Monies 
as  are  lent  to  Government,  and  by  an  Act  of  Government 
exempted  from  Taxation)  Monies  of  all  Kinds  in  Hand, 
and  also  the  Amount  of  the  just  Value  of  all  Goods, 
Wares  or  Merchandize,  Stock  in  Trade,  Vessels  of  all 
Sorts,  with  their  Stores,  Appurtenances  and  Appendages, 
Plate,  Horses,  Oxen  and  Cattle  of  all  Sorts  and  Ages, 
Sheep,  Swine,  and  Grain,  of  all  Sorts  and  Kind  of  Prod- 
uce of  the  Land,  and   all   other  Property  whatsoever. 
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excepting  Household  Furniture,  Wearing  Apparel,  Farm- 
ing Utensils,  and  the  Tools  of  Mechanics,  on  the  Tenth 
Day  of  N^ovember  next.  And  the  Assessors,  in  tbeir 
respective  Towns  or  other  Places,  shall  estimate  all  the 
before  enumerated  Articles  at  Six  per  Cent,  upon  the 
real  Value  of  the  same,  in  the  Places  where  they  are 
.  (except  unimproved  Lands,  which  shall  be  estimated  at 
Two  per  Cent,  only)  and  on  the  Amount  of  their  Income 
from  any  Profession,  Faculty,  Handicraft,  Trade  or 
Employment,  and  also  on  the  Amount  of  all  their  In- 
comes and  Profits  gained  by  trading  by  Sea  and  on  Shore. 
And  the  Treasurer,  in  his  said  Warrant,  shall  likewise 
require  the  Assessors  to  make  a  fair  List  of  said  Assess- 
ments, setting  forth  in  distinct  Columns,  against  such 
Person's  Name,  how  much  he  or  she  is  assessed  at  for 
Polls,  and  how  much  for  Real  Estate,  and  how  much  for 
Personal  Estate  as  aforesaid,  and  if  as  Guardian,  or  for 
any  Estate  in  his  or  her  Improvement  in  Trust,  to  be 
distinctly  expressed;  and  shall  also  insert  upon  their 
Rate-Bills,  the  Number  of  Acres  of  unimproved  Land 
which  they  have  taxed  to  each  of  the  non-resident  Propri- 
etors of  Land  within  their  respective  Towns,  and  also  the 
real  Value  at  which  they  have  estimated  the  same :  And 
the  List  or  Lists  so  perfected  and  signed  by  them,  or  the 
major  Part  of  them,  to  commit  to  the  Collector  or  Col- 
lectors, Constable  or  Constables,  of  any  such  Town  or 
Place ;  and  to  return  a  Certificate  of  the  Name  or  Names 
of  such  Collector  or  Collectors,  Constable  or  Constables, 
with  the  Sum-Total  to  each  of  them  committed  unto  him- 
self, some  Time  before  the  Fifteenth  Day  of  December 
next :  And  on  Failure  thereof,  each  Assessor  so  refusing 
or  neglecting  his  Duty  herein,  shall  be  subject  to  pay  a 
Fine  of  Ten  Pounds^  to  be  recovered  by  Executions  from 
the  Treasury  of  this  Commonwealth  for  the  Time  being, 
which  Fine  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, for  defraying  the  Public  Charges ;  and  in 
Case  of  Neglect  by  the  Assessors,  in  making  Returns  as 
aforementioned,  the  Treasurer  of  this  Commonwealth  is 
hereby  empowered  and  directed  to  send  his  Executions 
accordingly,  unless  such  Assessors  shall  make  it  appear 
that  the  Rate-Bills  were  compleated  and  delivered  to 
the  Collectors  before  the  said  Fifteenth  Day  of  December, 
And  the  Treasurer  for  the  Time  being,  on  the  Receipt  of 
such  Certificate,  is  hereby  empowered  and  directed  to 
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issue  forth  his  Warrants  to  the  Collector  or  Collectors, 
C!onstable  or  Constables,  of  such  Town  or  Place,  requir- 
ing him  or  them  respectively,  to  collect  the  Whole  of  the 
respective  Sums  assessed  on  each  particular  Person,  and 
to  pay  in  one  Moiety  of  their   Collections  by  the  Fif- 
teenth Day  of  January  next,  and  the  other  Moiety  by  the 
Fifteenth   Day   of  AprH  next.      Provided  nevertheless y 
that  the    following  Persons,  viz.     The   President,  Fel- 
lows, Professors,  Tutors,  Librarian,  and  the  Students  of 
Harvard  College,  who  have  their  usual  Residence  there, 
and  settled  Ministers  of  the  Gospel,  Grammar  School 
Masters,  and  Indians,  are  not  to  be  assessed  for  their 
Polls  or  their  Estates,  unless  their  Real  Estate  be  not 
under  their  actual  Management  and  Improvement,  or  not 
in  the  Parishes  where  they  are  settled  ;  and  also  all  Per- 
sons who  have  the  Management  and  Improvement  of  the 
Estate  of  Harvard  College,  are  not  to  be  assessed  for 
the  same ;    and   if  there   are   any   other  Persons,   who 
through  Age,  Infirmity,  or  Poverty,  are  unable  to  pay, 
as  others,  towards  the  Public  Charges,  or  any  Widows  or 
Orphans,  who,  depending  on  the  Interest  of  their  Money 
for  Subsistence,  have  by  the  State  of  the  Currency  been 
so  reduced,  as  that,  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Assessors, 
they  ought  to  be  relieved  in  their  Taxes ;  in  any  such 
Case,  the  Assessors  may  exempt  their  Polls  or  Estates, 
or  abate  any  Part  of  what  they  are  set  at,  as  they  on 
their  Oaths  shall  think  just  and  equitable.     And  the  Jus- 
tices,  in    their   Sessions    in    their   respective   Counties 
assembled,  in  apportioning  a  County  Tax  or  Assessment, 
are  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  apportion  the  same  on 
the  several  Towns  and  other  Places  in  such  County,  in 
Proportion  to  their  Tax.     And   the  Assef^sors   in  each 
Town  in  this  Commonwealth,  are  also  directed,  in  making 
a  Town  or  County  Tax  or  Assessment,  to  govern  them- 
selves by  the  same  Rule.     And  where  no  Person  appears 
to  discharge  the  Taxes  on   non-resident  Proprietors  of 
unimproved  Lands,  to  the  Collectors,  he  shall  publish  it 
in  one  of  the  Boston  News  Papers,  viz.    Willises  Inde- 
pendent Chronicle,  three  Weeks  successively,  the  Names 
of  all  such  Proprietors  where  they  are  known,  with  the 
Sum  of  the  Taxes  assessed  on  their  Lands  respectively, 
and  also  the  Time  and  Place  of  Sale,  and  where  they  are 
not  known,  he  shall   in   the   same  Manner  publish   the 
Sum  of  the  Ta;ces  o»  the  several  Rights  or  Divisions ; 
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and  in  each  Case  shall  po^t  the  same  in  some  convenient 
and  public  Place  in  the  Town  where  the  said  Lands  lay, 
for  the  Term  of  one  Month;  and  if  no  Person  shall 
appear  thereupon  to  discharge  said  Taxes  and  necessary 
intervening  Charges,  then  the  Constable  or  Collector 
shall  proceed  to  sell  at  Public  Sale,  to  the  highest  Bid- 
der, (after  waiting  two  Hours  from  the  Time  appointed 
for  said  Sale)  so  much  only  of  said  unimproved  Lands 
as  will  be  sufficient  to  discharge  said  Taxes  and  necessary 
intervening  Charges,  having  first  given  Notice  of  the 
intended  Sale  thereof  and  the  Time  and  Place  where  it 
will  be  made  ;  and  shall  have  Power  to  adjourn  from  Day 
to  Day  (if  necessary)  to  compleat  the  Sale,  not  to 
exceed  three  Days  (waiting  as  aforesaid)  and  shall  give 
and  execute  a  Deed  to  the  Purchaser,  expressing  therein 
the  Cause  of  such  Sale,  and  saving  to  the  aforesaid  Pro- 
prietor or  Proprietors,  the  Right  of  Redemption  of  any 
Lands  so  sold  at  any  Time  within  three  Years  from  the 
Time  of  Sale.  And  the  same  shall  be  conveyed  to  him 
or  them  on  paying  within  three  Years  as  aforesaid,  the 
Sum  such  Land  sold  for,  and  Eighteen  per  Oent.  Interest 
on  said  Sum,  together  with  all  necessary  intervening 
Charges  thereon. 

Provided  nevertheless  y  That  the  Purchaser  or  Purchasers 
shall  not  make  any  Strip  or  Waste  on  the  Premises,  until 
the  Time  of  Redemption  has  expired;  and  if  the  said 
Purchaser  or  Purchasers  shall  make  any  Strip  or  Waste 
on  said  Premises  as  aforesaid,  he  or  they  shall  be  liable 
to  pay  all  Damages  to  th6  original  Owner  or  Owners,  in 
as  ample  a  Manner  as  though  he  or  they  had  not  pur- 
chased the  same. 

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid^  That 
the  Assessors  of  each  Town  or  other  Place  respectively, 
in  convenient  Time  before  the  Assessment,  shall  give 
seasonable  Warning  to  the  Inhabitants  in  any  Town- 
Meeting,  or  by  posting  up  Notifications  in  some  Place  or 
Places  in  such  Town  or  other  Place,  or  notify  the  Inhabi- 
tants some  other  Way,  to  make  and  bring  in  to  the 
Assessors  tnie  and  perfect  Lists  of  Polls,  and  of  all  their 
Real  and  Personal  Estate  they  are  possessed  of  on  the 
said  Tenth  Day  of  November ^  agreeable  to  the  Descrip- 
tion of  Real  and  Personal  Estate,  and  Incomes  from 
Profession,  Faculty,  Handicraft,  Trade  or  Employment, 
as  aforesaid :   And  if  any  Person  or  Persons  shall  not 
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bring  in  a  List  of  their  Estates  as  aforesaid  to  the  Assess- 
orsy  ne,  she  or  they  so  neglecting  or  refusing,  shall  not 
be  admitted  to  make  Application  to  the  Court  of  General 
Sessions  for  any  Abatement  of  the  Assessment  laid  on 
him,  her  or  them  ;  and  if  the  Assessors  suspect  any  Fals- 
hood  in  the  List  to  them  presented,  of  Polls  and  Real  and 
Personal  Estate,  then  the  Assessors,  or  either  of  them, 
shall  require  the  Person  presenting  such  List  to  give 
solemn  Oath  respecting  the  same ;  which  Oath  may  be 
administered  by  the  Assessors :  Such  List  being  exhib- 
ited on  Oath,  shall  be  a  Rule  of  that  Person's  Proportion 
to  the  Tax  who  presented  the  same,  which  the  Assessors 
may  not  exceed,  unless  the  Assessors  shall  discover  any 
Error  therein. 

Be  it  further  enactedy  That  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  of 
the  Massachusetts  Line  of  the  Army  on  the  Tenth  Day  of 
JVovembery  shall  be  considered  as  resident  in  the  several 
Towns  and  Places  to  which  they  belonged  at  the  Time  of 
their  engaging  in  the  Army  (their  Absence  notwithstand- 
ing) and  the  Assessors  shall  tax  them  accordingly ;  and 
said  Officers  (except  those  on  Half  Pay)  and  Soldiers 
who  are  engaged  for  three  Years  or  during  the  War,  arc 
hereby  exempted  from  their  Poll  Tax.  Provided  never- 
thelesSj  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to 
extend  so  as  to  require  any  Assessors  to  assess  any 
Person  for  any  Estate,  Real  or  Personal,  in  his  Posses- 
sion, (Absentees  Estates  excepted)  that  is  the  Property 
of  the  United  States  or  either  of  them. 

And  whereas  there  are  many  Persons  who  dwell  or 
reside  in  some  Towns  within  this  Commonwealth ,  but  are 
engaged  in  Trade  and  negociate  their  Business  almost 
entirely  in  other  Towns  and  there  hire  Stores,  Shops  and 
Wharves  and  it  is  apparent  that  the  Assessors  of  the 
Towns  where  such  Persons  reside  or  dwell,  cannot  be  so 
well  acgiuiinted  vnth  the  Business  transacted  by  them^  as 
the  Assessors  of  the  Town  where  the  same  is  done : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Authority^  aforesaid.  That  all 
Persons  within  the  Description  aforesaid,  shall  be  assessed 
and  pay  Taxes  for  such  of  their  Goods,  Wares  and  Mer- 
chandizes, Stock  in  Trade,  Ships  and  Vessels  which  are 
sold,  used  or  improved  in  the  Town  where  they  hire 
Stores,  Ships  or  Wharves,  and  transact  the  Principal 
Part  of  their  Business,  and  for  their  Faculties  exercised 
there,  and  not  in  the  Towns  where  they  live ;  and  shall 
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accordingly  give  in  on  Oath,  if  required,  a  List  of  their 
whole  Estate  to  the  Assessors  of  the  respective  Towns, 
distinguishing  what  Part  thereof  is  rateable  in  each  Town, 
and  in  Default  thereof,  shall  be  doomed  by  the  said 
Assessors  respectively ;  Provided^  that  this  Clause  be 
not  in  any  case  so  construed  as  to  enable  any  Town  to  tax 
any  Inhabitant  of  any  other  Town  for  any  Estate  for  which 
such  other  Town  has  been  charged  in  the  Valuation. 

AM  whei*ea8  in  some  Instances  there  has  been  a  Divi- 
sion made  in  Toivns  by  setting  off  Lands  with  the  Inhabi- 
tants thereon^  from  one  Town  and  annexing  the  same  to 
some  other  Town  or  Place  which  has  been  incorporated 
since  the  Returns  were  taken^  by  which  the  present  Valua- 
tion is  framed;  in  which  Gases  the  Court  have  not  been 
able  to  deternnine  what  Proportion  ought  to  be  taken  from, 
any  such  Toum,  and  annexed  to  the  Town  whe^'e  such 
Addition  has  been  made : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That 
in  all  Cases  where  any  such  Division  has  been  made,  and 
Lands  with  the  Inhabitants  thereon  have  been  set  off 
from  one  Town  and  annexed  to  any  other  Town  or  Place 
since  the  Returns  were  taken  by  which  the  present  Valu- 
ation was  framed,  and  have  not  been  considered  and 
settled  in  the  Valuation,  that  such  Lands  with  the  Inhab- 
itants thereon,  shall  be  considered  and  held  to  pay  State 
and  County  Taxes  with  the  Town  from  whence  they  were 
so  set  off,  until  the  further  Order  of  the  General  Court. 

And  whereas  by  a  Resolve  of  the  General  Gourt  of  the 
Sixteenth  of  Juney  for  raising  Five  Hundred  Men  to  serve 
at  Rhode  Island  ;  and  another  of  the  Thirtieth  q/"  June  histy 
for  raising  Two  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  Men  for  a  Rein- 
forcement to  the  Gontinental  Ai^my,  it  wasprovidedy  that  the 
several  Towns  should  be  allowed  the  average  Price  which 
said  Men  should  cost,  as  likewise  such  Towns  as  shoidd  be 
deficient  were  to  be  fined;  but  no  sufficient  Returns  being 
made  whereby  the  same  may  be  adjusted  at  this  Time.  And 
whereas  it  cannot  at  this  Time  be  ascertained  what  is  due  to

Expences  of  Government^  and  for  the  Suppression  of 
Immorality y  Luxury  and  Extravagance  in  this  Common- 
wealthy  that  further  Measures  be  used  by  the  Legislature 
for  the  attaining  the  necessary  Supplies  for  the  former y 
and  the  Prevention  of  the  latter: 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives   in   Gene7*al    Court  assembled,  and  by  the 
Authority  of  the  same.  That  from  and  after  the  Tenth  J^e'd'^hautSm 
Day  of  December^  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  J^^.^'LiquogJ'" 
Eighty-one,  every  Person  that  shall  be  licenced  to  retail  shaii  pay  Duties.

shall  be  carried  out  of  the  Commonwealth  by  Land  or  in 
small  Boats,  then,  if  the  Person  who  is  Master  of  the 
Land  Carriage  or  Boat,  expressing  the  Quantity  thereof, 
and  the  Time  of  their  being  shipped,  and  shall  lodge 
such  Receipt  or  Bill  of  Lading  with  the  Collector  as 
aforesaid,  and  at  the  same  Time  shall  swear  that  such 
Liquors  or  Articles  are  bonafde  sent  or  intended  to  be 
sent  out  of  this  Commonwealth,  he  or  she  shall  not  be 
held  to  pay  the  Duty  thereon  aforesaid.

tageous to  the  Conmionwealth  ;  and  allow  and  pay  out  of 
the  public  Treasury  the  i:iBasonable  Expences  of  any  com- 
manding Officer,  Selectmen,  Committee,  any  Continental 
Officer,  or  other  Person  who  shall  apprehend  or  convey 
any  Deserter  to  Gaol  or  to  his  Company  as  aforesaid,  and 
charge  the  same  to  the   Account  of  such  Deserter   or 
Deserters,  to  be  adjusted  in  a  future  Settlement. 

And  it  is  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid^ 
That  if  any  commanding  Officer  of  a  Company,  Select-  ^SJdi"  *^c5om 
men,  or  Committee,    within  this   Commonwealth,   shall  pwIie8?lo.**™* 
neglect  to  perform  the  Duty  by  this  Act  enjoined,  he  or  neffSra°fho^ 
they  shall,  for  every  such  Neglect,  severally  forfeit  and  of^Scm?"*'*** 
pay  a  Fine  not  exceeding  One  Hundred  Pounds^  nor  less  Penalty. 
than  Ten  Pounds;  one  Moiety  thereof  to  be  for  the  Use 
of  this  Commonwealth,  the  other  Moiety  to  him  or  them 
who  shall  prosecute  for  the  same  to  final  Judgment,  by 
Action,   Information   or  Indictment,   before   any   Court  How  recovered. 
proper  to  try  the  same,  in  any  County  within  this  Com- 
monwealth, where  the  said  Neglect  may  happen ;  and  the 
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Oommanders  of 
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State's  Attorney,  and  all  others  acting  or  who  may  act  on 
Behalf  of  this  Commonwealth,  in  the  several  Counties 
within  the  same,  are  hereby  directed  to  assist  in  the 
Prosecution  of  all  Offences  committed  against  this  Act. 

And  whereas  many  Deserters  may  escape  on  board  the 
armed  Ships  and  other  Vessels  sailing  from  this  Oommon-

Uses  aforesaid.  And  the  Naval  Officer  is  hereby  directed 
and  enjoined  to  transmit  the  said  List  immediately  to  the 
Governor  and  Council  of  this  Commonwealth,  who  are  to 
take  the  same  into  Consideration  as  soon  as  may  be,  and 
return  the  same  to  the  Naval  Officer,  certifying  the 
Deserters,  if  any  there  are  contained  therein :  And  the 
several  Naval  Officers  are  directed  to  make  out  attested 
Copies  of  such  Lists  so  returned,  for  any  Person  request- 
ing the  same,  for  which  he  shall  receive  not  more  than 
One  Shilling.

Wliei^eaa  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled  y  have 
called  upon  the  States  respectivelj/ ,  to  fuimish  their  Pro- 
portion  of  Eight  Millions  of  Dollars,  for  defraying  the 
Charges  of  carrying  on  the  War  this  present  Year;  and 
have  estimated  the  Proportion  of  this  Commonwealth  to  be 
One  Million  Three  Hundred  and  Seven  Thousand  Five 
Hundred  and  Ninety-six  Dollars,  to  be  paid  in  Quarterly 
Payments:  Therefore  it  becomes  indispensably  necessary ^ 
that  a  Tax  of  Two  Hundred  Thousand  Pounds  should  be 
granted  at  this  Time,  for  the  Purpose  of  complying  in 
Part  icith  the  Requisition  aforesaid;  and  that  the  same 
should  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  this  Commonwealth  as 
is  hereafter  directed : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  a^^sembled,  and  by  the  Authority 
of  the  same,  That  each  Town  and  other  Place  within  this 
Commonwealth,  be  assessed  and  pay  as  such  Towns  and 
other  Places  Proportion  of  the  Sum  of  Tivo  Hundred 
Thousand  Pounds,  the  following  Sums  set  against  them 
respectively,  viz.

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And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid^ 
That  the  Treasurer  of  this  Commonwealth  do  forthwith 
send  his  Warrants,  directed  to  the  Selectmen  or  Assess- 
ors of  each  Town  or  other  Place  within  this  Common- 
wealth that  are  taxed,  requiring  them  respectively,  to 
assess  the  Sum  hereby  set  upon  such  Town  or  other 
Place,  in  Manner  following.  That  is  to  say,  To  assess  all 
the  Male  Polls  above  the  Age  of  Sixteen  Years,  within 
their  respective  Towns,  or  other  Places  next  adjoining  to 
them,  belonging  to  no  other  Town  or  Place,  including 
Negroes  and  Molattoes,  and  such  of  them  as  are  under 
the  Government  of  a  Master  or  Mistress  to  be  taxed  to 
said  Master  or  Mistress  respectively,  in  the  same  Manner 
as  Minors  and  Apprentices  are  taxed,  at  Sixteen  Shil- 
lings and  Eight  Pence  each  :  And  the  Remainder  of  the 
Sum  set  to  each  Town  or  other  Place,  after  deducting 
the  Sums  assessed  to  the  Polls  as  aforesaid,  on  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  the  said  Town  or  other  Place  as  aforesaid,  accord- 
ing to  the  just  Value  of  the  whole  Real  Estate  by  each 
Inhabitant  of  such  Town  or  Place  respectively  possessed 
by  them  on  the  Second  Day  of  April  One  Thousand 
Seven  Hundred  and  Eighty-two,  in  his  own  Right  or  in 
the  Right  of  others,  lying  within  said  Town  or  Place, 
improved  or  not  improved,  and  on  the  non-resident  Pos- 
sessors of  Real  Estate  lying  within  said  Town  or  Place, 
in  their  own  Right  or  Right  of  others,  improved  or  not 
improved,  saving  all  Agreements  between  Landlords  and 
Tenants ;  and  where  no  Agreement  is,  the  Landlord  to 
reimburse  one  Half  of  the  Tax ;  and  also  on  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  such  Town  or  Place,  according  to  the  Proportion 
of  the  Amount  and  just  Value  of  their  whole  Personal 
Estate,  including  Money  at  Interest  more  than  they  pay 
Interest  for  (excepting  such  Monies  as  are  lent  to  Gov- 
ernment, and  by  an  Act  of  Government  exempted  from 
Taxation)  Monies  of  all  Kinds  in  Hand,  and  also  the 
Amount  of  the  just  Value  of  all  Goods,  Wares  or  Mer- 
chandize, Stock  in  Trade,  Vessels  of  all  Sorts,  with  their 
Stores,  Appurtenances  and  Appendages,  Plate,  Horses, 
Oxen  and  Cattle  of  all  Sorts  and  Ages,  Sheep,  Swine,  and 
Grain,  of  all  Sorts  and  Kind  of  Produce  of  the  Land  and 
all  other  Property  whatsoever,  excepting  Houshold  Fur- 
niture, Wearing- Apparel,  Farming  Utensils,  and  the 
Tools  of  Mechanics,  on  the  Second  Day  of  April  next. 
And  the  Assessors,  in  their  respective  Towns  or  other 
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Places,  shall  estimate  all  the  before  enumerated  Articles 
at  Six  per  Cent,  upon  the  real  Value  of  the  same,  in  the 
Places  where  they  are  (except  unimproved  Lands,  which 
shall  be  estimated  at  Two  per  Cent,  only)  and  on  the 
Amount  of  their  Income  from  any  Profession,  Faculty, 
Handicraft,  Trade  or  Employment,  and  also  on  the 
Amount  of  all  their  Incomes  and  Profits  gained  by  trad- 
ing by  Sea  and  on  Shore.  And  the  Treasurer,  in  his  said 
Warrant,  shall  likewise  require  the  Assessors  to  make  a 
fair  List  of  said  Assessment,  setting  forth,  in  distinct 
Columns,  against  such  Person's  Name,  how  much  he  or 
she  is  assessed  at  for  Polls,  and  how  much  for  Real  Estate, 
and  how  much  for  Personal  Estate,  and  how  much  for 
Faculty  and  Income  by  Trade  as  aforesaid ;  and  if  as 
Guardian  or  for  any  Estate  in  his  or  her  Improvement  in 
Trust,  to  be  distinctly  expressed :  And  shall  also  insert 
upon  their  Rate-Bills,  the  Number  of  Acres  of  unimproved 
Land  which  they  have  taxed  to  each  of  the  non-resident 
Proprietors  of  Land  within  their  respective  Towns ;  and 
also  the  real  Value  at  which  they  have  estimated  the  same. 
And  the  List  or  Lists  so  perfected  and  signed  by  them,  or 
the  ma.jor  Part  of  them,  to  commit  to  the  Collector  or 
Collectors,  Constable  or  Constables  of  any  such  Town  or 
Place,  and  to  return  a  Certificate  of  the  Name  or  Names 
of  such  Collector  or  Collectors,  Constable  or  Constables, 
with  the  Sum-Total  to  each  of  them  committed,  unto  him- 
self, some  Time  before  the  First  Day  of  May  next :  And 
on  Failure  thereof,  each  Assessor  so  refusing  or  neglect- 
ing his  Duty  herein,  shall  be  subject  to  pay  a  Fine  of  Ten 
Pounds^  to  be  recovered  by  Executions  from  the  Treas- 
urer of  this  Commonwealth  for  the  Time  being,  which 
Fine  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  this  Common- 
wealth for  defraying  the  public  Charges ;  and  in  Case  of 
Neglect  by  the  Assessors  making  Returns  as  aforemen- 
tioned, the  Treasurer  of  this  Commonwealth  is  hereby 
empowered  and  directed  to  send  his  Executions  accord- 
ingly, unless  the  Assessors  shall  make  it  appear  that  the 
Rate-Bills  were  compleated  and  delivered  to  the  Collectors 
before  the  said  First  Day  of  May.  And  the  Treasurer 
for  the  Time  being,  on  the  Receipt  of  such  Certificate,  is 
hereby  empowered  and  directed  to  issue  forth  his  War- 
rants, to  the  Collector  or  Collectors,  Constable  or  Con- 
stables of  such  Town  or  Place,  requiring  him  or  them 
respectively,  to  collect  the  whole  of  the  respective  Sums 
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assessed  on  each  particular  Person,  and  to  pay  in  one 
Moiety  of  their  Collections  by  the  First  Day  of  June  next, 
and  the  other  Moiety  by  the  First  Day  of  Augvst  next. 

Provided  nevertheless^  That  the  following  Persons,  viz. 
The  President,  Fellows,  Professors,  Tutors,  Librarian,  and 
the  Students  of  Harvard  College,  who  have  their  usual 
Residence  there,  and  settled  Ministers  of  the  Gospel, 
Grammar  School  Masters,  and  Indians,  are   not  to  be 
assessed  for  their  Polls  or  their  Estates,  unless  their  Real 
Estate  be  not  under  their  actual  Management  and  Improve- 
ment, or  not  in   the  Parishes  where  they  are  settled. 
And  also  all   Persons  who   have  the   Management  and 
Improvement  of  the  Estate  of  Harvard  College,  are  not 
to  be  assessed  for  the  same ;  and  if  there  are  any  other 
Persons   who   through  Age,  Infirmity  or  Poverty,   are 
unable  to  pay,  as  others,  towards  the  public  Charges,  or 
any  Widows  or  Orphans,  who,  depending  on  the  Interest 
of  their  Money  for  Subsistance,  have  by  the  State  of  the 
Currency  been  so  reduced  as  that,  in  the  Judgment  of  the 
Assessors,  they  ought  to  be  relieved  in  4heir  Taxes ;  in 
any  such  Case,  the  Assessors  may  exempt  their  Polls  or 
Estates,  or  abate  any  Part  of  what  they  are  set  at,  as  they 
on  their  Oaths  shall  think  just  and  equitable.     And  the 
Justices  in  their   Sessions  in  their  respective  Counties 
assembled,  in  apportioning  a  County  Tax  or  Assessment 
are  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  apportion  the  same  on 
the  several  Towns  and  other  Places  in  such  County,  in  Pro- 
portion to  their  Tax.     And  the  Assessors  in  each  Town  in 
this  Commonwealth,  are  also  directed,  in  making  a  Town 
or  County  Tax  or  assessment,  to  govern  themselves  by  the 
same  Rule.     And  where  no  person  appears  to  discharge 
the  Taxes  on  non-resident  Proprietors  of  unimproved  Lands 
to  the  Collectors,  he  shall  publish  in  one  of  the  Boston  News 
Papers,  viz.  Willises  Independent  Chronicle,  Three  Weeks 
successively,  the  Names  of  all  such  Proprietors  where  they 
are  known,  with  the  Sum  of  the  Taxes  assessed  on  their 
Lands  respectively,  and  also  the  Time  and  Place  of  Sale ; 
and  where  they  are  not  known,  he  shall,  in  the  same 
Manner,  publish  the  Sum  of  the  Taxes  on  the  several 
Rights,  Numbers  of  Lots  or  Divisions ;  and  in  each  Case, 
shall  post  the  same  in  some  convenient  and  public  Place 
in  the  Town  where  the  said  Lands  lay,  for  the  Term  of 
one  Month  :   And  if  no  Person  shall  appear  thereupon  to 
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discharge  said  Taxes  and  necessary  intervening  Charges, 
then  the  Constable  or  Collector  shall  proceed  to  sell  at 
Public  Sale,  to  the  highest  Bidder  (after  waiting  two 
Hours  from  the  Time  appointed  for  said  Sale)  so  much 
only  of  said  unimproved  Lands  as  will  be  sufficient  to 
discharge  said  Taxes  and  necessary  intervening  Charges, 
having  first  given  Notice  of  the  intended  Sale  thereof,  and 
the  Time  and  Place  where  it  will  be  made  ;  and  shall  have 
Power  to  adjourn  from  Day  to  Day  (if  necessary)  to 
compleat  the  Sale,  not  to  exceed  Three  Days  (waiting  as 
aforesaid)  and  shall  give  and  execute  a  Deed  to  the  Pur- 
chaser, expressing  therein  the  Cause  of  such  Sale,  and 
■  saving  to  the  aforesaid  Proprietor  or  Proprietors,  the 
Eight  of  Kedemption  of  any  Lands  so  sold,  at  any  Time 
within  Three  Years  from  the  Time  of  Sale  ;  and  the  same 
shall  be  conveyed  to  him  or  them,  on  paying  within 
Three  Years  as  aforesaid,  the  Sum  such  Land  sold  for, 
and  Eighteen  per  Cent.  Interest  on  said  Sum,  together 
with  all  necessary  intervening  Charges  thereon. 

Provided  nevertheless^  That  the  Purchaser  or  Pur- 
chaser, shall  not  make  any  Strip  or  Waste  on  the  Prem- 
ises, until  the  Time  of  Redemption  has  expired :  And  if 
the  said  Purchaser  or  Purchasers,  shall  make  any  Strip 
or  Waste  on  said  Premises  as  aforesaid,  he  or  they  shall 
be  liable  to  pay  all  Damages  to  the  original  Owner  or 
Owners,  in  as  ample  a  Manner  as  though  he  or  they  had 
not  purchased  the  same. 

Be  it  funrther  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid^  That 
the  Assessors  of  each  Town,  or  other  Place  respectively, 
in  convenient  Time  before  the  Assessment,  shall  give 
seasonable  Warning  to  the  Inhabitants  in  any  Town- 
Meeting,  or  by  posting  up  Notifications  in  some  Place  or 
Places  in  such  Town  or  other  Place,  or  notify  the  Inhabi- 
tants some  other  Way,  to  make  and  bring  in  to  the 
Assessors,  true  and  perfect  Lists  of  their  Polls  and  of  all 
the  Real  and  Personal  Estate  they  are  possessed  of  on  the 
said  Second  Day  of  April  next,  agreeable  to  the  Descrip- 
tion of  Real  and  Personal  Estate,  and  Incomes  from  Pro- 
fession, Faculty,  Handicraft,  Trade  or  Employment,  as 
aforesaid.  And  if  any  Person  or  Persons,  shall  not  bring 
in  a  List  of  their  Estates  as  aforesaid,  t-o  the  Assessoi-s, 
he,  she  or  they,  so  neglecting  or  refusing,  shall  not  be 
admitted  to  make  Application  to  the  Court  of  General 
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Sessions,  for  any  Abatement  of  the  Assessment  laid  on 
him,  her  or  them  ;  and  if  the  Assessors  suspect  any  Fals- 
hood  in  the  List  to  them  presented,  of  Polls  and  Real  and 
Personal  Estate,  then  the  Assessors,  or  either  of  them, 
shall  require  the  Person  presenting  such  List,  to  give 
solemn  Oath  respecting  the  same,  which  Oath  may  be 
administered  by  the  Assessors,  or  either  of  them ;  such 
List  being  exhibited  on  Oath,  shall  be  a  Rule  of  that 
Person's  Proportion  of  the  Tax  who  presented  the  same, 
which  the  Assessors  may  not  exceed,  unless  the  Assessors 
shall  discover  any  Error  therein,  in  which  Case,  the 
Assessors  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  assess 
such  Articles  as  appear  to  be  kept  back. 

Be  it  farther  enacted^  That  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  of 
the  Massachusetts  Line  of  the  Army,  on  the  Second  Day 
of  Aprily  shall  be  considered  as  resident  in  the  several 
Towns  and  Places  to  which  they  belonged  at  the  Time  of 
their  engaging  in  the  Army  (their  Absence  notwith- 
standing) and  the  Assessors  shall  tax  them  accordingly ; 
and  said  Officers  (except  those  who  have  been  deranged 
from  the  Army)  and  Soldiers  who  are  engaged  for  Three 
Years  or  during  the  War,  are  hereby  exempted  from 
their  Poll  Tax. 

Provided  nevertheless^  That  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be 
construed  to  extend  so  as  to  require  any  Assessors  to 
assess  any  Person  for  any  Estate,  Real  or  Personal,  in 
his  Possession  (Absentees  Estates  excepted)  that  is  the 
Property  of  the  United  States,  or  either  of  them. 

A.nd  whereas  there  are  many  Persons  who  dwell  or 
reside  in  some  Towns  within  this  Comm^onwealth,  but  are 
engaged  in  Trade^  and  negociate  their  Business  almost 
entirely  in  other  TownSj  and  there  hire  Stores^  Shops  and 
Wharves;  and  it  is  apparent  that  the  Assessors  of  the 
Tovms  where  such  Persons  reside  or  dwells  cannot  be  so 
rveU  acqiuiinted  with  the  Business  transacted  by  them,  as 
the  Assessors  of  the  Town  where  the  same  is  done. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That  all  Per- 
sons within  the  Description  aforesaid,  shall  be  assessed 
and  pay  Taxes  for  such  of  their  Goods,  Wares  and  Mer- 
chandizes, Stock  in  Trade,  Ships  and  Vessels,  which  are 
sold,  used  or  improved  in  the  Town  where  they  hire 
Stores,  Shops  or  Wharves,  and  transact  the  principal 
Part  of  their  Business,  and  for  their  Faculties  exercised 
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there,  and  not  in  the  Town  where  they  live ;  and  shall 
accordingly  give  in,  on  Oath,  if  required,  a  List  of  their 
whole  Estate  to  the  Assessors  of  the  respective  Towns, 
distinguishing  what  Part  thereof  is  rateable  in  each  Town  ; 
and  in  Default  thereof,  shall  be  doomed  by  the  said 
Assessors  respectively  :  Provided j  that  this  Clause  be  not 
in  any  Case  so  constnied  as  to  enable  any  Town  to  tax  any 
Inhabitant  of  any  other  Town  for  any  Estate  for  which 
such  other  Town  has  been  charged  in  the  Valuation. 

And  whereas  in  some  Instances  t?ie7*e  has  been  a  Divi- 
sion  made  in  Towns  by  setting  off  Lands^  with  the  Inhab- 
itants thereon^  from  one  Town  and  annexing  the  same  to 
some  other  Town  or  Place  which  has  been  incorporated 
since  the  Returns  were  taken^  by  which  the  present  Valua- 
tion is  framed;-  in  which  Oases ^  the  Court  have  not  been 
able  to  determine  what  Proportion  ought  to  be  taken  from 
any  such  Town  and  annexed  to  the  Town  where  such 
Addition  has  been  made. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid^ 
That  in  all  Cases  where  any  such  Division  has  been  made, 
and  Lands,  with  the  Inhabitants  thereon,  have  been  set 
off  from  one  Town  and  annexed  to  any  other  Town  or 
Place  since  the  Keturns  were  taken,  by  which  the  present 
Valuation  was  framed,  and  have  not  been  considered  and 
settled  in  the  Valuation,  that  such  Lands,  with  the  Inhab- 
itants thereon,  shall  be  considered  and  held  to  pay  with 
the  Town  from  whence  they  were  so  set  off. 

And  whereas  this  Tax  is  specially  granted  and  appro- 
priated for  the  sole  Purpose  of  paying  a  Part  of  Oie 
Requisition  made  by  Congress  upon  this  Commonwealth^ 
for  defraying  the  necessary  Charges  of  carrying  on  the 
War  the  present  Year. 

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid j  That 
there  shall  be  received  from  any  Town  or  Place  within 
this  Commonwealth,  in  Lieu  of  Money,  any  such  specific 
Articles  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  Support  of  the 
Army,  especially  Rum,  Salt,  Beef,  Pork,  Flour,  and 
Teaming  (if  any  Towns,  Places,  or  Persons  chuse  in  that 
Way  to  discharge  their  respective  Taxes)  said  Articles  to 
be  received  at  such  Prices,  and  delivered  at  such  Places, 
as  the  General  Court  shall  hereafter  determine  and  agree 
upon. 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Deed  or  Deeds 
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which  shall  be  given  by  any  Constable  or  Collector  of 
Taxes,  for  any  Lands  that  may  hereafter  be  sold  for  the 
Payment  of  Taxes  assessed  upon  non-resident  Proprietors 
unimproved  Lands  shall  be  in  the  Form  following,  viz. 

Know  all  Men  by  these  Present,  That  I,  A.  B.  Col- 
lector of  Taxes  for  the  Town  of  having  had  a  Tax- 
Bill  committed  to  me  by  the  Assessors  of  said  Town  of 
in  which  is  included  a  Tax  on  a  certain  Lot  of 
Land  (then  describing  the  Lot  by  the  Number  or  other- 
wise) for  the  Sum  of  which  Sum  not  being  paid, 
the  said  Land  was  advertised  and  posted  according  to 
Law ;  and  on  the  Day  of  at  said  Town  of 
Part  of  said  Land  was  exposed  to  Sale  by  Public 
Auction  according  to  Law,  and  the  same  was  struck  off 
to  for  the  Sum  of  he  being  the  highest 
Bidder  therefor ;  in  Consideration  of  which  sum,  I  the 
said  A.  B.  in  said  Capacity,  do  by  these  Presents,  grant, 
sell,  and  convey  to  the  said  the  following  Tract  or 
Part  of  said  Land,  viz. 

To  have  and  to  hold  the  before  granted  Premises  with 
the  Appuii;enances  to  him  the  said  his  Heirs  and 

Assigns  forever,  to  hold  the  same  in  Fee  Simple,  saving 
only  to  the  aforesaid  Proprietor,  or  his  Heirs,  Executors 
or  Administrators,  the  Eight  of  Kedemption  of  any  Land 
so  sold,  at  any  Time  within  Three  Years  from  the  Time 
of  Sale,  in  the  Manner  prescribed  by  Law.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representor- 
tives  in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  Authority 
of  the  same.  That  a  Sum  not  exceeding  Five  Hundred 
Pounds^  be  raised  by  a  Lottery  or  Lotteries,  by  a  Deduc- 
tion of  Twenty  per  Cent,  upon  the  Tickets,  when  sold, 
for  and  to  the  Purpose  of  erecting  a  Bridge  across  said 
Chekebee  River;  and  that  William  Pyncheon^  junior. 
Esq  ;  Mr.  Luke  Bliss,  Mr.  Thomas  WHliston,  Jonathan 
Hale,  and  Gideon  Burt,  Esquires,  or  any  three  of  them, 
shall  be  Managers  of  the  said  Lottery  or  Lotteries,  who 
shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  Performance  of  their  Tnist ; 
which  said  Managers  shall  make  and  publish  in  such 
News-Papers  as  they  shall  judge  proper,  a  Scheme  for 
the  said  Lottery  or  Lotteries,  as  soon  as  may  be ;  and 
they  shall  also  publish  therewith,  all  necessary  Rules  and 
Regulations  for  the  Management  thereof.  And  all  Prizes 
which  may  be  drawn  in  the  said  Lottery  or  Lotteries, 
shall  be  paid  without  any  Deduction,  provided  they  are 
demanded  within  Six  Months  after  the  Drawing  of  the 
said  Lottery  or  Lotteries ;  otherwise  the  Money  arising 
from  such  Prizes  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  Purpose 
aforesaid. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  Person  shall 
forge,  counterfeit,  or  alter  any  Lottery  Ticket,  issued  by 
Virtue  of  this  Act,  or  shall  pass  or  utter  any  such  forged, 
counterfeited,  or  altered  Ticket,  knowing  the  same  to  be 
false,  forged,  counterfeited,  or  altered;  or  that  shall 
counsel,  advise,  or  assist  in  forging,  altering,  or  counter- 
feiting the  same ;  every  Person  so  offending,  and  being 
thereof  convicted  before  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of 
this  Commonwealth,  shall  be  punished  by  being  set  on 
the  Gallows  for  the  Space  of  one  Hour,  with  a  Rope 
round  his  Neck,  or  shall  pay  a  Fine  not  exceeding  One 
Hundred  Pounds,  to  the  Use  of  this  Commonwealth,  or

Preamble.  WTiercas  the  Desertion  of  French  Sailors  has  of  late 

become  very  frequent,  which  if  not  prevented^  must  not

transported  or  conveyed  out  of  this  Commonwealth,  any  M°*e,?y omS? 
Sailor  or  Sailors,  Subjects  of  his  Most  Christian  Majesty,  ^iJ,}j°'""*^°' 
belonging  to  the  Marine  of  France,  or  any  French  Ship  or  ^^^ 
Vessel,    knowing    them    to    be    such,    without    having 
obtained  Permission  from  the  Consul  General  of  France ^ 
or  his  Vice  Consul,  or  without  having  enrolled  the  Name 
or  Names  of  the  Person  or  Persons  so  transported,  or 
conveyed  out  of  this  Commonwealth,  in  the  Naval  Office 
of  the  Port  from  which  he  or  they  shall  be  so  transported 
or  conveyed,  at  least  four  Days  before  such  Transporta- 
tion or  Conveyance,  or  who  shall  enroll  such  Sailor  or 
Sailors,  knowingly,  by  any  other  than  his  or  their  true 
Name   or  Names,   such  Person    shall,   for    every   such 
Offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  Twenty  Pounds  for  penalty.

Deputies  to   do  the  Duties  of  their  Office.     Provided  P'«^^«>- 
nevertheless,  the  Persons  so  deputised  shall  be  approved  of 
by  the   Governor  and  Council  of  this   Commonwealth, 
before  they  proceed  to  execute  the  Business  of  the  Col- 
lector.

ASSEMBLED.  A  PERMANENT  REVENUE,   FOR   THE    PURPOSE  ^' 

OF  DISCHARGING  THE  DEBTS  WHICH  HAVE  ARISEN  OR 
MAY  ARISE  IN  PROSECUTING  .THE  PRESENT  WAR  WITH 
GREAT  BRITAIN. 

Whereas  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled^  did  P"»°»^^* 
6y  their  Resolution  of  the  Third  Day  of  February  One 
Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Eighty-one^  recommend  to 
the  Legislature  of  each  of  the  United  States^  to  pass  such 
Acts  as  would  enable  them  to  receive  a  Bevenue  of  Five 
per  Cent,  ad  valorem  by  Way  of  Impost,  on  all  Goods, 
Wares  and  Merchandize  imported  into  their  respective 
States  (excepting  such  Articles  as  are  excepted  in  the  afore--

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said  Resolution)  and  likewise  upon  all  Prizes  and  Prize 
Goods  which  may  be  brought  into  and  condemned  within 
the  same;  said  Duty  or  Impost  to  continue  as  a  permanent 
Revenue  to  the  United  States  as  aforesaid^  until  the  Debts 
of  the  United  States  that  have  been  or  may  be  contracted 
during  the  present  War  with  Great  Britain^  shall  befally 
and  finally  discharged.

Whereas  divers  Persons  to  whom  the  Estates  of  Con-- 
spirators  or  Absentees  were  mortgaged  before  the  Nineteenth 
of  April,  07ie  Thousand  seven  Hundred  and  Seventy^five 
have  since  taken  Possession  of  said  Estates  y  by  suing  out 
their  Mortgages  or  otherwise;  and  the  Time  limited  by 
Law  for  the  Redemption  of  such  Estates  has  elapsed  y  and 
the  Mortgagees  stand  seized  in  Pee  of  such  Mortgaged 
Estates  although  ^  in  many  Instances  the  Sums  for  which 
said  Estates  were  mortgaged^  are  far  below  their  just 
Value:  by  Means  whereof  many  IndividualSy  Creditors 
of  said  Absentees  as  well  as  the  Public  are  deprived  of 
such  Part  of  said  Estates  as  in  Justice  belong  to  them,  or 
enure  to  the  Commonwealth  afier  Payvnent  of  the  Sums 
due  on  said  Mortgages  :

Whereas  it  is  now  absolutely  necessary  that  the  whole 
number  of  men  required  of  the  several  towns  and  planta- 
tions in  this  Commonwealth,  by  a  resolve  of  the  General 
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Court  of  the  2d  of  December  lasty  as  their  proportion  of 
this  Staters  quota  of  the  Continental  army^  should  he 
immediately  compleated : 

It  is  Resolvedy  That  the  several  towns  and  plantations 
within  this  State,  which  have  not  already  complied  with 
the  requisition  aforesaid,  be  called  on  immediately  to 
comply  with  said  requisition,  by  raising  the  full  number 
of  men  therein  assigned  them,  and  causing  them  to  be 
mustered  and  delivered  to  the  Superintendent,  on  or 
before  the  30th  day  of  June  instant ;  and  that  in  case  of 
failure  herein,  the  commanding  oflScer  of  each  company, 
or  in  any  town  or  company  where  there  are  no  militia 
oflScers,  the  Selectmen  of  each  town,  or  the  Committee 
of  each  plantation  (as  the  case  may  be)  within  forty - 
eight  hours  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  30th  day  of 
Juney  proceed  to  draught  so  many  men  as  the  said  towns 
or  plantations  respectively  are  deficient,  from  the  delin- 
quent classes  in  the  said  towns  or  plantations ;  or  where  the 
inhabitants  of  any  town  or  plantation  may  not  be  classed, 
that  in  such  case  the  Commanding  officer.  Selectmen  or 
Committees  aforesaid  (as  the  case  may  be)  proceed  to 
draught  as  aforesaid,  from  the  trainband  and  alarm-list, 
as  many  men  as  the  said  town  or  plantation  may  be  defi- 
cient, to  do  duty  in  the  Continental  army  for  three  years, 
from  the  first  day  of  July  next,  unless  sooner  discharged, 
unless  such  delinquent  town,  plantation  or  class,  shall, 
previous  to  the  expiration  of  the  forty-eight  hours  afore- 
said, procure  the  number  of  men  required  of  them  to  do 
duty  in  the  Continental  army  till  the  first  day  of  January 
next. 

And  it  is  also  Resolved^  That  such  delinquent  towns, 
plantations  and  classes,  as  shall  procure  the  number  of 
men  required  of  them  respectively,  to  do  duty  as  afore- 
said 'till  the  said  1st  day  of  January  next,  instead  of  pro- 
curing them  for  three  years,  agreeable  to  the  said 
requisition  of  the  2d  of  December  last,  be  held  to  keep 
up  the  full  number  of  men  required  of  them  by  said 
requisition,  by  draught  or  otherwise,  without  farther 
charge  to  the  Commonwealth,  than  if  the  said  men  had 
been  inlisted  for  three  years. 

And  it  is  also  Resolved^  That  the  men  procured  as 
aforesaid,  to  do  duty  'till  the  said  1st  of  January  next, 
be  held  in  service  'till  others  are  procured  and  accepted 
in  their  room. 
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And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  each  man  draughted  as 
aforesaid,  be  held  as  a  soldier,  unless  he  shall,  within  forty- 
eight  hours  after  the  time  of  his  being  draughted,  procure 
some  able  bodied  effective  man  in  his  room. 

And  it  is  also  Resolved^  That  whatever  sum  or  sums  any 
person  or  persons,  who  may  be  draughted  as  aforesaid, 
shall  give  to  procure  a  soldier  or  soldiers,  in  his  or  their 
room,  be  averaged  by  the  assessors  of  the  several  towns 
respectively,  and  assessed  in  due  proportions  on  the  town, 
plantation  or  class,  for  which  such  person  or  persons  shall 
be  draughted.  And  in  case  any  person,  after  being 
draughted  as  aforesaid,  shall  voluntarily  inlist,  or  at  his 
own  cost  and  charge  procure  an  able  bodied  effective 
man,  to  inlist  for  three  years  or  during  the  war,  such  per- 
son shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  town,  plantation 
or  class  (as  the  case  may  be)  for  which  he  may  be 
draughted,  the  average  price  which  shall  appear  to  have 
been  given  as  a  bounty  to  the  men  that  are  or  shall  be 
raised,  agreeable  to  the  said  requisition  of  2d  of  Decem- 
ber last,  with  twenty-five  per  cent,  added  thereto. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  if  any  militia  oflScer, 
selectmen,  or  committees,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  com- 
ply with  the  duties  by  these  resolves  enjoined  them,  such 
officer,  selectmen  or  committee  (as  the  case  maybe)  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  for  each  man  that  the  said  town,  plan- 
tation or  company  (as  the  case  may  be)  shall  be  deficient, 
equal  to  what  shall  appear  to  be  the  average  price  given 
as  a  bounty  to  such  soldiers  as  are  raised  agreeable  to  the 
said  requisition  of  the  2d  of  December  last,  together  with 
fifty  per  cent,  added  thereto.  And  whefe  there  are  any 
of  that  denomination  of  christians  called  quakers,  the 
militia  officers,  selectmen  and  committees  (as  the  case 
may  be)  shall  proceed  with  them  agreeably  to  the 
directions  of  an  act,  entitled  **  An  act  for  forming  and 
regulating  the  militia  within  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas^ 
sachuselts,  and  for  repealing  all  the  laws  heretofore  made 
for  that  purpose." 

And  lest  dovbts  should  arise  with  respect  to  the  persons 
intended  in  these  resolves  by  militia  officers : 

It  is  Resolvedy  That  such  officers  as  have  been  elected 
agreeable  to  the  militia  act  of  this  Commonwealth,  and 
have  declared  their  acceptance  thereof,  although  they  may 
not  as  3''et  have  been  commissioned  agreeable  to  the  con- 
stitution, be,  and  they  hereby  are  authorized  and  required.

Officer  of  the  county  oi  Barnstable ^  detach  from  the  brigade 
under  his  command,  one  First  Lieutenant  and  thirty-one 
non-commissioned  officers  and  privates ;  the  detachments 
from  each  brigade  to  make  a  company,  excepting  those 
from  the  brigades  of  the  counties  of  Bristol  and  Barnstable ^ 
which  are  to  compose  but  one  company.

^AiVd  Massachusetts  regiment,  during  the  war,  empoioering 
the  said  Walton  to  receive  his  depreciation  notes^  and 
other  monies  that  mjay  be  due  to  him  for  past  services  from 
this  Commonwealth,  as  by  said  order,  dated  the  Sth  day 
of  April,  1781,  doth  appear: 

Therefore  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  this  Com-

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  the  agent  aforesaid  be, 
and  hereby  is  directed  to  procure  on  loan  as  aforesaid,  a 
quantity  of  salt,  not  exceeding  9500  bushels  in  the  whole, 
and  send  forward  to  Olaverack,  for  the  use  of  the  Conti- 
nental army,  300  bushels  monthly,  at  least,  till  the  fur- 
ther order  of  the  General  Court. 

It  is  further  Resolved^  That  Ebenezer  Wales^  Esq.  and 
Capt.  Amasa  DaviSy  committee  of  small  stores,  be 
directed,  immediately  to  comply  with  a  former  resolu- 
tion, directing  to  send  forward,  for  the  use  of  the  troops 
belonging  to  the  Massachusetts  line  of  the  Continental 
army,  2000  hunting  shirts,  and  2000  overalls,  being  the 
quantity  of  those  articles  now  in  their  hands,  and  that 
they  be  directed  to  procure  a  like  quantity  of  said  arti- 
cles of  cloathing  and  send  them  as  aforesaid,  as  soon  as 
may  be. 

It  is  further  Resolved,  That  Oliver  Phelps^  Esq ;  sup- 
erintendent of  the  purchases  of  beef,  be,  and  hereby  is 
directed,  forthwith  to  collect  and  send  forward  to  Claver- 
acky  all  the  salted  provisions  belonging  to  this  Common- 
wealth, which  now  are  in  the  county  of  Berkshire,  and 
also  at  Springfield,  except  such  quantity  at  the  latter 
place  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  marching  parties. 

Whereas  it  is  indispensably  necessary  that  the  several 
articles  aforesaid  should,  without  loss  of  time,  be  conveyed 
to  camp:  Therefore  Resolved,  That  the  superintendent. 
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agent,  and  committee  aforesaid,  be,  and  hereby  are  sev- 
erally and  respectively  authorized  and  empowered,  to 
impress  the  teams  necessary  for  transporting  said  arti- 
cles, if  they  cannot  otherwise  be  immediately  obtained. 

And  to  enable  them  to  pay  for  the  transportation  of  (he 
said  articles^  and  other  purposes:  ResolveUy  That  the 
Treasurer  of  this  Commonwealth  be,  and  hereby  is 
directed,  to  issue  certificates  to  the  amount  oi  fourteen 
thousand  pounds  in  specie,  in  the  form  following  : 

COMMONWEALTH  of  MASSACHUSETTS. 

1781. 

This  certifies y  that  there  is  due  to  the  possessor  of  this 
certificate^  Spanish  milled  Dollars,  ^hich  shall  be 

paid  him  out  of  the  public  treasury  of  this  Commonwealth, 
in  silver  or  gold,  or  the  value  thereof  in  bills  of  credit  cur- 
rent  within  this  Commonwealthy  within  one  year  from  the 
date  hereof  according  to  the  real,  usual  and  cin^enl 
exchange;  and  this  certificate  shall  be  received  at  the  treas- 
ury in  payment  of  the  tax  granted  by  the  General  Court 
in  May  last,  as  equal  to  the  same  sum  in  silver  and  gold. 

E.  W.  I  Committee.  H.  G.  Treasurer. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved,  That  said  certificates  shall 
be  sip:ned  by  the  Treasurer  of  this  Commonwealth,  and 
by  Thomas  Walley,  Esq  ;  who  is  hereby  appointed  a 
committee  for  that  purpose.  And  that  the  Treasurer  of 
this  Commonwealth,  and  the  several  collectors  of  said  tax 
within  the  same,  be,  and  hereby  are  directed  and  required, 
to  receive  said  certificates  towards  payment  of  said  tax, 
as  equal  to  the  same  nominal  sum  in  silver  or  gold.  And 
it  is  further  Resolved,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  out 
of  the  public  treasurj^  in  said  certificates,  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  pounds  to  the  said  superintendent,  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  pounds  to  said  agent,  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  pounds  to  said  committee,  to  enable  them  sev- 
erally to  comply  with  the  directions  given  them  respec- 
tively in  this  resolve,  they  to  be  severally  accountable  for 
such  sums  as  they  may  respectively  receive,  and  lay  their 
accounts  before  the  General  Court,  as  soon  as  may  be, 
for  examination  and  allowance. 

Whereas  Col.  Jabez  Hatch,  Deputy 'Quarter-Master^ 
General,  is  directed  immediately  to  send  to  the  Continen- 
tal army,  a  quantity  of  cloathing  belonging  to  the  United 
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States^  with  which  direction^  as  it  is  represented^  he  is 
unable  to  comply/or  want  of  money  to  pay  for  the  trans-- 
portation :  Therefore  Resolved^  That  there  be  allowed  and 
paid  out  of  the  public  treasury,  in  said  certificates,  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  pounds  9  to  the  said  Col.  Jabez  Hatch  ^  to 
enable  him  to  pay  for  the  transpoilation  of  said  cloathing, 
he  to  be  accountable  for  such  sums  as  he  may  receive  in 
consequence  of  this  resolve,  and  repay  the  same  as  soon 
as  may  be,  or  produce  a  receipt  from  the  Continental 
Treasurer,  specifying  the  reception  of  such  sum,  as  pai-t  of 
the  requisition  from  Congress  on  this  Commonwealth, 
for  the  year  1781.  June  23, 1781. 


Chapter  60.* 

RESOLVE  REQUIRING  THE  SEVERAL  TOWNS  IN  THIS  COMMON-  ChaV'    60 
WEALTH  TO  FURNISH  PROVISIONS  FOR  THE  MASSACHUSETTS  ^' 

LINE  OF  THE  ARMY. 

Wliereas  the  supplies  of  beef  hitherto  made  by  the  several 
towns  and  plantations  in  thin  Commonwealth,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  furnishing  our  army  with  thai  article,  are  found  to 
be  insufficient;  and  without  a  further  punctual  arul  adequate 
supply  our  brethren  who  are  now  hazarding  their  lives  for 
our  defence,  must  soon  be  obliged  to  quit  the  field,  and  leave 
the  country  to  the  merciless  ravages  of  our  enemies.  And 
whereas  the  Gommandet*  in  Chief  of  the  army  hath  repre- 
sented, in  the  most  pressing  terms,  the  necessity  of  an 
immediate  supply  of  provisions,  to  enable  him  to  cai^y  on 
the  operations  of  the  present  campaign  with  vigour,  and, 
by  the  blessing  of  Heaven,  with  success: 

Be  .it  therefore  Resolved,  That  the  inhabitants  of  the 
several  towns  and  plantations  in  this  Commonwealth  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  required,  to  furnish  the  quantity  of 
live  beef,  including  hides  and  tallow,  set  to  such  towns 
and  plantations  respectively,  as  is  in  the  schedule  here- 
to annexed,  or  such  sums  of  money  as  in  the  judgement 
of  the  superintendent  shall  enable  him  to  purchase  the 
same,  in  the  manner  following,  viz.  One  sixth  part  of 
such  towns  or  plantations  quota  of  said  beef,  agreeable  to 
said  schedule,  shall  be  delivered  to  Oliver  JPheJps,  Esq  ; 
the  superintendent  for  the  purchase  of  beef,  or  such  agents 
or  deputies  as  he  may  appoint  for  that  purpose,  on  or 
before  the  10th  day  of  July;  one-sixth  part  on  or  before

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the  10th  day  of  August;  one-sixth  part  on  or  before  the 
10th  day  of  Septernber;  one-sixth  part  on  or  before  the 
10th  day  of  October;  one-sixth  part  on  or  before  the  10th 
day  of  JVbvember;  and  the  remaining  sixth  part  on  or 
before  tjie  10th  day  of  December'  next.  And  the  said 
superintendent  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and 
directed,  to  appoint  so  many  persons  to  be  his  agents  or 
deputies  within  the  several  counties  in  this  Commonwealth, 
for  receiving  and  forwarding  said  beef,  as  he  may  judge 
necessary,  and  give  them  all  proper  directions  relative  to 
the  supplies  required  by  these  resolves ;  and  said  agents 
or  deputies  are  hereby  required  to  observe  and  obey  all 
such  instructions  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  given  them 
by  said  superintendent ;  duplicate  receipts  shall  be  given  for 
any  beef  delivered  as  aforesaid,  expressing  the  weight  of 
the  beef  for  which  such  receipts  shall  be  given.  And  in 
every  case  in  which  such  superintendent,  his  agents  or 
deputies,  and  the  person  or  persons  appointed  by  any 
town  or  plantations  on  their  behalf  to  furnish  the  supplies 
required  by  these  resolutions,  cannot  agree  upon  the 
weight  of  the  beef  delivered,  the  same  shall  be  estimated 
by  such  other  person  or  persons  as  the  said  superintendent, 
his  agents  or  deputies  and  the  person  or  persons  appointed 
as  aforesaid,  shall  mutually  choose,  one  of  which  receipts 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary's  office  as  soon  as 
possible. 

And  whereas  from  the  local  situation  of  some  towns 
and  plantations  in  this  Commonwealth,  it  will  be  very 
inconvenient,  if  not  impossible,  for  them  to  furnish  their 
first  or  second  months  requisition  in  such  season  as  to 
answer  the  present  demands  of  the  army,  it  is  strongly 
recommended  to  those  towns  and  plantations  as  lay  more 
contiguous  to  the  army,  to  furnish  their  whole  requisition, 
before  the  several  periods  as  mentioned  in  these  resolves 
if  the  superintendent  should  find  it  necessary ;  and  any 
such  town  or  plantation,  furnishing  the  beef  in  this  man- 
ner, shall  be  allowed  so  much  per  cent  on  the  beef,  as  the 
superintendent  shall  think  just  and  equitable. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved,  That  on  receipt  hereof,  the 
Selectmen  of  the  several  towns  and  committees  of  planta- 
tions in  the  annexed  schedule,  be,  and  hereby  are  required, 
immediately  to  call  together  t^e  legal  voters  in  their 
respective  towns  or  plantations,  and  lay  these  resolutions 
before  them,  to  the  intent  that  proper  measures  may  be 
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immediately  pursued  to  carry  these  resolutions  into  full 
and  unequivocal  effect ;  and  it  is  earnestly  recommended  to 
those  who  are  possessed  of  the  supplies  required,  or  have 
ability  to  obtain  them,  to  shew  their  good  wishes  for  the 
support  of  our  army  by  advancing  voluntarily  for  that 
purpose,  and  thereby  prevent  any  delay  in  the  execution 
of  these  resolves. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  if  any  town  or  plan- 
tation, mentioned  in  said  schedule,  shall  not  fully  comply 
with  the  foregoing  resolutions,  the  superintendent  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  issue  his  execution 
monthly  against  the  treasurer  or  some  other  principal 
inhabitant  or  inhabitants  in  any  such  delinquent  town  or 
plantation,  directed  to  the  sheriff,  his  under  sheriff  or 
deputies  of  the  county,  in  which  such  delinquent  town  or 
plantation  may  be,  for  such  a  quantity  of  beef  as  such 
town  or  plantation  may  be  deficient,  as  required  by  these 
resolves,  together  with  the  necessary  charges  arising 
thereby ;  and  if  there  be  any  surplusage  of  money 
remaining  in  said  superintendent's  hands,  after  he  has  pur- 
chased said  beef,  he  shall  return  it  to  the  person  or  persons 
on  whom  such  execution  may  be  levied,  and  the  sheriff  or 
his  deputies  shall  levy  the  execution  within  ten  days  after 
he  shall  receive  the  same,  and  make  immediate  return 
thereof. 

And  it  is  farther  Resolved^  That  the  assessors  of  such 
delinquent  towns  or  plantations,  shall  assess  without  delay 
upon  the  several  inhabitants  of  such  town  or  plantation, 
who  are  deficient  in  paying  their  individual  proportions  of 
these  requisitions,  the  foil  sum  of  money  levied  on  any 
person  or  persons  within  such  town  or  plantation  by  the 
superintendent  agreeably  to  these  resolves,  together  with 
all  cost  and  charges  arising  by  such  execution  being  levied 
and  all  such  damages  as  in  the  judgment  of  said  assessors, 
such  person  or  persons  may  have  sustained  by  having 
such  execution  levied  on  him  or  them  —  and  the  assessors 
shall  deliver  the  assessments  to  the  collectors  or  constables 
of  their  towns  respectively,  who  are  hereby  directed  and 
empowered  to  levy  and  collect  the  same  as  other  town 
taxes,  and  pay  it  into  the  hands  of  the  town  treasurer  for 
the  benefit  of  the  person  or  persons  upon  whom  execution 
was  levied.  And  any  constable  or  collectors  neglecting  to 
levy,  collect  and  pay  the*same  into  the  hands  of  the  town 
treasurer  for  the  space  of  ten  days  after  the  said  assessment 
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IS  delivered  him  by  the  assessors,  he  shall  suffer  the  same 
penalties  as  is  provided  for  a  neglect  in  collecting  and 
paying  town  taxes.  And  the  assessors  shall  give  the  con- 
stable or  collector  a  warrant  to  levy  and  collect  as  in  other 
town  taxes. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  where  any  town  or 
plantation  shall  furnish  a  greater  quantity  of  beef  than 
their  proportion  required  by  these  resolves,  the  superin- 
tendent, his  agents  or  deputies  receiving  the  same,  shall 
pay  for  such  overplus  at  the  current  value  of  the  beef,  in 
the  county  where  the  same  may  be  delivered. 

Resolvedy  That  each  town  or  plantation  shall  deliver 
the  cattle  by  them  supplied,  in  such  place  in  the  county  in 
which  such  town  or  plantation  lies,  as  the  superintendent, 
his  agent  or  deputy  appointed  to  receive  the  same,  shall 
order,  or  in  such  other  place  as  the  superintendent,  his 
agent  or  deputy,  and  the  said  town  or  plantation  may 
mutually  agree  upon. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  if  any  town  or  plan- 
tation in  said  schedule  mentioned  shall  appear  upon  the 
settlement  of  the  next  valuation  to  have  paid  more  than 
their  proportion  of  beef  ordered  by  these  resolves,  they 
shall  be  allowed  the  full  value  of  the  beef  so  overpaid,  in 
the  next  tax  after  the  valuation  is  settled. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  where  any  towns,  dis- 
tricts, persons  or  lands  have  been  set  off  from  any  other 
towns  since  the  taking  of  the  valuation  in  the  year  1778, 
and  not  included  in  these  resolves  in  every  such  case  such 
towns,  districts,  persons  or  lands  so  set  off  shall  be  assessed 
their  proportion  of  the  beef  aforesaid,  by  those  towns  from 
which  they  have  been  so  set  off. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  each  of  the  superin- 
tendents, agents,  and  deputies,  shall  take  an  oath,  previous 
to  the  executing  their  office,  in  the  following  form,  viz. 

YOU^  A.  B.  being  appointed  superintendent  for  the 
purchase  of  beef  or  agent  of  the  superintendent  for  the 
purchase  of  beef  (as  the  case  may  be)  do  solemidy  swear ^ 
that  you  will  diligently  exert  yourself  to  obtain  and  forward 
punctually  the  supplies  of  beef  which  you  are  directed  to 
collect;  that  you  will  not  receive  any  beef  for  the  army  but 
such  as  is  weU  fatted  for  the  season ;  that  you  will  faithfully 
endeavour  punctually  to  obey  such  orders  as  you  shall  receive 
from  the  General  Courts  or  from  the  General  Court  and 
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superintendent  J  as  the  case  may  6e,  respecting  your  office; 
and  that  you  will  in  all  respects  discharge  the  duties  of  it 
to  the  best  of  your  abilities.

g1  resolve  for  collecting  CLOATHING  for  this  COMMON- 
WEALTH'S QUOTA  OF  THE  CONTINENTAL  ARMY,  FROM  THE 
SEVERAL  TOWNS  IN  THIS  COMMONWEALTH,  AND  APPOINT- 
ING PERSONS  TO  RECEIVE  THE  SAME. 

Whereas  it  is  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  army,  and 
for  rendering  the  situation  of  our  brethren  in  the  fidd 
comfortable,  that  the  good  people  of  this  GommonweaUh 
should  seasonably  be  called  upon  to  famish  a  quantity  of 
cloathing  for  that  purpose : 

Resolved,  That  the  selectmen  of  each  town  in  this  Com- 
monwealth be,  and  they  are  hereby  required  and  directed, 
to  collect  from  the  inhabitants  of  their  towns  respectively, 
or  otherwise  procure,  on  or  before  the  20th  day  of  /S^p- 
tember  nQxt,  eight  thousand  shirts,  eight  thousand  pairs  of 
stockings,  eight  thousand  pairs  of  shoes,  and  four  thou- 
sand blankets,  as  set  and  affixed  to  their  respective  towns 
in  the  following  schedule,  and  required  by  this  resolve. 
And  that  the  selectmen  of  each  town  shall,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  October  next,  .cause  the  said  articles  to  be 
transported  to  such  place  or  places,  in  the  counties  to

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which    they   respectively  belong,   as   the   agent    to   be 
appointed  for  the  several  counties  shall  order. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  the  following  persons 
be,  and  they  hereby  are  appointed  to  receive  (in  the 
counties  whereof  they  are  inhabitants)  the  articles  afore- 
said, when  collected,  viz.

And  that  said  agents  in  the  counties  of  Sujffblk^  Easex^ 
Middlesex^  Plymouth^  Barnstable,  Bristol^  York,  Cum- 
berland and  Lincoln,  upon  receiving  such  articles  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  directed,  to  transport  and  deliver  said 
articles  at  such  place  in  the  town  of  Boston,  as  Ebenezer 
Wales,  Esq ;  and  Capt.  Amasa  Davis,  the  committee 
appointed  for  purchasing  and  forwarding  small  stores  for 
this  State's  quota  of  the  Continental  army,  shall  order. 
And  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  in  the  counties 
of  Dukes  Ccmnty  and  Nantucket  shall  deliver  the  said 
articles  to  the  agent  for  the  county  of  Barnstable,  to  be 
by  him  transported  to  Boston,  as  aforesaid.  And  the 
agents  for  the  counties  of  Worcester,  Hampshire  and 
Berkshire  be,  and  they  hereby  are  directed,  to  transport 
said  articles  to  such  place  in  the  town  of  Springfield  as 
said  committee  shall  order ;  the  aforesaid  articles  to  be 
under  the  care  and  direction  of  said  committee.  And  the 
said  agents  for  the  several  counties  aforesaid  are  directed 
to  make  out  and  lodge  in  the  Secretary's  oflSce,  on  or 
before  the  1st  day  of  December  next,  a  true  and  perfect 
account  of  the  articles  which  they  shall  so  receive, 
with  the  names  of  the  selectmen  who  procured  them, 
and  also  of  the  names  of  those  selectmen  who  shall  be 
delinquent. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  that  the  blankets  be  large 
and  well  fulled ;  the  shirts  linnen,  or  cotton  and  linnen, 
and  well  whitened  ;  also,  that  the  stockings  be  white. 

Resolved,  That  if  the  selectmen  of  any  town  shall 
neglect  to  make  return  of  their  doings  to  the  agent  of 
their  county,  pursuant  to  these  resolves,  such  selectmen 
shall  be  liable  to  pay  a  fine  of  twenty  pounds  in  specie, 
to  the  use  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  be  recovered  by 
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action  of  debt,  at  the  suit  of  such  persons  as  the  General 
Court  shall  appoint  to  niake  the  same ;  and  in  those 
plantations  where  there  are  no  selectmen,  the  conunit- 
tees  are  hereby  directed  and  enjoined  to  do  the  busi- 
ness by  these  resolves  required  of  the  selectmen,  and 
shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties  for  neglect,  and  in 
every  respect  accountable  for  their  conduct  in  the  same 
manner.  f 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  if  any  town  shall  be  so 
regardless  of  their  duty  and  interest,  as  to  neglect  or 
refuse  to  procure  the  articles  required  by  the  selectmen 
and  committees  aforesaid,  in  consequence  of  these 
resolves,  such  town  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  value  of  the 
articles  so  deficient,  with  twenty-five  per  cent,  added  for 
such  neglect,  which  sum  shall  be  added  to  such  towns 
proportion  of  the  next  State  tax ;  and  if  any  agent 
appointed  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  shall  neglect  to 
make  return  as  aforesaid,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of 
December  next,  he  shall  be  liable  to  pay  a  fine,  to  the  use 
of  this  Commonwealth,  of  twenty  pounds  in  specie, 
to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  at  the  suit  of  such 
persons  as  the  General  Court  shall  appoint  to  make  the 
same. 

Resolvedy  That  the  selectmen  of  each  town  be,  and 
hereby  are  empowered,  to  draw  money  out  of  the  treas- 
uries of  their  respective  towns,  to  enable  them  to  procure 
the  cloathing  required  of  such  towns,  they  to  be  account- 
able for  thfi  same.  And  in  case  there  is  not  monej''  sufii- 
cient  in  such  town  treasuries  for  that  purpose,  the  assess- 
ors of  such  town  or  towns  are  required,  if  need  be,  to 
assess  the  freeholders  and  other  inhabitants  thereof,  for 
so  much  money  in  specie  as  said  selectmen  shall  certify 
to  be  necessary  for  such  purpose,  said  assessments  to 
be  made  by  the  same  rule  as  the  last  State  tax  was 
made. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved,  That  the  respective  agents 
be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed,  inspectors  of  all  the 
cloathing  which  they  may  collect,  taking  care  to  receive 
none  but  such  as  are  good  and  suitable  ;  and  that  the  said 
inspectors  shall  be  under  oath  to  a  faithful  discharge  of 
their  duty,  and  that  the  account  of  their  whole  time  and 
expence  in  collecting  and  transporting  said  articles  to  the 
aforesaid  committee,  to  be  exhibited  to  the  committee  on 
accounts  for  allowance  and  payment ;  and  said  commit- 
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tee  are  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  same,  provided  said 
accounts  shall  appear  to  be  just  and  reasonable. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  said  agents  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  directed,  to  take  duplicate  receipts  of 
said  committee  for  the  articles  delivered  to  them,  one  of 
which  to  be  lodged  in  the  Secretary's  oflSce. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  where  any  towns,  dis- 
tricts, persons  or  lands,  have  been  set  off  from  any  other 
towns  since  the  last  valuation  was  taken,  and  not  included 
in  these  resolves,  in  every  such  case  such  districts,  towns, 
persons  and  lands  so  set  off,  shall  be  assessed  their  pro- 
portion of  the  articles  aforesaid  by  those  towns  from 
which  they  have  been  set  off. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved,  That  the  selectmen  be 
directed  to  keep  an  .account  of  their  services  and 
expences  in  procuring  and  transporting  said  cloathing, 
and  of  the  prices  at  which  they  charge  the  same,  and  lay 
said  accounts  before  the  committee  on  accounts  for  allow- 
ance and  payment. 

And  the  selectmen  when  they  shall  have  received  such 
sums,  shall  pay  the  same  to  those  persons  who  have  sup- 
plied them  with  the  shirts,  stockings,  shoes  and  blankets 
aforesaid.

cember, 1780,  were  rejected  by  the  Continental  muster  mxis- 
ters,  as  unfit  for  that  service:  And  whereas  said  soldiers 
received  large  bounties  for  engaging  to  perform  thai  service, 
and  were  mustered  by  the  county  muster  masters ;  therefore 
in  order  that  this  Commonwealth  may  avail  themselves  of 
such  service  as  the  said  soldiers  are  or  may  respectively  be 
able  and  ought  injustice  to  perform. 

Resolved,  That  the  soldiers  that  have  been  rejected  as 
aforesaid,  shall  at  all  times  during  the  teim  of  their  inlist- 
ment  be  held  and  obliged  to  do  such  duty  as  soldiers  as 
they  are  respectively  able  to  perform,  their  rejection  as 
aforesaid  notwithstanding. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved,  That  all  the  soldiers  as  afore- 
said be,  and  hereby  are  directed  and  required,  forthwith  to 
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repair  to  the  several  places  hereafter  appointed  for  their 
rendezvous  respectively,  and  obey  such  orders  as  they 
shall  receive  froni  proper  oflScers ;  and  if  any  one  shall 
neglect  it  he  shall  be  held  and  obliged  to  pay  all  the  expence 
and  charges  that  may  arise  from  his  neglect. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  the  several  towns, 
plantations  or  classes,  who  have  procured  such  soldier  or 
soldiers,  be,  and  hereby  are  required  and  empowered, 
forthwith  to  take  up  and  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  taken  up 
and  delivered  at  such  place  and  to  such  persons  as  are 
hereafter  appointed  for  their  reception,  the  several  soldiers 
aforesaid  by  them  respectively  procured,  who  shall  refuse 
or  neglect  without  delay  to  repair  to  the  same;  and  if 
any  town,  plantation  or  class,  shall  for  the  space  of  twenty 
days  neglect  to  perform  the  duties  respectively  enjoined 
on  them  in  this  resolve,  they  shall  be  considered  as  delin- 
quents, and  held  and  obliged  to  procure  as  many  other 
able  bodied  effective  men  to  serve  in  the  Continental  army 
for  three  years  or  during  the  war  as  they  shall  severally 
neglect  to  take  up  and  deliver  as  aforesaid,  any  resolve  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  if  any  goldier  who 
may  be  taken  up  and  delivered  as  aforesaid  in  compliance 
with  this  resolve,  shall  be  unable  or  refuse  immediately  to 
pay  the  necessary  expence  and  charge  which  may  arise  in 
consequence  of  his  negligence  in  complying  with  the  direc- 
tions contained  in  this  resolve,  the  same  being  adjusted 
•  and  allowed  by  the  selectmen  of  the  town  or  conmtiittee  of 

the  plantation  to  which  he  belongs,  shall  be  deducted  from 
su£h  part  of  his  bounty  as  may  remain  due,  if  a  sum  suffi- 
cient for  that  purpose  remains  due,  and  if  not,  the  same 
being  adjusted  and  allowed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  deducted 
out  of  such  soldiers  wages  whenever  a  sum  sufficient  for 
that  purpose  shall  become  due  to  such  soldier. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  the  place  of  rendezvous 
for  the  soldiers  aforesaid  belonging  to  the  counties  of 
Wcn^cestei^^  Hampshire  and  Rerks/iire,  shall  be  at  Spring^ 
field  in  the  county  of  Hampshire^  and  the  place  of  rendez- 
vous for  the  soldiers  aforesaid  belonging  to  any  other 
county  within  this  Commonwealth,  shall  be  at  Boston.

with  beef,  mutton,  flour,  and  grain  as  aforesaid,  express- 
ing the  weight  of  the  beef  or  mutton,  and  the  price  or 
number  of  bushels  of  grain,  or  quantity  of  flour,  with 
the  price  thereof ;  which  certificates  shall  be  received  by 
the  Treasurer  of  this  Commonwealth  for  any  outstanding 
taxes,  or  on  the  loans  of  specific  articles,  at  the  election 
of  the  lenders,  except  for  the  hard  money  tax  so  called.

Whereas  it  is  the  earnest  request  of  General  Wash- 
ington, that  there  be  immediately  raised  in  this  Common- 
wealth and  sent  on  to  join  the  Continental  Army,  a 
considerable  body  of  the  militia  of  this  Commonwealth,  to 
enable  him  to  carry  on  the  important  operations  of  the 
present  campaign  with  success,  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  twenty-seven  hundred  men  be  imme- 
diately raised  in  this  Commonwealth,  and  directed  to 
march  and  join  the  army  of  the  United  States  at  West- 
Point  or  such  other  place  as  the  Commander  in  Chief 
shall  direct,  and  to  continue  in  service  after  their  arrival 
in  camp  for  the  term  of  three  months,  unless  sooner  dis- 
charged. 

Resolved,  That  the  said  detachment  of  militia  be  formed 
in  such  manner  as  the  Governor  shall  direct,  into  four 
regiments,  each  regiment  to  be  commanded  by  an  oflGicer 
not  exceeding  the  rank  of  a  Lieutenant-Colonel,  and 
consist  of  eight  companies  of  eighty-four  men  each,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  non-commissioned  officers  included.

Whereas,  notwithstanding  the  resolves  of  the  General 
Court,  of  December  2,  1780,  and  that  of  Feb.  26, 
1781,  and  another  resolve  of  the  \Qth  June  last,  there  is 
still  a  deficiency  of  several  towns  and  plantations  in  this 
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State,  in  supplying  the  quota  of  men  apportioned  on  them 
by  the  said  resolve  of  December  2,  1780  :  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Superintendents  of  the  several 
counties  within  this  Commonwealth,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  directed,  immediately  on  receipt  of  this  resolve, 
by  a  writing  under  their  hands,  to  notify  the  Assessors  and 
Committees  of  the  several  deficient  towns  and  plantations 
within  their  respective  counties,  of  the  number  of  men 
deficient  in  the  town  or  plantation  to  which  the  Assessors 
or  Committees  who  are  thus  notified  do  belong ;  and  the 
said  Superintendents  are  further  directed,  to  make  out 
duplicate  lists  of  the  said  deficient  towns  and  plantations 
in  their  respective  counties,  with  the  number  of  men  each 
town  and  plantation  are  so  deficient,  and  lodge  one  of  the 
said  lists  in  the  oflSce  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  Common- 
wealth, and  the  other  in  the  Secretary's  oflSce. 

And  whereas  it  appears  that  the  average  price  given  as 
a  bounty  for  the  hire  of  soldiers  for  three  years  or  during 
the  war,  is  not  less  than  eighty-five  pounds  thirteen  shil- 
lings j9er  man,  which,  with  fifty  per  cent,  added  as  a  fine, 
agreeable  to  the  said  resolve  of  the  1 6th  June  last,  amounts 
in  the  whole  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  pounds  nine

govern  themselves,  in  assessing  the  polls  and  estates  of 
the  said  deficient  towns,  plantations  or  classes,  agreeable 
to  the  directions  contained  in  the  last  Tax  Act,  and  to 
deliver  said  assessment  to  the  constable  or  constables, 
collector  or  collectors,  of  their  respective  towns  and  plan- 
tations, to  collect,  and  to  make  a  return  to  the  Treasurer 
of  this  Commonwealth,  of  the  names  of  the  constable  or 
constables,  collector  or  collectors,  and  the  sums  com- 
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mitted  to  them  respectively,  to  be  collected  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  December  next.  And  the  said  Treasurer 
is  hereby  required  and  directed,  upon  receiving  the  afore- 
said return,  to  issue  his  warrant,  without  the  smallest

WJiereas  by  a  resolve  of  the  General  Court  of  the  \&th 
of  June,  1781,  it  is  provided ^  That  in  any  town  or  plan- 
tation,  where  there  is  no  militia  officer^  the  selectmen  of 
such  town  and  committee  of  such  plantation^  shail,  within 
forty-eight  hours  from  arid  after  the  30th  of  June  afore- 
said, proceed  and  draught  a^s  many  7nen  as  such  town  or 
plantation  respectively  are  deficient;  and  cav^e  the  men  so 
draughted  to  be  mustered  and  delivered  to  the  superintend- 
ent; but  in  such  cases  no  provision  is  mxide  to  empower 
such  selectmen  or  committees  to  call  for  or  command  suffi- 
cient assistance,  for  the  purpose  of  marching  any  such 
draughted  man  who  is  or  may  be  refractory  to  the  muster 
master,  or  superintendent.  And  whereas  difficulties  have 
already  arisen,  or  may  hereafter  arise:  For  remedy 
thereof. 

It  is  Resolved,  Ttiat  in  all  cases  where  any  man  has 
been  draughted  by  the  selectmen  of  any  town,  or  the 
committee  of  any  plantation,  for  the  purpose  and  agreeable 
to  the  directions  of  the  said  resolve,  and  has  been,  or 
shall,  by  the  said  selectmen  or  committees,  or  a  major  part 
of  them  respectively,  be  required  to  proceed  to  the  mus-

tinental establishment^  falling  within  the  department  of 
John  Allen,  Esq;  who  zvas  appointed  by  Congress,  agent 
for  Indian  affairs  in  the  Eastern  Department,  January  14, 
1777:  As  Agent  of  Congress,  the  said  John  hath  made 
application  to  this  State  from  time  to  time,  for  supplies  to 
carry  on  the  business  of  his  agency;  supplies  have  been 
granted,  and  provision  made  for  the  support  of  the  post  at 
Machias,  in  full  confidence  that  Congress  would  be  answer- 
able for  the  same:  —  And  the  appointment  of  a  priest  in 
that  quarter  was  evidently  made,  in  1778,  by  the  then 
Council  of  this  State,  at  the  desire  of  Congress,  as  the 
following  resolve  will  show  : 

''In  congress,  December  5,  1778. 
Resolved,  That  the  President  write  to  the  Council  of 
Massachusetts  Bay,  and  inform  them,  it  is  the  desire  of 
Congress  that  they  comply  with  the  request  of  the  Indians 
in  sending  them  a  Priest."

enemy  to  this  Commonwealth,  on  any  pretence  whatso- 
ever. And  all  vessels  with  their  effects  so  going  to  or 
coming  from  JNbva  Scotia^  or  any  other  place  in  possession 
of  the  enemy  (excepting  such  persons  as  have  already 
obtained  permission  for  themselves  and  property,  and 
have  not  deviated  from  such  permission)  shall  be  liable  to 
capture  and  condemnation,  and  shall  be  proceeded  against 
in  the  Maritime  Court  for  that  purpose,  by  the  Naval  Officer 
of  the  depai*tment  where  such  offence  may  be  committed, 
one  moiety  whereof  shalljt)e  for  the  prosecutors,  the  other 
moiety  to  this  Commonwealth,  and  the  persons  found 
on  board  any  such  vessel,  shall  be  considered  in  every 
respect  as  prisoners  of  war,  and  treated  accordingly. 

And  whereas  information  has  been  frequently  given  to

sea,  and  the  particular  severity  of  the  drought  the  last 
seasons:  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Cape 
Elizabeth  be,  and  they  are  hereby  exempted  from  the 
payment  of  the  average  price  of  the  eighteen  men  assessed 
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on  them  as  their  quota  of  the  army  for  three  years  or 
during  the  war ;  and  also  from  the  payment  of  the  fine  of 
fifty  per  cent,  for  not  procuring  said  men,  agreeable  to  a 
resolve  of  the  General  Court  of  the  20th  of  October  last.

CONSTABLES,  &c.  TO  ACCOUNT  WITH  THE  SEVERAL  TREAS- 
URERS, AND  EMPOWERING  THEM  TO  ISSUE  EXECUTIONS 
IN  CERTAIN   CASES. 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Courts  that  there  remain 
considerable  sums  now  due  upon  old  paper  money  assess- 
mentSyfor  county  ^  town^  district  and  precinct  taxes^  in  the 
hands  of  the  several  constables  and  collectors  within  this 
Commonwealth  to  collect;  and  as  by  a  resolve  of  the 
General  Court  of  the  sixth  of  July,  A.  D.  1781,  the  said 
constables  and  collectors  are  empowered  and  directed  to 
demand  and  receive  the  said  taxes  in  bills  of  the  neio 
emission  J  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  of  the  new  for  forty  of 
the  old  emission:  And  as  the  said  bills  of  the  neiv  emission 
will  not  ansxoer  the  purpose  for  which  the  said  taxes  were 
originally  granted: 

Therefore  it  is  Resolved ^  That  all  and  every  tax, 
whether  town,  district,  precinct  or  county  tax,  made  in 
paper  money,  and  yet  outstanding,  shall  be  collected 
in  specie  only.  And  the  said  constables  and  collectors 
in  the  several  towns  and  districts  in  this  Common- 
wealth, are  hereby  empowered  and  directed,  to  demand 
and  receive  of  all  and  every  delinquent  person  or  persons, 
the  sum  or  sums  they  or  either  of  them  are  set  at  in  the 
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.  several  rate-bills  committed  to  them,  the  foil  value  of 
the  several  sums  which  remain  still  to  be  collected,  in 
specie,  according  to  the  scale  of  depreciation,  computing 
from  the  time  such  taxes  became  payable :  —  except  in 
cases  where  towns,  districts  or  precincts  have  voted  and 
ordered  the  taxes  of  such  towns,  districts  or  precinct* 
to  be  otherwise  paid,  in  which  cases  the  said  constables 
and  collectors  are  directed  to  observe  such  votes  and 
orders  in  their  respective  collections. 

And  the  constables  and  collectors  aforesaid  are  hereby 
directed,  to  account  with  the  several  Treasurers  with  whom 
their  warrants  respectively  directed  them  to  account ;  and 
are  further  empowered  and  directed,  to  distrain  for  the 
taxes  aforesaid  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  were  origi- 
nally assessed  in  specie. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  the  several  Treasurers 
to  whom  the  above-said  taxes  are  payable,  be,  and  they 
hereby  are  directed,  to  receive  the  said  taxes  in  manner 
as  above  expressed,  and  account  with  and  discharge  the 
collectors  of  the  same  accordingly.  And  in  case  siiid 
collectors,  or  either  of  them,  shall  neglect  to  collect  and 
pay  the  said  taxes,  the  said  Treasurers  are  empowered 
and  directed,  to  issue  their  executions  against  such  delin- 
quent constables  or  collectors  for  specie,  agreeable  to  the 
rule  above  mentioned.

-^'  the  continental  army,  and  to  the  soldiers,  in  con- 

sequence OF  the  new  arrangement,  three  months 
wages  for  their  services  in  1780,  and  directing  how 
officers  and  soldiers  are  to  procure  certificates, 
and  how  the  treasurer  is  to  pay  them. 

Wliereas  by  a  resolve  of  the  General  Courts  passed  the 
17th  day  of  October  last,  the  several  balances  due  to  the 
discharged  officers  and  soldiers,  for  their  respective  services 
in  the  Massachusetts  line  of  the  Continental  anny,  in  the 
year  1780,  are  ordered  and  directed  to  be  paid  by  securi- 
tiesy  which  is  represented  as  being  inconsisttnt  with  the 
agreement  made  with  the  army,  which  wa.H  to  pay  them 
three  months  wages  in  specie,  on  condition  of  loaning  the 
residue.  And  whereas  it  appears,  from  the  representation 
of  Col.  Bayley  and  others,  by  their  petition,  that  the  said 
officers  and  soldiers  are  in  great  want  of  their  wages,  for 
thepuipose  of  paying  their  taxes,  i&c.     Therefore, 

liesolved,  'J'hat  there  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the 
public  treasury  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  each  of  the  said 
discharged  oflScers,  among  whom  are  included  the  officers 
of  the  said  line  of  the  army  who  retired  in  consequence 
of  the  new  arrangement  of  *the  army,  and  also  to  each  of 
said  soldiers,  to  the  amount  of  three  months  wages,  due 
to  them  respectively  for  their  services  in  the  year  1780, 
any  law  or  resolve  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Provided  jievertheless.  That  previous  to  the  granting 
any  waiTant  for  the  payment  of  any  officer  or  soldier  as 
aforesaid,  such  officer  or  soldier  shall  procure  a  certificate 
from  the  committee  for  settling  with  the  army  that  the 
amount  of  three  months  wages  is  due  to  him  for  his  service 
in  the  said  line  of  the  army  for  the  year  1780,  which 
certificate  the  said  committee  are  hereby  impowered  and 
directed  to  grant,  in  all  cases  where  wages  to  that  amount 
are  due  as  aforesaid,  and  deduct  the  same  from  the  notes 
to  be  given  them  respectively. 

And  it  is  further  liesolved.  That  if  the  Treasurer  should 
be  unable  to  pay  the  three  months  wages  aforesaid  for 
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want  of  money  in  the  treasury  for  that  purpose,  that  he 
be,  and  hereby  is  directed,  to  pay  them  by  giving  orders 
or  receipts  in  favour  of  such  officers  and  soldiers,  on  the 
constables  or  collectors  of  their  several  respective  towns.

RESOLVE  FOR  RAISING  ONE  HUNDRED    MEN,  IN    THE    COUNTY  ChaV.511 
OF  LINCOLN,  FOR  THE  IMMEDIATE  DEFENCE    OF    THE    SAID  ^' 

COUNTY,    ALLOWING    A    BOUNTY,    AND    MAKING    PROVISION 
FOR  THEIR  SUPPORT. 

Whereas  it  appears  from  the  petition  and  memorial  of 
the  hon.  Thomas  Rice,  ^sq;  and  others  in  behalf  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  county  of  Lincoln,  that  the  said  inhabi- 
tants from  various  causes  mentioned  in  said  petitions^  are 
reduced  to  a  situation  peculiarly  distressing;  but  more 
especially  from  their  being  constantly  exposed  to  the  ravages 
and  depredations  of  the  enemy : 

Therefore  Resolved ^  That  one  hundred  effective  men, 
including  non-commissioned  oflScers,  be  immediately  raised 
by  voluntary  inlistment  in  the  county  of  Lincoln^  for  the 
immediate  defence  of  the  same,  to  continue  in  the  service 
of  said  Commonwealth  until  the  first  day  of  December 
next,  unless  sooner  discharged  ;  that  said  troops  shall  be 
properly  anned  and  equipped  ;  that  they  shall  compose 
two  companies  of  fifty  men  each,  including  non-commis- 
sioned oflScers,  that  when  raised  they  shall  be  on  the  con- 
tinental establishment  in  every  respect,  agreeable  to  a 
resolution  of  Congress  ;  that  the  whole  shall  be  commanded 
by  a  field-officer ;  that  they  shall  be  mustered  by  the  muster 
master  hereafter  to  be  appointed,  and  officered  by  the 
Governor ;  and  that  they  shall  be  employed  as  ranging 
companies  within  said  county,  and  be  under  the  direction 
of  the  Governor,  who  is  hereby  impowered  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  Council,  to  order  the  said  troops,  or  aiy 
part  of  them  in  cases  of  emergency,  to  march  into  any 
part  of  the  counties  of  York^  Cumberland  and  Lincoln, 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  the  officer  who  shall 
be  appointed  to  command  said  men,  be  and  he  is  hereby  , 

appointed  to  muster  the  said  troops,  and  pay  them  the 
bounties  hereafter  granted  by  this  resolve. 

And  as  a  further  encouragement  to  such  persons  as  may 
be  disposed  to  inlist  in  said  service,  in  defence  of  their 
country  and  the  persons  and  property  of  themselves  and 
neighbours. 

It  is  further  Resolved^  That  a  bounty  of  three  pounds 
per  man,  in  specie,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  to  each  non- 
commissioned officer  and  private  soldier,  who  shall  inlist 
in  said  service,  on  his  passing  muster ;  and  for  the  imme- 
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diate  procurement  of  a  sum  of  money  adequate  to  said 
purpose.  * 

It  is  further  Resolved^  That  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
pounds  be  assessed  on  the  several  towns  and  plantations 
within  the  said  county,  in  the  following  proportions, 
agreeable  to  the  last  valuation,  viz.     On  the  town  of

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  the  selectmen  and 
assessors  of  the  several  towns  and  plantations  aforesaid,  are 
hereby  required  without  delay  to  assess  their  several  towns 
and  plantations  in  the  sums  set  against  them  respectively 
in  the  above  schedule,  and  make  return  of  said  assessments 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  county  on  or  before  the  15th 
day  of  April  next,  and  issue  their  warrants  to  the  constables 
or  collectors  of  their  respective  towns  or  plantations, 
requiring  them  to  pay  the  sums  respectively  committed  to 
them  to  collect  to  the  said  Treasurer,  on  or  before  the  10th 
day  of  May  next,  who  in  case  of  delinquency  in  any  con- 
stable or  collector  in  not  paying  in  the  sum  or  sums  com- 
mitted to  him  or  them  to  collect  as  aforesaid,  is  hereby 
empowered  and  directed  to  issue  his  execution  or  execu- 
tions against  them  in  manner  provided  by  law  in  case  of 
delinquency  in  collecting  county  taxes. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  the  said  Treasurer  is 
directed  to  pay  the  sums  by  him  received  in  pursuance  of 
this  resolve  to  the  said  muster  master,  taking  his  receipts 
therefor,  for  the  expenditure  of  which  the  said  muster 
master  shall  be  accoifntable. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  the  said  muster  mas- 
ter is  empowered  and  directed  to  pay  to  each  non-com- 
missioned ofScer  and   soldier  aforesaid,  the   bounty  to 
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which  they  are  respectively  intitled  by  this  resolve,  on 
their  passing  muster,  taking  duplicate  receipts  therefor, 
one  of  which  to  be  lodged  in  the  Secretary's  office. 

And  it  is  further  liesolved,  That  the  several  towns  and 
plantations  aforesaid  are  exempted  from  raising  any  part 
of  their  respective  quotas  of  1500  men  for  the  Continental 
army,  assessed  on  the  several  towns  and  plantations  within 
this  Commonwealth,  by  a  resolve  of  the  first  day  of  March 
current. 

And  it  is  further  liesolved^  That  the  demand  for  men 
for  the  army  agreeable  to  a  requisition  of  the  General 
Court  of  the  second  day  of  December^  1780,  so  far  as  it 
respects  the  said  towns  and  plantations,  is  suspended  until 
the  further  orders  of  the  General  Court ;  provided  not- 
withstanding, that  such  men  as  have  been  raised  by  any 
of  the  said  towns  and  plantations  by  virtue  of  the  last 
mentioned  resolve,  shall  be  held  to  join  the  army,  as 
though  this  resolve  had  never  passed. 

And  whereaH  it  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  good  of 
the  service^  that  the  said  troops  should  have  an  early ^  con- 
stant and  adequate  supply  of  provisions^  and  warlike  stores : 

It  is  therefore  further  Resolved^  That  on  application 
made  by  the  commanding  officer  aforesaid  to  the  Commis- 
sary General  of  this  Commonwealth,  for  provisions  and 
warlike  stores  for  the  use  of  the  troops  under  his  com- 
mand, the  said  Conimissary  is  directed  to  lay  such  appli- 
cation before  the  General  Coui-t,  if  sitting,  that  such  order 
may  be  taken  thereon  as  may  by  said  Court  be  deemed 
expedient ;  and  if  any  such  application  should  be  made 
to  the  said  Commissary  General  during  the  recess  of  the 
General  Court,  he  is  directed  to  lay  the  same  before  the 
Governor  and  Council,  and  the  Goveraor  is  requested  to 
issue  such  immediate  orders  to  the  said  Commissary  Gen- 
eral for  procuring  and  forwarding  such  articles  of  pro- 
visions or  warlike  stores,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  said 
county,  as  he  with  the  advice  of  Council  may  from  time 
to  time  judge  expedient  for  the  «rood  of  the  service,  which 
supplies  shall  be  charged  to  the  United  States. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  the  agent  of  this 
Commonwealth  is  directed  to  procure  and  forward  to  said 
commanding  officer,  as  soon  as  may  be,  five  good  whale- 
boats  for  the  use  of  said  troops,  and  that  the  same  be 
charged  to  the  United  States;  and  if  the  said  Agent 
should  judge  it  expedient  to  procure  said  boats  or  any 
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of  them  in  the  counties  of  Lincoln  or  Cumberland^  the 
Treasurer  of  said  Commonwealth  is  directed  to  issue  his 
receipts  on  any  of  the  constables  or  collectors  of  said 
counties  respectively,  in  favour  of  such  person  or  persons 
with  whom  the  said  Agent  may  contract  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid,  to  the  amount  of  the  sum  or  sums  so  contracted 
for,  if  the  said  Agent  shall  judge  it  expedient,  the  said 
Agent  procuring  a  warrant  agreeable  to  the  constitution 
therefor. 

And  whereas  it  is  probable  that  the  beef  collected  for  the 
use  of  the  continent  in  the  county  of  Cumberland,  niay  be 
wanted  for  the  use  of  the  troops  to  be  raised  by  this  or  any 
subsequent  resolve  in  the  eastern  counties: 

It  is  therefore  further  Resolved^  That  the  said  beef  be 
retained  in  said  county  until  the  further  order  of  the 
General  Court,  any  resolve  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing; and  the  Agent  for  the  said  county  is  directed  to 
secure  the  same  in  some  place  of  safety,  any  resolve  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  if  any  of  the  select- 
men or  assessors  of  the  said  towns  or  plantations,  shall 
neglect  to  make  the  assessments  required  by  this  resolve, 
or  shall  neglect  to  make  return  of  the  same  as  aforesaid, 
they  shall  respectively  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  this 
Commonwealth,  the  sum  oi  fifty  pounds ^  to  be  recovered 
by  action  of  debt,  by  such  person  as  the  General  Court 
may  hereafter  appoint  for  said  purpose. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  the  Secretary  be 
directed  to  procure  twenty-seven  printed  copies  of  this 
resolve,  and  to  take  the. earliest  opportunity  to  forward 
one  to  each  town  and  plantation  in  said  county.

Char)  512  i^esolve  for  raising  fifteen  hundred  men  to  reinforce 

^"  THE  CONTINENTAL  ARMY  FOR   THREE    YEARS    OR    DURING 

THE  WAR,  BEING  TO  COMPLEAT  THE  QUOTA  OF  THE  MASSA- 
CHUSETTS LINE. 

Whereas  it  appears  that  the  number  of  four  thousand 
tivo  hundred  and  forty  men  apportioned  on  the  several  towns 
and  plantations  within  this  Commonwealth  in  December, 
1780,  was  not  sufficient  to  compleat  the  quota  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts linCy  by  nearly  one  thousand  men^  and  by  reason 
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of  mortality  and  other  casualties^  it  is  found  by  the  returns 
fi*om  the  army  that  it  will  require  at  least  fifteen  hundred 
men  now  to  supply  the  deficiency  of  the  Massachusetts  line; 
and  it  being  absolutely  necessary,  in  order  to  enable  the 
Commander  in  Chief  to  open  the  campaign  with  vigour, 
and  a  reasonable  prospect  of  success,  that  the  several  regi- 
ments serving  in  the  Continental  army  should  be  compleatly 
filled  up,  according  to  their  establishment:  Therefore, 

Resolved^  That  there  be  immediately  raised  within 
this  Commonwealth,  fifteen  hundred  men  to  serve  three 
years,  or  during  the  present  war ;  and  the  several  towns 
and  plantations  within  this  Commonwealth  are  hereby 
directed  to  raise  the  number  of  men  respectively  affixed 
to  them  in  the  following  schedule.

Rc^Holvedy  That  the  assessors  of  each  town  and  planta- 
tion within  this  Commonwealth  (the  town  of  Boston^  if 
they  shall  judge  it  necessary  to  appoint  a  committee  to 
assist  their  assessors)  be,  and  hereby  are  authorised  and 
directed,  to  class  the  inhabitants,  and  every  other  person 
liable  to  pay  taxes  in  the  same,  into  as  many  classes  as 
according  to  the  aforementioned  schedule,  there  are  men 
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required  of  such  town  or  plantation,  in  proportion  to  their 
several  taxes,  intermixing  the  poor  with  the  rich,  so  as 
to  make  the  taxable  property  and  polls  in  each  class  as 
nearly  equal  as  may  be ;  and  to  appoint  some  suitable 
person  as  head  of  each  class,  and  deliver  to  such  person 
as  they  shall  appoint  as  aforesaid,  as  head  of  a  class,  a 
list  of  the  persons  contained  in  his  class,  with  an  account 
of  the  proportion  that  each  person  stands  at  in  the  tax 
of  October  last,  which  shall  be  the  inile  by  which  each 
person  contained  in  such  class,  shall  pay  towards  pro- 
curing the  man  for  said  class,  and  in  case  any  person  who 
is  appointed  head  of  a  class,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  for 
the  space  of  four  days  after  being  thus  notified,  to  notify 
those  of  his  class  (who  are  resident  in  his  town)  to 
assemble  for  the  hirmg  a  man  agreeable  to  this  resolu- 
tion, he  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  cost  and  charge  that 
may  fall  upon  said  class,  in  consequence  of  their  not 
procuring  a  man  as  aforesaid :  And  in  case  any  class 
after  being  duly  notified  by  the  chairman  thereof  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  hire  a  man  for  three  years  or  during 
the  war,  and  deliver  him  to  the  muster  master,  until  the 
10th  day  of  April  next,  they  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine 
equal  to  the  average  price  that  the  men  cost,  with  twenty 
per  cent,  added  thereto. 

And  in  order  that  the  cost  of  such  men  as  shall  be  pro- 
cured by  the  10th  of  April  next  may  be  known : 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  That  every  class,  who  shall  pro- 
cure a  man,  shall  take  duplicate  receipts,  specifying  the 
town  and  class  such  soldier  engaged  for,  and  the  sum 
received,  and  deliver  one  of  the  said  receipts  to  the 
muster  master,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  April  next, 
which  muster  master  shall  make  weekly  returns  into  the 
Secretary's  office  of  such  receipts ;  and  his  Excellency 
the  Governor  and  Council  are  hereby  requested,  from 
such  returns  which  shall  be  made  by  the  said  15th  day 
of  April  next,  to  notify  the  Treasurer  of  the  average 
price  as  aforesaid,  upon  the  cost  of  the  men  through  the 
State,  as  also  with  the  several  towns  which  are  deficient.

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  all  the  money  which 
shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  in  consequence  of  these 
resolves,  shall  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  hiring 
soldiers. 

Be  it  further  Resolved^  That  if  any  one  or  more  per- 
sons in  any  class  or  classes  shall  procure  a  man,  agreeable

to  these  resolves,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  April 
next,  and  one  or  more  of  the  said  class  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  pay  their  proportion  of  all  the  charges  that 
shall  arise  in  procuring  and  mustering  said  man,  that  the 
assessors  of  such  town  shall  upon  application  for  that  pur- 
pose, assess  each  neglecting  individual  in  such  class  or 
classes,  to  the  full  amount  of  their  proportion  of  all  the 
charge  of  procuring  the  said  man  with  ten  per  cent,  added 
thereto,  and  deliver  such  assessment  to  a  constable  or 
collector  of  their  respective  towns  to  collect,  with  a  warrant 
in  the  usual  form  for  collecting  town  taxes,  made  payable 
to  the  treasurer  of  said  town,  and  certify  the  treasurer  of 
their  doing  therein  ;  and  if  the  assessment  is  not  paid  in

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  if  any  assessors  or 
committees  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  perform  the  duties 
required  of  them  by  these  resolves,  each  and  every  of 
them  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  oi  fifly  pounds  for  every 
neglect  either  to  class  their  respective  towns,  or  to  assess 
the  deficient  classes. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved,  That  the  men  who  shall  be 
raised  pursuant  to  these  resolutions  shall  be  reckoned  to 
the  credit  of  the  town  or  plantation  wherein  they  resided 
last,  for  the  term  of  three  calendar  months  before  their 
enlistment,  unless  such  town  or  plantation  shall  have 
raised  their  proportion  of  men  assigned  them  in  this 
resolve,  and  in  such  case  a  certificate  from  the  continental 
muster  master,  that  such  town  or  plantation  have  raised 
the  number  assigned  them,  shall  be  a  sufficient  voucher 
for  the  same. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved,  That  no  deductions  be  made 
from  the  bounties  or  reward  of  lands,  wages,  cloathing 
and  refreshments  engaged  by  Congress  to  such  soldiers  as 
may  enlist  as  aforesaid,  on  account  of  any  bounties  or 
encouragements  given  to  such  soldiers  either  by  particular 
towns  or  individuals ;  and  every  such  soldier  shall  be 
.  exempted  from  all  taxes  on  his  poll  during  his  continu- 
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ance  in  the  public  service,  and  also  from  all  taxes  on  his 
personal  estate,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  men  for  the 
army. 

And  it  is  further  li^solvedy  That  no  prisoner  or  deserter, 
nor  any  person  who  is  an  inhabitant  of  any  other  State  in 
the  union,  or  of  the  territory  called  Vermont,  shall  be 
reckoned  to  the  credit  of  any  town  or  plantation  whatever. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  where  any  dispute 
may  arise  about  different  towns  or  plantations  claiming 
the  same  soldier,  one  or  more  Justices  of  the  Peace,  upon 
application  being  made,  who  may  not  be  interested  in  the 
event  of  such  claim  and  determination,  shall  cause  the 
selectmen  of  such  towns  or  committees  of  such  plantations 
to  be  notified  to  appear  by  themselves,  or  such  persons  as 
they  shall  respectively  appoint,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  Justice  or  Justices  shall  judge  most  proper  and  con- 
venient ;  and  after  a  full  hearing  of  the  parties  appearing, 
shall  determine  to  what  town  or  plantation  such  soldier 
properly  belongs  ;  and  no  town  or  plantation  shall  suffer 
by  means  of  such  determination  who  were  not  properly 
notified. 

And  it  iS'  further  Resolved^  That  if  it  should  so  happen 
that  an  individual's  share  should  be  to  procure  more  than 
one  man,  in  every  such  case  the  class  may  be  reduced  in 
conformity  thereto,  any  thing  in  the  foregoing  resolutions 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  such  parts  of  towns 
as  have  been  set  off  to  other  places,  and  are  become 
incorporated  with  other  towns  since  the  returns  for  the 
last  valuation  and  were  not  considered  in  the  settlement 
of  the  said  valuation,  shall  be  reckoned  to  the  town  from 
whence  they  were  taken,  and  be  classed  with  them  accord- .

Whereas  it  appears  that  many  of  the  inhabitants  of  this 
Commonwealth  are  prisoners  in  Enofland,  and  the  island 
of  Jamaica,  and  that  there  is  a  considerabU  balance  of  . 
prisoners  due  from  this  Government^  in  favor  of  the 
British  posts  of  New  York  and  Halifax,  where  they  are 
suffering  all  the  miseries  usually  incident  to  a  close  con- 
finement in  prison-ships^  at  this  inclement  season: 

Therefore  Resolved^  That  the  Delegates  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, in  Congress,  be  instructed  to  use  their  best 
endeavours,  that  some  speedy  and  eflSicacious  measures  be 
adopted  by  Congress  for  the  liberation  of  such  American 
prisoners  as  are  prisoners  in  Great  Britain^  Jamaica^  or 
elsewhere. 

And  for  the  more  speedy  relief  of  such  as  are  prisoners 
in  New  York :  It  is  further 

Resolvedy  That  John  Hopkins^  Esq ;  D.  C.  G.  of  pris- 
oners, be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed,  to  collect  as  many 
as  he  can  of  the  enemy,  who  are  prisoners  in  our  hands, 
and  send  them  in  a  flag  to  New  York,  as  speedily  as 
possible,  that  they  be  exchanged  for  the  like  number  and 
rank  of  our  people,  prisoners  at  that  place. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  of  this 
Commonwealth  is  directed  to  transmit  a  copy  of  this 
resolve  to,  our  delegates  in  Congress.        March  6^  1782.

Thevetore  Resolved,  That  the  Judges  of  Probate  in  the 
several  counties  within  this  Commonwealth  be,  and  they 
hereby  are  authorized  and  directed,  to  renew  the  com- 
missions heretofore  granted  on  said  estates,  in  all  instances 
where  said  Judges  are  convinced  that  the  same  will  tend 
to  the  furtherance  of  justice,  any  certificate  of  the  whole 
amount  of  the  demands  on  such  estates  being  made  not- 
withstanding. 

And  be  it  further  Resolved^  That  the  commissions  so 
renewed  shall  continue  in  force  for  the  term  of  three 
months. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  every  creditor  who 
shall  exhibit  any  account  to  the  commissioners  as  afore- 
said, shall  take  the  following  oath  or  aflSrmation  :

And  the  commissioners  are  hereby  impowered  and 
authorised  to  administer  the  said  oath  to  such  claimants, 
and  to  interrogate  them  in  such  way  and  manner  as  they 
shall  think  proper,  or  to  administer  any  other  oath  that 
may  appear  to  them  to  be  necessary  for  the  discovery  of 
truth.

in  said  act  in  these  words,  viz.  "  Excepting  such  monies  as 
are  lent  to  government,  and  by  an  act  of  government 
exempted  from  taxation."  Therefore,  in  order  to  remove 
any  doubts  on  that  subject. 

Resolved,  That  the  said  exemption  includeth,  and  is  to 
be  considered  by  all  the  assessors  of  this  Commonwealth, 
as  including  all  monies,  securities,  debts  or  other  property 
whatsoever,  loaned  to  this  goveniment,  for  which  the 
Treasurer  of  this  Commonwealth  has  given  or  shall  give 
his  notes,  commonly  called  conisolidated  notes,  issued  by 
virtue  of  one  act  passed  February  17,  1781,  intitled,  **  An

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Continental  muster  masters  should  reside  to  receive  the 
men^  which  by  said  resolve  were  ordered  to  be  raised  for 
the  Continental  army,  pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  Congress 
of  the  ISth  q/*  December  last;  and  it  is  represented  to  this 
Court,  that  only  one  such  muster  mastei-  has  yet  been 
appointed,  who  is  directed  to  reside  at  Boston :  And 
whereas  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  other  appoint- 
ments be  immediately  made : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  General  Glover, 
immediately  to  appoint  a  judicious,  faithful  oflScer,  to

Whei^eas  on  account  of  delay  in  the  appointment  of 
muster  masters  as  aforementioned,  it  is  requisite  that  the 
time  allowed  by  the  resolutions  aforesaid,  for  procuring 
the  men,  shmdd  be  prolonged:  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  time  for  procuring  men  agreeable 
to  the  resolutions  aforesaid,  be,  and  hereby  is  length- 
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ened  and  prolonged  to  the  tenth  day  of  May  next,  after 
the  expiration  of  which  time  every  class  which  shall  have

superintendent  for  purchasing  beef  on  account  of  any

by  means  whereof  said  Treasurers  and  inhabitants  are 
exposed  to  be  greatly  injured:  It  is  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  where  execution  hath  been  levied  and 
satisfied,  by  distress,  on  any  town  Treasurer,  or  prin- 
cipal inhabitant  or  inhabitants  of  any  town  or  plan- 
tation in  this  Commonwealth,  for  either  of  the  two  first 
beef-taxes  set  on  such  town  or  plantation,  in  such  case 
the  assessors  of  such  town  or  plantation  be,  and  hereby 
are  directed,  within  ten  days  after  being  required  thereto 
by  such  town  Treasurer  or  principal  inhabitant  or  inhab- 
itants as  aforesaid,  to  assess,  in  due  course  of  law,  on 
such  delinquent  town  or  plantation,  or  on  any  delinquent 
individuals  of  such  town  or  plantation,  a  suflScient 
sum  of  money  to  discharge  said  execution,  together 
with  all  damages,  charges  and  expences  arising  in 
consequence  thereof,  and  to  commit  such  assessment 
to  the  constable  or  collector  of  such  town  or  plantation, 
within  the  time  limited  as  aforesaid,  together  with  their 
warrant  to  collect  the  same. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  the  said  constables 
and  collectors  of  towns  shall,  within  twenty  days  after 
receiving  warrants  as  aforesaid,  pay  the  sums  set  forth 
in  said  warrants,  into  the  treasury  of  their  respective 
towns,  and  the  collectors  of  plantations  to  the  assessors 
of  said  plantations  respectively,  and  on  failure  thereof

several  tax  bills  lost  by  him,  as  mentioned  in  his  peti- 
tion, viz.  one  bill  for  a  State  tax,  made  and  delivered 
to  him  in  May,  1781 ;  one  ditto  for  a  town  and  county 
tax,  made  and  delivered  at  the  same  time ;  one  ditto 
for  the  quakers  proportion  of  money,  in  lieu  of  men, 
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made  and  delivered  to  him  in  JunCy  1781 ;  one  ditto 
State  tax,  made  and  delivered  in  Fdnvxiryy  1782 ;  which 
copies,  so  made  out  and  attested,  shall  be  valid  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  that  the  original  bills  were  designed 
for.

RESOLVE    FOR   EFFECTUALLY   PREVENTING   GREAT   INJURIES  C'^a/>.654 
SUSTAINED    AND    RUIN    THREATENED     TO    THIS    COMMON- 
WEALTH, BY   AN    ILLICIT   TRADE    CARRIED    ON    WITH    THE 
ENEMIES  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES,  DIRECTING  NAVAL  OFFI- 
CERS RESPECTING  THEIR  DUTY. 

Notwithstanding  the  persevering  and  unrelenting  cru- 
elty of  our  enemies  hath  been  sufficient  to  excite  the 
highest  resentment^  and  to  banish  all  ideas  of  inter- 
course with  them;  yet  divers  persons  residing  within 
this  Commonwealth,  seduced  by  avarice,  regardless  of 
its  liberties,  honor,  peace  and  safety,  and  in  direct 
violation  of  the  laws  of  the  land,  have,  for  some  time 
past,  carried  on  an  illicit  trade  with  the  enemies  of  the 
United  States,  which,  if  persisted  in,  must  prove  of  the 
most  dangerous  consequence: 

Therefore  Resolved,  That  the  several  naval  officers  within 
this  Commonwealth  be,  and  they  hereby  are  directed  and 
enjoined,  forthwith  to  comply  with  their  duty,  as 
pointed  out  to  them  in  an  act  made  and  passed  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
eighty-one,  entitled*' An  act  for  preventing  all  com- 
merce and  illegal  correspondence  with  the  enemies  of 
the  United  States  of  America,"  and  to  appoint  one  or 
more  deputies  or  persons  under  them  for  the  purposes 
therein  mentioned ;  and  shall  direct  and  require  the 
deputies  by  them  respectively  to  be  appointed,  to 
make  diligent  enquiry  into  all  offences  against  the 
laws  respecting  illegal  commerce  and  correspondence 
with  the  enemies  of  the  United  States  —  to  maintain 
a  strict  watch  over  all  persons  suspected  of  trading  or 
corresponding  with  the  subjects  of  the  king  of  Great 
Britain ;  and  upon  probable  cause  appearing,  to  com- 
plain of  all  offences  against  said  laws,  and  to  prosecute 
the  same  to  final  judgment  and  execution.  And  all 
deputies  so  appointed  shall  have  the  same  power  and 
authority  as  naval  officers  have,  by  law,  to  go  on  board 
of  and  search  any  vessel,  boat  or  lighter,  suspected  of 
having  on  board  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandize, 
imported  from  any  place  under  the  dominion  of  the 
king  of  Great  Britain ;  and  to  seize  such  vessels  as 
shall  be  found  to  contain  any  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandize illegally  imported,  as  well  as  the*  goods, 
wares  or  merchandize,  found  in  such  vessels. 
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And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  all  seizures  of  ves- 
sels, goods,  wares  or  merchandize,  made  by  the  naval 
officers,  or  their  deputies  appointed  as  aforesaid,  which 
shall  be  adjudged  to  be  forfeit,  and  shall  be  con- 
demned, the  costs  and  charges  of  the  prosecution  shall 
be  borne  by  the  officer  or  person  prosecuting;  but  in 
case  the  same  shall  not  be  adjudged  to  be  forfeit,  and 
no  condemnation  thereon  shall  be  had,  the  costs  and 
charges  of  such  prosecution  shall  be  paid  to  the  offi- 
cer or  person  prosecuting  by  this  Commonwealth. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved^  That  all  vessels  or  boats 
under  twenty  tuns,  and  abovfe  five  tuns  burthen,  or 
which  have  no  registers,  going  from  one  port  to  another 
within  this  Commonwealth,  or  any  of  the  neighbouring 
States,  the  master  or  owner  of  such  vessel  or  boat 
shall,  previous  to  their  taking  on  board  any  goods  or 
merchandize,  except  wood  and  lumber,  obtain  per- 
mission from  the  naval  officer,  if  there  is  any  such 
officer  within  the  town  or  port  where  such  goods  or 
merchandize  are  taken  on  board,  and  where  no  such 
officer  resides,  from  the  selectmen  or  some  Justice  of  the 
peace  within  the  same  :  And  such  master  or  owner  shall, 
at  the  expiration  of  the  voyage,  or  within  four  months 
from  the  time  of  his  taking  such  goods  or  merchan- 
dize on  board,  produce  to  such  naval  officer,  selectmen 
or  Justice,  a  certificate  from  some  naval  officer,  select- 
men or  Justice,  that  the  said  goods  or  merchandize 
were  landed  in  some  port  or  place  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  this  or  some  of  the  United  States ;  and  any  mas- 
ter or  owner  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  produce  to 
the  person  who  gave  such  permission  a  certificate  as 
aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  the  person 
prosecuting  the  same,  double  the  value  of  such  goods  or 
merchandize,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  proper  to  try 
the  same  And  any  vessel  or  boat  of  the  above  descrip- 
tion, on  board  of  which  shall  be  found  any  goods  or 
merchandize,  having  no  such  permission,  shall,  with 
such  goods  or  merchandize,  be  forfeited  to  any  person 
who  shall  make  seizure  of  the  same.  And  the  fees  for 
such  permission  and  certificate  shall  be  one  shilling  each, 
and  no  more. 

And  be  it  further  Resolved^  That  no  prisoner  shall  be 
permitted  to  reside  on  parole  in  any  of  the  sea  poi-ts  in 
this  Commonwealth,  nor  shall  any  person  be  permitted 
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to  go  on  board  any  cartel  or  flag  (other  than  the  Com- 
missary of  Prisoners)  without  a  special  permit  from 
the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth,  with  advice  of 
Council,  nor  shall  any  person  belonging  to  any  cartel 
or  flag,  from  an  enemy's  port,  being  a  subject  of  the 
king  of  Great  Britain,  come  on  shore  on  any  pretence 
whatever,  on  pain  of  being  considered  as  a  spy,  and 
proceeded  with  according  to  the  nature  of  the  offence. 

And  for  the  further  protection  oftrade^  and  detecting  of 
such  base  minded  persons  as  are  caiTi/ing  on  an  illicit  trade 
with  the  enemies  of  the   United  States.  , 

Resolved,  That  the  Hon.  Caleb  Davis,  Esq ;  agent  of 
this  Commonwealth,  be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed,  to 
provide  a  small  vessel,  from  six  to  eight  guns,  to  be 
stationed  at  Woods's  Hole,  or  ports  adjacent,  to  be  placed 
under  the  command  and  direction  of  such  person  as  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  shall  appoint  and  commission 
for  that  purpose,  with  such  number  of  men  on  board  said 
vessel  as  the  service  shall  require,  who'  shall  be  allowed 
and  paid  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  rate  as  other 
officers  and  men  employed  in  vessels  guarding  the  coasts 
are  allowed  and  paid. 

And  whereas  the  increase  of  the  illicit  trade  ha^  been  in 
a  great  measure  owing  to  negligence  in  not  cai^ying  the 
laics  already  made  into  execution: 

Be  it  therefore  Resolved,  That  all  naval  officers,  com- 
mittees of  inspection  and  safety,  and  all  other  good  sub-
